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PREFACE. 


THE present volume covers the period of eight months, 
from 1 March to 31 October, 1673. 


_ When the Calendar of the State Papers, Domestic, of 
Charles II. was begun in 1860, some of the so-called 
Admiralty papers, which are really the papers of the 
_ Commissioners of the Navy, were included in it. In the 
early part of the reign, these were few in number com- 
pared with the Domestic State Papers, that is to say, the 
records of the offices of the Secretaries of State, and they 
were bound up with them. In subsequent years they 
Increased in number, and were bound up separately. In 
1673 and the remaining years of the reign, they increase 
very considerably and outnumber the Domestic series pro- 
perly so-called. They are very largely composed of 
documents of trivial importance relating to the routine 
business of the Navy Board, such as demands from dock- 
yards for stores, surveys of ships and the like. It has 
therefore been determined to omit them from the future 
volumes of this Calendar. The resignation by the Duke 
of York’ of the office of Lord ‘High Admiral on 15 June, 
1673, has been chosen as the most convenient date for 
the change of system. It is contemplated at some future 
time to bring out a Calendar of the more important 
papers relating to Naval affairs. 


The papers of special interest in the present volume 
are :—(1) A considerable number of letters, many of which 
are holograph, from Prince Rupert, while he was in 
command of the fleet during the summer campaign, which, 
as far as I know, have never been previously noticed or 
used. by any writer. This may have been due to the fact 
that they had been placed among State Papers, Foreign, 
Holland, where they were unlikely to attract attention, 
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They have now been removed to State Papers, Domestic. 
(2) A still larger number of letters, written to Sir J. 
Williamson during his embassy to Cologne by his clerks 
and by various friends in London, which give the news 
and gossip of the day. A selection of these was published 
in 1874 for the Camden Society by the late Mr. W. 
D. Christie, but besides those he found in the State 
Papers, Domestic, there were then in State Papers, Foreign, 
Germany, Cologne, a large number of letters of precisely 
similar character and from the same correspondents, with 
which he was apparently unacquainted. These also have 
now been removed to the Domestic series and: are calen- 
dared in this and the next volume of the Calendar. 
When a letter has been printed by Mr. Christie, only 
a reference has been given to his work, as Camden, 
Williamson, to distinguish it from . the selection of the 
letters of Lord Essex, which have been also edited for 
the Camden Society by Mr. Airy, and which are referred 
to as Camden, Essex. The mistakes in the letters pub- 


lished by Mr. Cliristie, which are sometimes important, 


have been corrected in the Calendar. 

The naval situation at the commencement of operations 
resembled that at the beginning of the previous summer. 
The main body of the English fleet was in the Thames 
and intended to sail Southwards to join the squadron at 
Portsmouth and the French fleet. On 2 May Prince 
Rupert set sail from the Oaze Edge for the Downs 
(pp. 199, 200). The same day the Dutch fleet of 70 
sail appeared in Aldeburgh Bay (p. 203), and the next 
day off Harwich and at the West end of the Gunfleet 
(pp. 205, 209), probably with a design of intercepting 
the ships in the Downs on their way to join Prince 
Rupert (pp. 208, 209). The two fleets were in sight of 
each other, and Prince Rupert determined the first fair 
wind to sail and make the best of his way through the 
enemy (p. 211). On the 7th Prince Rupert, marking the 
shoals with ketches, sailed through the Middle Grounds 
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and anchored 5 leagues N.E. of the North Foreland (p. 
222). The Dutch fleet had retired to a station off West 
Capell in the Island of Walcheren (p. 225). Prince Rupert 
continued his course and late on the 8th anchored in 
Rye Road to await the Portsmouth ships under Capt. 
Haddock and the French fleet (pp. 225, 226). The former 
had sailed from Portsmouth on the 7th (p. 226) and the 
latter on the llth (p. 251), and joined the English fleet 
on the morning of the 14th (p. 255). While the fleet 
was at anchor off Rye the Orange Tree fireship took fire 
accidentally and: was burnt out, but without doing any 
damage to other vessels (pp. 234, 235). arly on 
the 16th the King and the Duke of York started for 
Rye to see the fleets (pp. 255, 257), and arrived there 
at 3 in the afternoon, where they were received by the 
Mayor and Aldermen (p. 268), and after dinner went on 
board the fleet. On the 18th the King landed at Lydd 
to walk and see the shingle beach (p. 266) and returned 
to London on the 19th (Ball’s letter, p. 269).* The 
next day the combined fleets weighed and sailed towards 
the Downs (p. 278); on the previous day the frigates 
in the Downs were alarmed by the appearance of what 
was supposed to be the Dutch fleet, which, however, 
turned out to be a fleet of. Hamburgers (p. 274). 

The combined fleets anchored three leagues E.N.E. of 
the North Foreland on the afternoon of the 21st to await 
the Royal Sovereign and the other ships from the 
Thames. They had been delayed by the bad sailing of 
the French, which, Col. Hamilton observed, sufficiently 
secured England from the apprehensions of those who 
feared that the French would soon be their masters at 
sea (p. 279). The next day the fleets stood over for 
the coast of Holland (p. 286), and anchored that evening 
5 leagues N.W. and by N. off Ostend in view of the

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Dutch fleet. The following day they moved to the 
Eastward and anchored within the Oyster Bank, where 
they were joined on the 24th by the Royal Sovereign 
and the other ships from the Thames. The Dutch fleet 
of 84 sail lay to the Eastward in Schonvelt about the 
Split and Dorloo Channels. A heavy South-west gale then 
came on which rendered any operations impossible for the 
next four days. Some of the ships broke their cables, but 
the only ones damaged were two small French ships which 
ran into each other (pp. 294, 295), and the Comte d’Estrées’ 
own ship, which sprang her foremast (pp. 299-302). The 
Swiftsure, which had just been built at Harwich, on her. 
way to join the English fleet, and the Kitchen yacht, got 
by mistake among the Dutch fleet, and were in some 
danger of being taken, but escaped, and returned to 
Aldeburgh Bay (p. 306). 

At a Council of War on the 27th it. was resolved to 
attack the enemy, the foul weather having given an 
opportunity to sound all the sands, which were buoyed 
with the smacks and ketches to prevent the great ships 
running aground. A squadron of 35 frigates and 12 
fireships was sent forward at about 8 on the morning of 
the 28th, and with the Red Squadron under the Prince’s 
immediate command attacked the right of the enemy 
commanded by Van Tromp. The left, under De Ruyter, 
was engaged by the White or French Squadron in the 
centre and the Blue under Sir E. Spragg. The battle lasted 
till dark. The Dutch retired all along their line, and the 
Prince did not yenture to pursue them further for fear 
of the shoals. On the English side the Cambridge and 
Resolution were disabled, Captains Fowles, Worden, and 
Finch were killed, and Col. Hamilton was mortally wounded. 
There was a great slaughter among the officers of the 
Admiral’s regiment. It was said that one Dutch ship 
had been sunk, and that several had been disabled. The 
combined fleets retired to about their former station on the 
Oyster Bank (pp. 308-311, 313-315), where they lay for a 
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week in the same position hoping for supplies, but, the 
wind being easterly, none came. Prince Rupert feared 
that if this was neglected, and the Dutch were recruited, 
as they might be, being so near their magazines, they 
might fall on the English, who were in no condition to 
receive them (p. 333). 


The day after this was written, the Dutch, who had 
a week to refit, took the offensive, having the weather 
gage, with a strong gale at N.E. The engagement began 
about 4 in the afternoon and lasted till dark. Van Tromp 
as usual attacked the Blue Squadron, De Ruyter the Red, 
and Bankaert with the Zealand Squadron the French. 
The Dutch having the advantage of the wind were able 
to fight at their own distance and to prevent the enemy 
from coming to close quarters. They did considerable 

. damage to the spars and rigging of the combined fleets. 
The English lost no ships and only two captains, White 
and Sadlington (p. 338); but they had nearly 1,200 men 
killed (Yard’s letter, p. 368). Though both these battles 
were indecisive, the advantage was wholly on the Dutch 
side, as the English were compelled to return home to 
refit and revictual, and thus lost a great part of the 
summer. They returned to the Nore on the 7th (p. 348). 
It was expected that 8 or 10 days would be required 
to refit and revictual (p. 352), but it was not till 17 
July that they left the Nore (Yard’s letter, p. 441). 
The defects to be made good proved to be much more 
than had been anticipated, and there was the usual want 
of. men and materials in the dockyards (p. 366). The 
French were still more backward than the English (p. 
385). At the end of June they received a reinforcement 
of five men-of-war commanded by Monsieur: Martell 
(p. 387). 


On the retirement of the allied fleets, the Dutch | fleet 
came over to the English coast. On the 14th a detach- 
ment was seen at the back of the Shipwash, and in the 
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Sledway (p. 372). They continued about Harwich and off 
the mouth of the Thames (pp. 387, 396, 398, 410, 411) 
till about the end of the month, when they returned to 
their own coast (pp. 414, 415, 421), and took up their 
old position in Schonvelt (p. 434). It had been even 
apprehended that they intended to attack the English 
fleet (p. 398). : 

On the morning of 21 July the English fleet came in 
view of the Dutch fleet lying at anchor in Schonvelt, 
and ‘anchored 3 or 4 leagues from them. In the evening 
Prince Rupert sailed about 2 leagues to the Northward, 
and weighed at 7 the next morning. All the cabins were 
cleared away in expectation of an engagement. ‘The 
Dutch were then standing towards them about 4 leagues 
distant, and Prince Rupert sailed Northwards along the coast 
(p. 450), with the view of drawing them away from the 
shoals, as he had received positive orders not to attack 
them in Schonvelt (p. 463). The Dutch stood after him, 
and about 2 he ordered Sir E. Spragg, who had the. weather 
gage, to tack, Meanwhile the wind veered to S.W., by 
which the Dutch got the weather gage. , They then tacked, 
and setting all the sail they could returned to their old 
sanctuary at Schonvelt. Prince Rupert continued to sail 
Northwards along the coast (pp. 450, 455, 467). On the 
27th he was riding 5 leagues N.W. of the Texel, in a 
lme N.N.K. and §.S.W, along the coast, his own squadron 
in the centre, with the White to the Southward and the 
Blue to the Northward. He desired positive orders whether 
he was to send for the land forces, whether he should 
wait for the Dutch East India fleet, or whether he 
should attack the enemy in Schonvelt if they refused to 
come out, and requested that no time should be lost, the 
season being far spent. At the same time he repeated his 
request that Sir R. Holmes should be sent him (p. 468). 
On 3 August he wrote that the Dutch fleet was off Goree, 
and that he intended to lie East of Lowestoft, about 
half-way across (p. 476). On the 9th the Papenburgh, of 
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Enkhuyzen, a richly-laden East Indiaman, fell into the French 
Squadron, and was captured and sent to England. The 
next day the Dutch fleet appeared just in sight, bearing 
S.E. by E., and the combined fleets stood towards the shore 
(p. 485). At daybreak on the 11th, the wind being 
E.S.E., the Dutch fleet was about 14 leagues to windward, 
both fleets standing Northward. At 6 the combined fleets 
tacked to the Southward, the French in the van, Prince 
Rupert in the middle, and Sir E. Spragg, with the Blue 
Squadron, in the rear. ,The Dutch bore down with the 
wind, and as they passed the French Squadron De Ruyter 
sent the Vice-Admiral of Zealand with only 8 men-of-war 
and 3 fireships to amuse the whole squadron, while 
he and Van Tromp passed on to engage the other two 
squadrons. Monsr. Martell being nearest the detachment, 
the Vice-Admiral of Zealand sent 5 of his ships and a 
fireship to force him back, but meeting with a vigorous 
resistance fell back themselves. Monsr. Martell attempted 
to board the Vice-Admiral’s ship, but the latter bore up, 
and with 3 of his ships passed through the whole division 
of Monsr. d’Estrées, who gave him only one broadside. 
Martell received no assistance from the ships of his 
division, the captains alleging they had received secret 
orders from Monsr. d’Estrées (pp. 529, 530). Meanwhile 
Van Tromp with the Dutch engaged the Blue Squadron 
and Sir E. Spragg, who, contrary to Prince Rupert’s 
express orders, laid their foretopsails to the mast to stay 
_ for him, and De Ruyter and Bankaert, with the rest of 
the Dutch fleet, fell upon Prince Rupert, the battle 
beginning about 8. A kind of due] ensued between 
Spragg and Van Tromp. The Royal Prince, the former’s 
ship, being disabled, he went on board the St. George, 
but her rigging being soon much damaged and most of her 
men being landsmen and not standing to their guns, he 
took a boat to go to the Royal Charles, which was sunk 
by a shot, and he was drowned, not being able to swim. 
About 12 the wind shifted to the South, and then to S.S.W. 
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The French thus became to windward of the Dutch, but 
instead of tacking and engaging the enemy stood to the S.E, 
for fully two leagues before they tacked again. The 
Vice-Admiral of Zealand with his detachment left them to 
join the attack on Prince Rupert and his squadron. To 
add to the Prince’s difficulties, De Ruyter had cut off the 
division under Sir T. Chicheley, the Rear-Admiral of the 
Red, which was a long way to leeward, so the whole force 
of De Ruyter’s and Bankaert’s squadrons lay upon the 
divisions of the Prince and Sir J. Harman. Prince 
Rupert, however, forced his way through to his Rear- 
Admiral, and observing about 2 the Blue Squadron about 
8 leagues to leeward bearing N.N.E. ran down to them 
with all the sail he could. De Ruyter did the same with 
his whole fleet to relieve Van Tromp, and both fleets ran 
down within range of each other, but without firing a 
shot, They got near the Blue Squadron about 4, when 
the Royal Prince was wholly disabled, Van Tromp’s 
squadron lying to the eastward. De Ruyter then bore 
down with all sail on the disabled ships, but Prince 
Rupert steered in between to protect them; and about 
5 another sharp engagement began, in which the Prince 
was supported by not more than 13 or 14 ships. He 
threw the Dutch, however, into great disorder and sent 
two fireships among them. The French, who were within 
distance to windward, disobeyed Prince Rupert’s signal to 
bear down on the enemy, but contented themselves with 
firing at more than a cannon and a half distance from the 
enemy, thus missing the greatest and plainest opportunity 
ever lost at sea. At nightfall the battle ended, the Dutch 
going off Hastwards, and Prince Rupert retiring with the 
disabled ships. Besides Sir E. Spragg, Capt. Sir W. Reeves 
was mortally wounded and the Captain of the Edgar slain 
(pp. 490-492, 520-523). The Henrietta yacht was the 
only ship actually lost (p. 523). Naturally, ‘there was 
great indignation in England at the conduct of the French. 
Yard, Williamson’s clerk, wrote on the 18th (p. 499) 
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that people ‘now rail downright against the French, and 


say they are so far from assisting us that they would . 


willingly stand and look on whilst our fleet are destroyed, 
as they did at this time, but that it pleased God we 
behaved ourselves beyond their expectation, but that the 
P{arliament] when they meet will take care the nation 
be no longer abused,” &c. 


Most or all of the blame was thrown on the Comte 
d’Estrées (p. 517), who excused himself by alleging that 
he had not understood the Prince’s signals (pp. 509, 521). 
Monsr. Martell himself joimed in the complaints against 
him (pp. 517, 529), and the French officers and seamen, 
particularly de Tourville, were extremely dissatisfied with 
him (p. 498), nor were recriminations wanting between 
the English commanders (p. 517). 


After the battle Prince Rupert hoped to refit at sea 
the ships that had been least damaged (p. 489), and sent 
five of the worst to the Thames (p. 494). Sir John 
Harman was appointed to command the Blue Squadron, 
and Lord Ossory made Vice-Admiral to Prince Rupert 
(p. 494). The weather, however, became very stormy and 
provisions were running short (p. 498); which obliged the 
Prince to make for the English coast (pp. 502, 508). 
He reached the Gunfleet on the 24th, where the opinion 
of the Flag officers was that it was absolutely necessary to 
go in to the Nore. No first-rate but the Royal Charles 
was fit to keep at sea, and many other ships were in 
the same bad condition from leakiness and loss of cables 
and anchors (pp. 510, 511). Yard on the 29th (p. 517) 
reported the arrival of the Prince in town from the Nore, 
where he had left the fleet; and that the next morning 
he visited the French Ambassador, the Lord Chancellor, 
the Lord Treasurer, &c., and was said to have declared 


to them that the French did not assist him, which made ~ 
the town talk the louder, and admire the Prince the 


more, which they did to that degree that it would be 
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impossible for him to do amiss so long as he opposed 
the French or at least they thought he did. 


There were rumours that the Duke of Monmouth was 
to take the command, assisted by Sir J. Harman, the 
reason for which, if really intended, was by some said to 
be that Prince Rupert was unfortunate, but the true cause 
would be that he was not acceptable to the French, “ for 
whom we have so much kindness and respect that our 
only business, though to the prejudice of our own affairs, 
is to please them” (p. 524). Lord Ossory was, however, 
appointed commander-in-chief of the ships designed for the 
winter guard (Ball’s letters, pp. 531, 549). 


The French fleet started from the Thames on the 14th 
(p. 545) and suffered severely in a storm off Dover, one 
ship, the Bourbon, being driven ashore (pp. 549, 550). 
A month later some of them were still in the Downs, 
some were off Portsmouth and some had been forced into 
Plymouth and Weymouth (p. 576). 


As far as the English were concerned the failure of 
the campaign was due mainly to the fact that the fleet 
had been sent out insufficiently manned and equipped. 
Prince Rupert wrote the day before the second battle of 
Schonvelt that they were in so great want of men “that 
captains of the best ships come with tears in their eyes 
to tell me the few seamen they have on board. When 
we come to mend our sails we want needle and thread, 
when to clap a fish to a mast or yard, spikes and fishes. 
There are almost no spare topmasts. The boatswain of the 
Prince assures me he had no small stores, but what he 
stole out of the yards, that is made friends to have it. 
The truth is, as I foresaw long ago, this fleet was merely 
huddled out, and hitherto maintained by fortune, which I 
ascribe to nothing else but the good luck which attends his 
Majesty, which,I pray may continue” (p. 333). Again the 
want of men and materials for refitting the fleet speedily 
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(pp. 360, 366) occasioned the loss of nearly six weeks 
in the best season of the year. 


The victuallers were, as usual, dilatory. Prince Rupert 
declared there was no way with them but to send Mr. 
Child or Mr. Papillon on shipboard, and keep them there 
till they had thoroughly victualled the fleet (p. 384), On 
the return of the fleet to the Nore in June, it. was said 
that he stormed exceedingly at the want of provisions they 
had, and declared he would never thrive at sea till some 
were hanged on land (Ball’s letter, p. 368). Another 
story was that when the Navy Commissioners waited on 
him on his return in June, he fell into such a 
passion against them that he had like to have used his 
cane on some of them, and it was reported that he did 
so; certain it was that he was very angry with them for 
not having taken better care to supply the fleet (Yard’s 
letter, p. 380). Such outbursts of temper (of which 
another instance will be presently related), however great 
the provocation may have been, were not conducive to the 
dispatch of business. 


There was also friction between Prince Rupert 
and the officers of the Duke of York. He complained, 
in angry tones, of the conduct of Sir J. Werden, the 
Duke’s secretary, and the Navy Commissioners about 
procuring pilots (pp. 175, 182), and of Sir J. Werden’s 
sending orders independently of him to captains of ships 
under his command (pp. 211, 222). 


At the. very opening of the campaign a difficulty had 
to be got over about setting up the Union flag (p. 279), 
and it was said later that the Comte d’Estrées refused to 
serve under the Prince, pretending mismanagement at the 
second battle of Schonvelt, where they were forced to 
engage three ships deep, so that more men were killed 
by themselves than by the Dutch; and that the object of 
the King’s visit to the fleet was to reconcile the Prince 


and the Comte (Yard’s and Ball’s letters, p. 428). The 
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animosities that followed the battle of the Texel have 
already been noticed. But the main cause of the failure 
of the allied fleets was the masterly strategy of De 
Ruyter, who with inferior forces manceuvred so skilfully 
that it was always in his power to accept or refuse 
battle as he pleased; and though he did not probably 
inflict more loss than he sustained, yet the strategic 
advantage was entirely on his side, as he frustrated all 
the designs of the allies, and by keeping his fleet in 
being made a descent by the enemy impossible, thus 
gaining a most valuable year. By the opening of the 
next campaign England and Holland were at peace, and 
the latter was relieved from all apprehension of any 
serious attack from the sea. 

It was intended to make a descent on Holland or 
Zealand under the Duke of York as generalissimo and 
Prince Rupert as general under him (p. 175). The Duke 
of Buckingham and Col. John Russell were appointed 
lieutenant and major-general (p. 243). In Prince Rupert’s 
instructions (p. 175) he was directed, in case he captured 
any place, to assure the inhabitants of the neighbouring 
country that England desired to live in amity with them, 
and to offer them (it being understood that the King 
should remain possessed of such garrisoned towns and forts: 
as the Prince should judge proper for securing his interest) 
either to remain under their old provincial form of 
government, provided they acknowledged the King as their 
Protector, and furnished sufficient money to maintain the 
garrisons, or, if they pleased to be incorporated with 
England, to send their burgesses to the English Parliament 
and enjoy all the privileges of native Englishmen, and not 
to be taxed but by consent in Parliament. In either of 
these proposals they were to be assured of the freedom 
of their religion as at present exercised, and, if they 
chose the former, they were to have the same freedom 


of trade as to commodities of their own growth as any 
English shire had. 
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On page 261 will be found the draft contract for 
victualling the soldiers who were .to go on the expedition, 
and on pp. 269, 270 a warrant for providing a train of 
artillery, with an estimate of the charges of the same. 

The forces that were to take part in the expedition 
were assembled at Blackheath by the middle of June. 
It was said there were to be 12,000 foot: Each company 
of foot was to be augmented to 100 men, and there was 
to be a review of them on the 14th before the King 
and the Duke of York (pp. 287, 293, 353). A hundred 
horse were drawn out of each of the troops of Life 
Guards to form a Life Guard to the Duke (p. 353). 
On the 9th the King and the Duke of York visited 
Blackheath to view the preparations there, where as yet 
there were only three regiments of foot (Ball’s letter, 
p. 352). All the forces were to be assembled there by 
the 20th. There were to be 12 regiments in all, of 
1,000 men each besides officers, for the 8 new regiments 
had been made up to 100 in each company, which with 
the forces already on board the fleet would make up 
18,000 men (Yard’s letter, p. 368). However, only six 
regiments had arrived on the 23rd (Yard’s letter, p. 386). 
The camp was visited by great numbers of people (Player’s 
letter, p. 395), and a licence was granted to print a 
description of it with engravings (p. 425). On 2 July 
there was almost a mutiny in the camp. <A drummer 
of the Duke of Albemarle’s regiment being carried to the 
horse to be punished for being drunk, the soldiers declared 
they saw no reason to punish him for what the officers 
had never been free from since they came thither, and 
took him away and rudely treated their officers, Col. 
Vane having a musket presented to his breast, but every 
captain drawing off his men it was at last appeased, and 
the offenders were to be punished according to the 
published military orders (Ball's letter, p. 420). The 
camp was much inconvenienced by the continual rain, and 
on the 7th only 5,000 men were there (Yard's letter, 
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p. 428). On the 12th the King went to the camp to 
hasten the embarkation, and on the 13th the forces 
marched to Gravesend, halting for the night on Dartford 
Heath (Yard’s. letter, p. 436). 


The Duke of York having been disqualified by the Test 
Act, Prince Rupert was appointed general of the expedition 
and the Comte de Schomberg as his lieut.-general in place 
of the Duke of Buckingham (pp. 422, 423). The Comte 
was subsequently appomted captain-general under Prince 
Rupert (p. 434). 


At Gravesend the troops were embarked on _ hired 
colliers, 500 on each, a much larger number than the 
vessels could conveniently hold (Ball’s letter, p. 431), and 
sailed to Yarmouth. An incident on the way occasioned 
a quarrel between Prince Rupert and the Comte de 
Schomberg. The Greyhound, on which the latter was, 
sailed through the English fleet with a flag on the main- 
topmast head, one of Lord Mulgrave’s ensigns that had 
been put up by Schomberg’s orders to show where he 
was. Prince Rupert ordered it to be struck and put the 
captain of the Greyhound in irons. Schomberg in his 
letters complained of the Prince’s violent passion, and 
feared he was too much under the influence of his former 
page, Sir W. Reeves, but let the matter drop (pp. 448, 
455). 


Schomberg landed at Yarmouth on the 21st, when he 
found the troops encamped along the shore. The officers of 
the Ordnance in the usual fashion had kept them without 
tents for two days, and then the tent poles were not 
forthcoming, but they were eventually found in the hold 
of a vessel (p. 448). Schomberg occupied himself in 
exercising the troops. He found them not only badly 
disciplined but also insolent and disobedient to their 
officers, which arose from their being allowed to drink too 
much. Some even deserted when actually on guard 
(p. 455). The vessels they came in remained in the 
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Roads to transport them, if there was an opportunity 
(p. 459). This never came. As long as the Dutch fleet 
was unbeaten no landing could be attempted. Such was 
the opinion of Prince Rupert, which he _ successfully 
maintained against the Duke of York and Sir E. Spragg 
(p. 432), and in which the King concurred (page 269). 
The troops remained at Yarmouth throughout August, 
and at the beginning of September they were sent into 
winter quarters and the camp was broken up, all thoughts 
of making a descent being abandoned (p. 525). 


There are but few notices of the war on the Continent. 
In March unsuccessful attempts by the Dutch on Naerdam 
Harderwick and Crévecceur are mentioned, and also the 
investment of Maestricht by the French (p. 60). Allusions 
to its capture will be found on p. 431 and to the 
gallantry of the Duke of Monmouth during the siege on 
p. 531. 


In January the Island of St. Helena was taken by the 
Dutch (p. 296), but was retaken by an _ expedition 
commanded by Capt. Munden early in May. Three 
Dutch Indiamen, one of which had been sent out with 
a new Governor of the island, were captured later in the 
month. The expedition, with the prizes, returned home 
and reached Kinsale the middle of August (p. 507), and 
got safe to England early in September (pp. 538, 541), 
accompanied by several English East Indiamen. On the 
other hand New York was taken in August by Admiral 
Evertsen (p. 566). 


Capt. Robinson, the commander of the convoy for the 
Straits, arrived early in March from Alicante at Malaga, 
where he was detained some time by contrary winds 
(pp. 33, 64). He joined Capt. Narbrough at Cadiz, and 
the combined fleets arrived at Plymouth on May 23, 
after a narrow escape of being lost on the Bishop and 
Clerks of Scilly (pp. 291, 292), and reached the Downs 
safely on the 31st (p. 320). A second fleet from the | 
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Straits convoyed by Capt. Le Neve arrived in the Downs 
early in July (pp. 419, 421). 

There were reports in March that, by the mediation of 
Sweden, Cologne had been selected as the place for 
negotiating a peace (pp. 59, 108), and the Earl of 
Sunderland, Sir J. Williamson and Sir L. Jenkins were 
appointed Ambassadors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries 
on the part of England (p. 212). The Earl was too ill 
to leave Paris, where he was Ambassador (pp. 251, 254, 
265), and eventually never went to Cologne, but the others 
started about 7 May (p. 225), but were forced back to 
Queenborough by contrary winds (pp. 236, 241, 242), 
and again, on their second attempt, to Sheerness from the 
North Foreland (p. 264). They finally embarked at Dover 
on the 19th and got safely over to Calais (pp. 286, 296). 
Their servants and horses had sailed from Dover on the 
8th for Ostend (p. 223). 


The negotiations continued during the rest of the period 
included in the Calendar, during the latter months of 
which frequent allusions occur to the obstinacy of the 
Dutch. People were inquisitive about the negotiations, 
and though weary of the war would be displeased if the 
terms of peace were not good (p. 525). 3 


Orders were sent to different ports to search for and 
seize seditious books and pamphlets sent over from 
Holland for circulation in England (pp. 17, 56, 58), and 
two persons were committed to the Gatehouse on charges 
of being concerned in importing such publications 
(pp. 77, 93). Among the pamphlets seized was one by 
a student of Leyden, denying that Dr. Harvey was the 
discoverer of the circulation of the blood (p. 17). 


On 2 March the trial of Zas and Arton, under the 
commission calendared in the last volume, began in the 
Tower (p. 6). On page 53 will be found interrogatories 
for the examination of Arton and his answers, and on 
page 95 minutes of the proceedings of the Court, from 
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which it appears that Zas was threatened with torture if 
he did not answer clearly. On 15 April a new com- 
mission was ordered to be prepared, as some of the 
Commissioners formerly appointed were unable to attend 
(p. 144). In May the States General offered to exchange 
certain prisoners for them (p. 257), but both remained 
in the Tower till October, when Arton made his escape 
(p. 595). 

The Navy papers are numerous, but do not contain 
much of interest. On 17 Feb. the Revenge was forced 
by a violent storm from her anchorage between the 
- Sunk and the Shipwash, and driven as far north as 
latitude 56°, where she fell into a fleet of Dutch doggers, 
and took three of them. She got back to Hollesley . 
Bay on 5 March, with her provisions and powder 
much damaged, and her men worn out with constant 
watching and the want of clothes (pp. 14, 17). 


At a trial at Winchester certain persons indicted for 
embezzling the King’s stores were acquitted by the direc- 
tion of the judge on the ground that they could not be 
convicted of stealing or embezzling them unless they were 
entrusted with them or broke into the storehouses, and 
that accomplices were not punishable by the Act. Other 
persons charged with like offences did not venture to 
appear, and the bonds of their sureties were estreated 
(p. 4). 

Proposals were made by four apothecaries for supplying 
the Navy surgeons with medicines (p. 9). 

A claim was made by the officers of the Customs that 
no timber of the King’s should be embarked without their 
having their fees for a transire, and a bond for its 
delivery at one of his Majesty’s ports (pp. 85, 276). 

Trees were felled in the New Forest for the use of 
Portsmouth Dockyard (pp. 177, 206, 217, 272, 311, 344). 


A general press of seamen was ordered in London, 
Westminster, the Tower MHamlets, and Southwark 
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(pp. 176, 184, 191), which took place on the night of 
30 April (p. 192). The Watermen’s Company were also 
ordered to press all livery watermen (p. 184). 


The workmen of the yard at Portsmouth petitioned 
the Navy Commissioners to represent their condition to 
the Duke of York. Almost five quarters’ wages were 
due to them, they could no longer obtain credit, and the 
King’s taxes were being collected, and they feared that 
their household goods would unavoidably be _ seized 
(p. 273). It was not in the power of the Commissioner 
there to keep the officers from distraining for the chimney 

money and other taxes (p. 311). 


Probably in view of the impending resignation of the 
Duke of York, instructions for ascertaining the duty of 
the Lord High Admiral were approved by the Privy 
Council on 13 June (pp. 369, 370). Two days later the 
Duke surrendered his offices of Lord High Admiral, 
Lieutenant of the Cinque Ports, Warden and Captain of 
Portsmouth, and Generalissimo (p. 374). On the 22nd a 
warrant was directed to the Attorney-General to prepare 
a commission appointing the persons therein named 
Commissioners for executing the office of Lord High 
Admiral, reserving, however, to the King certain profits of 
the office, and also excepting the appointment of Vice- 
Admirals, &c. (p. 385). On 19 July the Commissioners 
were summoned to meet to open their commission, which 
had been passed (Ball’s letter, p. 441). In the interim 
the business had been transacted by the King himself, 
by the hands of Mr. Pepys (Yard’s letter, p. 396), who 
had been appointed Secretary to the Commissioners. 


Complaints continued of the bad quality of the beer 
supplied to the Navy (p. 125). It was agreed in May 
that the contract for victualling the Navy should determine 


the following Christmas, and that the two Gaudens were 
to retire immediately (p. 254). 
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The King’s visits to the fleet at Rye and to the camp 
at Blackheath have already been noticed. In April, with 
the Duke of York, he imspected the dockyard at 
Woolwich (pp. 147, 151), and a few days later visited 
Sheerness with the Duke and Prince Rupert (pp. 164, 165). 
In August he went to Bagshot to hunt (p. 477), and 
was at the banquet on Lord Mayor’s Day (pp. 569, 
594). Experiments were tried before him and the Duke 
of York and Prince Rupert of Capt. Beckman’s invention 
of making shot-proof barricades of hemp for use on ships 
(p. 32). When the Test Act was passed he was heard 
to say he would purge his Court from all Catholics 
except his barber, whom he meant to keep in despite of 
all their bills, for he was so well accustomed to his 
hand (p. 126). A warrant was issued for the protection 
of the King’s fowls in St. James’ Park, which often 
flew over to ponds and ditches about Newington, where 
they were killed by persons with dogs and guns (p. 227). 


In October it was reported that the King had lately 
three sad fits of an apoplexy, the first whereof took him 
in the Duchess of Portsmouth’s presence, who had since 
begged he would not come to her at nights. He was 
said to have had a third fit on the 7th in the Privy 
Garden, so that many people were much concerned, and 
begged him to be advised by his physicians, who told 
him he must a little refrain company, &c. (Ball's letter,. 
p. 373). The King’s illness is also alluded to in> 
Crosse’s letter of the 9th (p. 372). In July his 
mistress, Mademoiselle de Querouelle, was created Duchess 
of Portsmouth and Countess of Fareham (pp. 458, 459). 


The Duke of Monmouth again made the campaign 
with the French Army, and distinguished himself by his 
gallantry at Maestricht (p. 531). He returned to London 
in* July (p. 466). The report of his intended appointment 
to command the fleet has already been mentioned. In 
April he was appointed Lord Lieutenant of the Fast 
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Riding and of the town of Hull (p. 194), and im 
August High Steward of the latter place (p. 480). He 
was granted all the lands, &c., of the late Tarl of 
Northumberland, which had reverted to the Crown by his 
death without issue male (pp. 93, 135), and also the 
rents and mesne profits thereof since his decease (p. 551). 


Lord George Fitzroy and the Earls of Southampton and 
Euston, the King’s sons by the Duchess of Cleveland, 
were granted in succession the revenues arising from the 
sealing writs in the King’s Bench and Common Pleas 
(p. 195), and also the prizage and butlerage of wines 
brought to England (p. 258). The Chief Clerkship for 
the enrolment of pleas in the King’s Bench was granted 
in trust for Lord Arlington during his life, and afterwards 
for the Earl of Euston during his life; and Grafton and 
Potterspury Parks and a lease of lands near Kentish 
Town from the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul’s were 
limited to the Earl of Arlington for life, with remainder 
to the Earl of Euston (p. 339). | 


In consequence of the death of the Empress (p. 51) 
the project of the Duke of York’s marriage to the 
Archduchess of Innsbruck fell through, the Emperor 
resolving to marry her himself (p. 127, 286, 312), and 
Sir B, Gascon, who had been sent to negotiate the 
matriage, was recalled (p. 312). A suggestion that the 
Emperor’s sister should be substituted was rejected, since 
she was said to be unfit as being very sickly and 
infirm (p. 127). The Earl of Peterborough, who had been 
appointed Ambassador to espouse and conduct the Arch- 
duchess, embarked at Dover the middle of March (pp. 37, 
38, 42), his secretary, Sir Peter Wyche, having been 
supplied with copies of former marriage treaties as 
precedents (p. 10). He waited at Paris for letters from 
Sir B. Gascon (p. 127), and in June was sent to see the 
daughter of the Duke of Neuburg (p. 376), but in the 
beginning of August he was dispatched with all speed to 
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Modena to marry the Duke’s* sister by proxy. In the 
middle of that month, however, there was a report that 
the Princess was reserved for the King of Spain, and 
that Lord Peterborough had been recalled (p. 495), and 
that there was some new but great interruption to the 
marriage (Southwell’s letter, p. 497); and as late as the 
first week in September Bridgeman wrote to Williamson 
that Mademoiselle de Créqui had been finally chosen 
(p. 538). Whatever the obstacles were they were over- 
come, and on 3 Oct. news reached London that the 
marriage had been concluded, and that the Princess and 
her mother were to start on their journey to England on 
30 Sept. (p. 566). 


The marriage was very unpopular in England because 
the Princess was a Roman Catholic, and because the 
match was said to have been made by the French (Yard's 
letter, p. 585). The day the Parliament met (20 Oct.), 
“no sooner did the Speaker come into the House (which 
was after 10) but the old corner with great warmth 
called him to the chair, but he yielded no obedience to 
that summons; at length Mr. Powle declared that, if he 
would not take it, he would address his speech to him 
where he sat, which forced him to take it, though others 
cried for prayers first, but Mr. Robert Thomas declared 
that was but a ceremony. No sooner was he in the 
chair but Mr. Powle declared the whole nation was full 
of the resolution of his Highness to marry the Princess, 
who being a Papist gave so great disturbance to the 
minds of the Commons of England, that he desired an 
address might be made to his Majesty to prevent the 
consummating of it, which was seconded by Birch with 
a Presbyterian zeal. Sir R. Carr made a motion to 
divert it, but it was thirded by Robert Thomas. Most 
of the Privy Councillors spoke, though very short, tending 
to divert it. Sir R. Howard expressed a great satisfaction 
in the motion; Lord St. John spoke likewise. At length 
the question was put, and very few negatives” (Musgrave's 
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letter, p. 589). The vote was for an address to acquaint 
his Majesty that it was the humble desire of the House 
that the intended marriage be not consummated, and that 
his Royal Highness be not married to any person not of 
the Protestant religion. Further proceedings were cut 
short by a prorogation to the 27th, but on the 30th it 
was resolved to present a second address against the 
match. They also refused to take into consideration any 
aid or supply till the terms of payment of the 18 
months’ assessment granted the last session be expired, 
unless it should appear the obstinacy of the Dutch should 
render it necessary, nor before the kingdom be effectually 
secured from the dangers of Popery and Popish counsels 
and counsellors, and the other present grievances be 
redressed (p. 601). 

“On 29 March the Parliament was adjourned (p. 99). 
There are several accounts of the proceedings, of the King’s 
speeches, &c., but all of any importance are copies or abstracts 
of what is recorded in the Journals. As was noticed in 
the preface to the last volume the Declaration of Indulgence 
was withdrawn on 7 March, the Great Seal being broken 
by the King with his own hand (p. 24). 

On the petition of the Parliament a proclamation was 
issued ordering the departure from the realm of all 
priests and Jesuits except those in attendance on the 
Queen and on foreign ambassadors, and ordering the laws 
to be put in execution against Popish recusants (p. 43). 
Letters from various parts of the country describe the 
satisfaction felt at the agreement between the King and 
the Parliament (pp. 38, 44). At York, Ipswich and 
Nottingham bells were rung and bonfires lighted (pp. 37, 
41, 49). Yet it was expected that the Dissenters and 
Recusants would find that the justices would be 
moderate, and would act as far as possible in accordance 
with his Majesty's mind (p. 37). 

A bill for the relief of Protestant Dissenters had been 
introduced, and was still pending at the adjournment of 
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Parliament (p. 101). It was proposed to issue a circular 
about the treatment of Dissenters in the interim. This 
was the subject of much debate at the Privy Council. 
Several drafts were made, and that printed on p. 367 


was the final result, having been much laboured at by 


Lord Anglesey, the Lord Privy Seal. It was argued that 
the licences were but snares to the holders, and that 
something ought to be signified for the sake of quietness 
till Parliament met again, yet so as neither to suspend 
the laws nor give authority to the licences. ‘‘ This was 
the nice, narrow patch that could hardly be hit, and 
which his Majesty thought was not, in this draft. And 
there was a snare feared on the other side, because it 
was in the power of an informer to run up a justice 
1007. a time as often as he should refrain from executing 
the laws . . . and therefore his Majesty waived to 
put anything in writing which would, how well so ever 
drawn, be quarrelled at and create more trouble than the 
remedying all the particular complaints that may happen ”’ 
(Southwell’s letter, p. 367). 


The position of the justices was a difficult one. If 
they. did not grant warrants against conventicles informers 
threatened them with a penalty of 100/. (p. 120), while 
they were in danger of a summons before the Council 
if they enforced the law. For example, “the justices 
of Oxfordshire being called in, in reference to an order 
made by them at quarter sessions, declaring that the 
penal laws against Nonconformists were in force, his 
Majesty having no power to suspend them, the Lord 
Chancellor, by the King’s command, told them that his 
Majesty did not resent it from them, in regard of their 
known loyalty and affection, but that it was a matter of 
dangerous consequence, and therefore directed them not 
henceforward to make any such declaration, it being 
intermeddling with matters of State.” | 


“Sir Robert Shirley, Justice of Leicestershire, having put 
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the law in execution against some Nonconformists, and 
accordingly levied the fines on them for conventicling, the 
Nonconformists put an information against him of having 
spoken very unseemingly and disrespectfully of the King’s 
authority. Sir Robert was accordingly summoned and 
both parties appeared, when, he declaring he never spoke 
the words he was charged with, his Majesty not thinking 
fit to have the matter further prosecuted (for the 
Nonconformists would have sworn to their information, 
but, it is feared, falsely) declared he believed no such 
words were spoken, and that he knew very well the 
loyalty and good affection of Sir Robert, and so they 
were dismissed” (p. 369). 


At Weymouth, however, the mayor and bailiffs broke 
up a meeting of Independents on Whitsunday (p. 285). 


On the King’s giving his assent to the Test Act there 
was the greatest hum of applause among the Commons 
that ever was heard (p. 101). 


In consequence of this Act a great many officers were 
obliged to resign, some of whom were permitted to 
dispose of their commissions. As Sunday, 15 June, the 
last day limited by the Act for complying with its 
requirements, approached, speculation became rife about the 
course the Duke of York and Lord Clifford, the Lord 
Treasurer, would take. It was reported that the latter 
intended to receive the Sacrament on Whitsunday (p. 255), 
but he did not do so. The day before, being in a 
coach with only Father Patrick McGinn, “at the entrance 
into the Broad Place in the Strand, the coach was 
unfortunately overthrown, and his Lordship and_ the 
Father exposed to the view of the street, one bringing 
his hat, another his periwig, with compliments that they 
were very sorry for his mischance, so that his Lordship 
took boat, and came privately home by water. ‘ 
They mark now that my Lord Clifford has snnan 
observed Popish holidays, and would never do business 
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on any of them, and that his chapel was only for 
fashion and for his servants, his Lordship nor Lady 
never frequenting it.’ (Ball’s letter, p: 285). Sir 
Thomas Osborne was designated as his successor (p. 266). 
Lord Clifford accordingly resigned on 18 June, receiving 
a pardon drawn in the most ample form (p. 418). He 
retired to his estate in Devon, and died there 17 : Oct. 
following (pp. 573, 592). No letter. in the Calendar or 
in the Camden Society’s publication alludes to the report 
that he died by his own hand; indeed, Ball’s and Yard’s 
letters of 13 Oct. both mention four days before his 
death that he was then extremely ill. 


The staff on Lord Clifford’s resignation was delivered 
the same day to Sir Thomas Osborne (Yard’s letter, 
p. 380), who took the oath in the Exchequer on the 
26th, when the Lord Chancellor made him a short but 
very quaint speech (Ross’ letter, p. 397). On 23 July 
he was created Baron Osborne of Kiveton and Viscount 
Latimer (p. 456). To his former office of Treasurer of 
the Navy Edward Seymour, the Speaker of the House 
of Commons, was appointed (p. 381). The Lord Treasurer 
had a serious. illness shortly after his appointment (pp. 
465, 467, 477). In October he received a discharge for 
all moneys paid or imprested to him jointly with Sir 
T. Littleton while they were joint Treasurers of the 
Navy, with a proviso that the discharge was not to extend 
to Sir T. Littleton (p. 584). 


The Duke of York’s resignation of all his offices in 
consequence of the Test Act has already been noticed. 
The letters of Williamson’s correspondents are full of the 
comments on these events. For instance, one writes—‘“ I 
dare not write the strange talk of the town on his — 
Royal Highness’ surrender; your Excellency will better 
imagine it, it being as bad against him as ever it was 
in his father’s days in the height of his troubles. They 
will have it he goes into the country with a gallant 
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train of Papists, which he will keep about him. He 
walks frequently in the Park, and people come to see 
him there and fancy him very melancholy” (Ball’s 
letter, p. 394). 


In October the famous John Locke was appointed 
Secretary to the Council of Trade (p. 578) in place of 
Dr. Worsley, who had resigned on account of the Test 
Act (Bridgeman’s letter, p. 386), 


In April Lord Anglesey was appointed Lord Privy 
Seal in place of Lord Robartes (pp. 164, 289). 


The Mayor and others of Dover were summoned to 
London to answer for their conduct in making a number 
of freemen just before the election, whose votes had 
decided it in favour of Sir E. Spragg, as described in 
the preface to the last volume (p. 38). A gentleman, 
in a letter about the Suffolk election, at which Lord 
Huntingtower and Sir S. Barnardiston had been candidates 
(see preface to the last volume), writes that a considerable 
part of the magistracy and gentry of the county had 
gone to Westminster to support the former, and that he 
had never known at any election so much incivility and 
affrontedness (not to mention worse things) as were used 
by divers of the opposite party (p. 54). 


In the City Sir Robert Hanson was succeeded by Sir 
William Hooker as Lord Mayor (pp. 561, 566, 569), 
who a fortnight before his installation married a young 
lady of half his age; and after several abortive elections 
_Alderman Tulce and Deputy Jefferies were chosen sheriffs 
(p. 566). In July the health of the City was said to 
be good, though there were complaints of over-taxation, 
and a scarcity of coals during the winter was apprehended 
(p. 525). 


On 9 Oct. the Artillery Company had a sham fight, 
followed on Tuesday the 14th by a great feast at the Drapers’ 
Hall, where the Duke of York was present (pp. 570, 
594). The Society of Archers held their annual 
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competition and feast, at which Williamson was chosen 
as one of the stewards for the coming year (pp. 387, 
417, 464). 


Several papers relate to the clearing of the projected 
wharf or quay from the Temple to London Bridge. 
Notwithstanding an order in Council and a letter from 
the Council to the Lord Mayor directing the removal of 
fences and other obstructions, nothing appears to have 
been done (pp. 381, 472, 474). | 


In March the Furriers’ Company was incorporated (p. 
13), and in May the Paviours’ (p. 294). In August the 
Attorney General was directed to prepare a bill for the 
establishment in Christ’s Hospital of a mathematical 
school for 40 boys to be imstructed in arithmetic and 
navigation, who when fit were to be apprenticed to 
captains of ships (p. 475). It may be observed that 20 
bedsteads were ordered to be provided for the 40 boys, 


The bills of mortality for the week ending 1 July 
showed that 192 had been christened and 269 buried, of 
which one had died of plague (p. 414). 


The Lord Mayor was directed to take care for removing 
banks of sand and rubbish in the Thames, which the King 
had himself observed was much obstructed thereby, and to 
give Lewis Bayly encouragement for building an engine 
lately patented by him for cleansing rivers (p. 416). . 

At a great fire at Wapping on 28 June nearly 300 
houses and two ships were burnt (p. 437). 


The engraver David Loggan, calcographer to the 
University of Oxford, was granted the copyright for 15 
years of his engravings of the buildings of the University 
and Colleges (p. 69). 

The Dean of Christ Church requested Williamson’s 
assistance in procuring a German letter-founder for the 
University Press (pp. 478, 557). 


Certain books were purchased by Williamson as a gift 
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to Queen’s College library (p. 212). Some defects in 
Williamson’s buildings there were under repair (p. 572). 


An. account of a disputed election to the Public 
Oratorship at Cambridge will be found on page 12. It 
may be‘ added that the election was decided in favour 
of Dr. Paman. Dr. Boord was appointed to the Regius 
Professorship of Civil Law (p. 51). 


There are several. letters to the Universities recom- 
mending persons for degrees, and to particular Colleges 
directing them to elect persons to fellowships. At 
Trinity Hall four of the Fellows refused to obey a 
mandate, and voted for another candidate (pp. 54, 55). 
On a petition by Edward Bathurst to the Duke of 
Buckingham, Chancellor of the University, praying his 
consent to his Majesty’s mandatory letters to elect the 
petitioner to a Fellowship at Trinity College, there is a 
note by Sa{muel] Butler that the Duke gave the petitioner 
leave to procure such letters, and desired that it might 
please his Majesty to grant them. ‘This is probably the 
only existing signature of the author of Hudibras. It 
also settles the disputed question whether he was ever in 
the Duke’s employment as a secretary or clerk (p. 395). 


There are also letters mandatory to schools to elect 
persons to scholarships, to Deans and Chapters to appoint 
to almsmen’s places and the like. The mest notable 
instance of the exercise of this power related to the 
Commissaryship of Durham. On the death of Dr. 
Burwell or Burrell, the Chancellor of the late Bishop, 
whom the Dean and Chapter as guardians of the 
spiritualities sede vacante had appointed their Commissary, 
they appointed two of their own number as Commissaries. 
These persons were forced to resign, and the Dean and 
Chapter were obliged to appoint Thomas Ireland, the 
royal nominee for the Chancellorship when the See should 


be full, to be their Commissary sede vacante (pp. 195, 
397, 472, 473, 543). 












Andrea Vineam or Vynes, a Russian envoy, who was 
Postmaster General of Russia, had arrived at Harwich in 
February. _. He was described as ‘‘a person of good parts, 
an admirer of arts or anything that is ingenuous.” He 
was interested in the ship that was building there, and 
enjoyed a small collation at the post-house (pp. 1, 2). 
He left for London by coach on 3 March (p. 10), and in 
April was given a pass to go to France and Spain (p. 194). 


A proclamation was issued to all persons knighted to 
deliver within one month a certificate thereof to the Earl 
Marshal under pain of losing their precedency (pp. 18, 
377). At the Heralds’ Office there were great differences 
between the Earl Marshal and the Kings of Arms about 
the rights of the latter to grant arms and _ supporters, 
The matter was referred to the Earl of Anglesey, whose 
opinion and report will be found on pp. 353-356, and a 
declaration was made in accordance therewith (p, 375). 
The Earl Marshal being disqualified by the Test Act, 
several noblemen were appointed his deputies to execute 
the duties of the office (p. 413). 


Williamson had a manuscript he had taken out of the 
Lambeth library copied for the Fathers of St. Germain’s 


(p. 24). ‘ 

Mr. Custis successfully made a first attempt in March 
to blow up the colliers which .had been sunk in the 
Tyne by the flood of the previous December (p. 24), and 
in August completely succeeded by means of a powder 
chest to which a fireball was conveyed through a hollow 
mast. A rare engraving by Wenceslaus Hollar gives a 
view of Tynemouth and the Tyne, showing the explosion 
(pp. 319, 320). <A copy of this engraving is in Vol. VII, 
p. 45, of that author’s works at the British Museum. 


The quarrels between the officers, churchmen, and 
citizens at York arising out of the riot on Shrove 
Tuesday, when Dr. Lake’s house was damaged, were 
reconciled, the Doctor forgiving the rioters, who were 
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released on bail after a severe reproof from Mr. Justice 
Wylde (p. 36). 

A paper on p. 150 describes Great and Little Yarmouth, 
with a plan of Little Yarmouth, and gives the terms on 
which building plots were offered at Little Yarmouth. It 
mentions the advantages of Yarmouth for trade with the 
Netherlands, the Hanse towns, and the Baltic, but states 
that it was built inconveniently for trade, the back part 
being built in lanes and rows accessible only by barrows, 
which are used nowhere else in England. 


Application was made by William Chamberlayne for the 
renewal of the patent of 15 Feb., 1661[-2] to him and 
Dud Dudley for plating and tinning iron, &c. (p. 173). 
A patent was granted to Sir Nicholas Slanning for his 
invention of smelting and forging iron with turf and peat, 
to the great preservation of wood and timber (p. 201). 


An allowance of 6d. in the Ib. was directed to Prince 
Rupert for all iron ordnance annealed, turned, and 
polished, and the defects amended according to his new 
invention (p. 509). In a letter to the King the Prince 
described his invention of petards for blowing up ships 
(p. 434). A patent was granted to William Jonas and 
others for their invention of bleaching and curling hair 
(pp. 498, 496). 


On p. 212 there is a list of books purchased by 
Williamson, some being apparently intended for the library 
of Queen’s College, among which is Milton’s Paradise 
Regained, price 3s. 


A warrant was issued to Henry Martyn, the regicide, 
empowering him to levy a fine of certain former lands 
of his, forfeited by his attainder, in favour of the present 
owners, which he had consented to do (pp. 235, 236). 


Elias Ashmole was allowed to import, free from 
customs, as- much paper as should be required for the 
second edition of his book, The Laws and Ceremonies 
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of the Order of the Garter (p. 238), and John Ogilby, 
the King’s cosmographer, was also permitted to import 
custom-free, paper, the customs on which would amount 
to 1,000/., in lieu of the 1,000/. promised by the King 
and Queen as their subscription to his Britannia 
(p. 589). 

In consequence of an address of the Parliament (p. 92) 
the King declared in Council that he had resolved to 
wear none but English manufactures (except linen and 
calico), and- had ordered the Master of the Great 
Wardrobe to buy none other for his use, and the Lord 
Chamberlain not to permit any wearing foreign manufac- 
tures to come into his presence, and the Lord Treasurer 
to give orders for seizing all foreign goods imported contrary 
to law, the King’s moiety thereof to be burnt (p. 288). 


In June a petition was presented on behalf of .the 
clothiers, cloth-workers, dyers, and other manufacturers, 
praying that they might be empowered to put in 
execution the laws against the exportation of sheep, 
wool, woollen yarn, fullers’ earth, and stuffs made of 
wool undyed, undressed, and unfinished, as thereby the 
King’s dominions were extremely impoverished and 
unpeopled (p. 379); and the Council of Trade recom- 
mended that the laws against the transportation of wool 
should be put in execution (p. 382). 


At the end of May rules were issued for the precedency 
of the different regiments (p. 304). 


Roger L’Estrange, the Surveyor of the Presses, com- 
plained of the dilatory proceedings of the Stationers’ 
Company in enacting by-laws, and suppressing printers 
that had set up contrary to law (p. 413). 

In October Katharine, Lady O’Brien, presented a petition 
claiming the barony of Clifton of Leighton Bromswold, 
her right to which was recognised by the House of 
Lords in the following February (p. 590). This may be 
considered the leading case that a writ of summons coupled 
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with the grantee’s sitting im Parliament creates an 
_ hereditary barony descendible to heirs general. 


The Lord Mayor was directed to inquire into the case 
of an ironmonger in Newgate who had publicly exposed 
to view two great brass crosses, and to cause them to 
be taken down (p. 597). 


. was probably mistaken in assigning to December, 1672, 
the satire entitled A Dream of the Cabal, noticed on 
p. 835 of the last volume, which is printed in Poems on 
State Affairs, Vol. I., p. 137, as another copy occurs dated 
Sept., 1673 (p. 563). There are a good many different 
readings in the two copies, particularly ‘“‘ countrymen” for 
‘Englishmen ” in the last line but one. The copy of 
December, 1672, also has not got the three couplets at 
the end. 


The affairs of Ireland formed the subject of a debate 
in the House of Commons, and on 25 March an Address 
was presented to the King, the substance of which 
appears by the letter of the Privy Council mentioned below 
(p. 91). The chief speakers in favour of the Address 
were Lords Arran, Fitz-Hardinge, Aungier, and O’Brien, 
and Sir T. Clarges and Sir E. Massey (p. 100). Notes 
by Williamson of two speeches apparently delivered on 
that occasion will be found on page 62. The King’s 
answer was that there should be no cause of complaint 
against the next meeting of Parliament, and the Address 
was referred to the Commission of Inspection, and such 
of the Irish Privy Council as happened to be in London. 
The Commission of Inspection was superseded in the 
summer (p. 440), but no further steps were taken till 
26 Sept., less than a month before the meeting of 
Parliament, when by the King’s command the English 
Privy Council addressed to the Earl of Essex, the Lord 
Lieutenant, a letter of which a very full abstract is given 
on pp. 558, 559, directing the measures he should take 
with regard to the Papists in Ireland. 
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A proclamation was issued on 27 Oct. directing Peter 
Talbot, the Roman Catholic Archhishop of Dublin, and 
the other persons specified in the above letter to leave 
the kingdom, and suppressing the convents, schools, and 
seminaries therein mentioned (p. 597). 


‘The Lord Lieutenant in a letter of the following day, 
printed in Camden, Essex, p. 133, pointed out the 
difficulties of carrying out the directions for a general 
disarmament of Papists, and the mistake the House of 
Commons had made in supposing that all Papists were 
prohibited from inhabiting in corporations, the only 
prohibition being that in the Act of Explanation 
forbidding them from buying or renting houses in 
corporations which belonged to the ‘49 officers. A 
further difficulty was that power to license to inhabit in 
corporations being extended to all Papists by the King’s 
letter of 26 Feb. 1671-2, it could not, as he conceived, 
now be revoked. 


Several papers illustrate the pretensions of the said 
Peter Talbot to exercise jurisdiction and to hold an 
authority from the King to oversee the Romish clergy 
in Ireland. 


John Byrne, the Dominican prior of Kilcock, having 
incurred his displeasure .(perhaps in reality by being one 
of the Remonstrants), as Talbot alleged, by blowing a 
horn to summon people to his chapel, instead of 
performing his duties in a more quiet and unobtrusive 
way, was committed to Naas gaol by Lord Dongan, a 
Popish justice, on the charge of treasonably violating the 
King’s laws, edicts, and proclamations. While in prison 
he appealed to the titular Bishop of Killaloe, who advised 
him to submit unconditionally to Talbot (pp. 108, 109), 
_ Byrne, however, petitioned the Lord Lieutenant for an 
inquiry, and Talbot presented a counter petition also 
praying for an inquiry (p. 186). Though the Lord 
Lieutenant had answered that he would put the matter into 
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a way of examination, Talbot presented a similar petition 
to the Irish Privy Council, which was regarded as a 
great contempt of the Lord Lieutenant and as an appeal 
from him to the Council (p. 214). 


An inquiry was accordingly held by Sir Hans Hamilton, 
Sir G. Rawdon, and Dr. Topham (p. 186), at which 
Oliver Plunkett, the titular Primate of all Ireland, 
Patrick Plunkett, the titular Bishop of Meath, and 
several priests, friars, and others were examined. From 
their evidence it appears that Talbot had on several 
occasions asserted that he had authority from the King 
to oversee and govern all the Romish clergy in Ireland, 
and that Father Patrick McGinn had written to him by Lord 
Arlington’s order to the purpose aforesaid. Both these 
allegations had been contradicted by Lord Philip (after- 
wards Cardinal) Howard, the Queen’s almoner. By virtue 
of this pretended authority Talbot had attempted to 
exercise jurisdiction over the Primate himself. He had 
also levied money from the Irish Roman Catholic clergy 
for the agency of his brother, Col. Talbot, in England 
on behalf of the Irish Roman Catholics, and had declared 
that a marriage celebrated between a Roman Catholic and 
a Protestant by a Protestant minister was no marriage, 
and had remarried the parties himself. 


The town of Kilcock had, notwithstanding, adhered to 
Friar Byrne, and had been placed under an interdict by 
Talbot's orders. These examinations give a good deal of 
curious information about the condition of the Roman 


Catholic Church (pp. 108, 109, 186, 244-251). 


On the other hand, though the Scotch Presbyterians in 
the North were indulged in their meetings on Sundays, 
provided they met in convenient places and did not 
affront the established public worship, they still complained 
that they were persecuted on the score of Nonconformity, 
alleging that divers of them had been excommunicated 
and writs de Excommunicato Capiendo taken out and 
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executed upon them. The first case brought forward 
was that of one Martin, who had been presented to the 
Consistory Court of Raphoe on suspicion of fornication, 
and, on his refusal to appear, had been excommunicated 
for contumacy, and had been finally committed to prison 
under such a writ. He then petitioned the Lord 
Lieutenant for release, suggesting falsely that his excom- 
munication had been for Nonconformity. He pretended he 
had been married to the woman with whom he was 
accused of living in fornication, though not by an ordained 
minister according to the law of the Church. These 
persons pretended scruples about the marriage ceremony, 
looking on the ring as a piece of idolatry, and would 
marry only in their own way, as to which the Lord 
Lieutenant observed that, should they be indulged, they 
ought to give an account of what way they marry. He 
advised that they should be treated with some care and 
prudence, especially during the present war, as those of 
the Scotch amounted to not fewer than eighty or a hundred 
thousand fit to bear arms, all of whom, except the gentry, 
were Presbyterians (pp. 574-576). 

In favour of the Established Church a King’s letter of 
4 July directed that both the reversions of all impro- 
priations and appropriate tithes, whereof there was any 
lease, and the possession of all such impropriations and 
tithes, not subject to any lease, of which the King was 
seised in right of the Crown, or which were vested in 
him by any attainder or forfeiture, or by the Acts of 
Settlement or Explanation, or which thereafter had been 
purchased or given to the use of the Church, should be 
granted to the incumbents of the parishes where the same 
arose, and to their successors for ever, subject to the 
provision for vicars and quiremen of cathedrals as therein 
mentioned: (p. 424). This letter had become necessary 
from the carelessness of the bishops in taking out patents 
of these impropriations as directed by a former King’s 
letter in 1667 (p. 364). 
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In March Colonels Talbot, Fitzpatrick, and Dempsey 
went over to England as agents for the Irish Roman 
Catholics (p. 48). On their arrival they found the 
situation altered owing to the action of the Parliament, and 
found it convenient to bear a lower sail (p. 154). Col. 
Fitzpatrick had a further private object in view, namely, 
to procure a grant of the quit-rents, which he alleged 
were charged on the estate restored to him, and which 
had been already granted to him, which grant had, he 
asserted, proved ineffectual through the negligence of his 
solicitor, and presented a petition for the purpose and a 
statement of his services (pp. 115, 116), and a grant (of 
which the docquet is calendared on p. 195) was prepared 
to Col. James Hamilton as a trustee for Col. Fitzpatrick 
of the quit-rents on the hereditaments granted to Florence, 
Lord Upper Ossory, and John Fitzpatrick, his son, by 
Queen Elizabeth, and of the rents issuing out of all the 
hereditaments granted to the said Col. Fitzpatrick (p. 195). 


Lord Clifford, however, delayed passing the grant, 


because neither the value of the quit-rents, nor the lands 


out of which, nor the persons by whom they were 
payable, were expressed therein (p. 299), and in June 
the Lord Lieutenant complained that grants were passed 
in England without. being referred to him for examination, 
and in particular that Col. Fitzpatrick had informed him 
that he was endeavouring to procure the remittal of a 
quit-rent on his estate of 150/. or 2007. a year at most, but 


the Lord Lieutenant was now informed that he was near ' 


obtaining a grant of quit-rents amounting to over 500/. a year, 
by which a whole country of English who held the lands 
set out to Col. Stubber’s and Col. Abbott’s regiments 
(p. 299) would become tributary to him (p. 364). 


The petitions of the Earl of Mountrath and Oliver 
Wheeler and others on behalf of themselves and others 
of the soldiers and their assignees, grantees of lands in the 
Queen’s County, asserted that what Fitzpatrick was really 
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endeavouring to procure was the chief rent of a large 
tract of country which had been granted by Queen 
Elizabeth to Florence Fitzpatrick, Lord Upper Ossory, and 
that since the grants to the petitioners they had been 
constantly disturbed, their cattle distrained, and _ their 
tenants indicted by Fitzpatrick and his agents in order to 
compel them to part with their lands at an under value, 
and pointing out the great inconveniences of such a grant 
in making the petitioners dependent on. Fitzpatrick, one of 
the ancient Irish sept of that county, whose dependencies 
the plantations were designed to take away (pp. 406, 407). 


The state of the finances continued to be unsatisfactory, 
and there were numerous differences between Lord Ranelagh 
and his partners and the Lord Liéutenant, and between 
the former and the Farmers of the Revenue. 


The surplus on the concordatum fund after payment of 
the charges thereon amounted to only 2,122/., little more 
than half the sum which Lord Ranelagh had represented 
to the Lord Lieutenant (p. 16), who complained that he 
found himself every day more straitened for money for 
necessary objects, and hoped that some of the payments 
charged on that fund might be cut off (pp. 156, 502). 


The Lord Lieutenant complained’ that though he had given 
all reasonable advantages to Lord Ranelagh’s undertaking, 
yet because some: letters from the King had not been 
immediately put in execution, he had used threats against 
him in a letter to one of his confidants. He further 
charged Lord Ranelagh and his partners with compounding 
the arrears due to the Army on terms by which they 
gained at least two-thirds (p. 79), while Lord Ranelagh 
alleged that the soldiers had been defrauded by their 
officers of a large part of their arrears (p. 80). 


An abatement of 12,0007. had been granted to the 
farmers for the first nine months of the war to Christmas 
1672. ‘This would necessarily occasion a like deduction in 
Lord Ranelagh’s undertaking, which the Lord Lieutenant. 
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apprehended that he and his partners would apply to the 
arrears of the Army, which he considered the most 
improper thing to place it on, as the Army had already 
consented to the abatement of half their arrears due in 
the time of the Lords Justices, and their pay had been 
reduced by the present establishment. Such an abatement, 
too, would cause great disappointment and discontent in 
the country, where assignments on these arrears had been 
accepted for debts due for the soldiers’ quarters (p. 179). 


Lord Ranelagh, in reply, declared that he had always 
treated the Lord Lieutenant with respect, and disclaimed 
any intention of placing the allowance to which he and his 
partners were entitled on account of the abatement to the 
farmers on the arrears of the Army, and denied that he 
had procured any letters from the King, but such as were 
either justified by his own covenants, or were necessary 
to quicken the farmers in the performance of theirs, and 
alleged that all such letters had been submitted to the 
Lord Treasurer (p. 228). 


In June rules were framed by the Lord Lieutenant for 
payment of these arrears in order to prevent such composi- 
tions, and were sent to England for approval (p. 373). 


At the end of that month the farmers petitioned the 
Lord Lieutenant and Council complaining of the mis- 
representations of Lord Ranelagh and his partners, who 
alleged they were in arrear of their rents, and that the 
same persons were obstructing the allowance they had been 
granted of 12,000/., and alleging that they had paid up 
their rent to the 24th instant. They prayed to be heard 
before his Excellency and the Council, and that he and 
their lordships, being satisfied thereof, would represent the 
same to his Majesty (p. 412). They had been ordered in 
May to pay all the rents due from them, except the 
said 12,0007. and the deductions they had been allowed 
to retain by the letter of 14 December, 1672, in 
re-imbursement of their advances (p. 207). | 
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On 12 August the Lord Lieutenant reported that 
the farmers had cleared all with the Treasury Com- 
missioners, except about 1,100/., against which the farmers 
asserted they had overpaid them 900/. in former quarters, 
besides some little reckoning about customs for logwood, 
They had likewise paid all due from them for customs 
to that day, and had a considerable sum ready towards 
their quarter’s payment due at midsummer (p. 493). 


William Muschamp, the farmer of the revenue, who had 
gone over to attack the management of Lord Ranelagh 
and his partners, and whose committal to the Gatehouse 
was noticed in the last volume (p. 483), was released on 
8 March (p. 20). 


The Lord Lieutenant (p. 554) remonstrated against the 
practice of laying charges on a fund in excess of the 
amount available, observing ‘‘that, when a fund is once 
over-charged, and warrants signed on his Majesty’s letters 
for the payment of the money, it is then out of the 
King’s power to reserve any of the said sum preferable to 
others, for which the officers of the Treasury have good 
warrants to make payments. We may be morally sure that 
the Commissioners of the Treasury will not neglect their 
advantage, nor so much deviate from the practice of 
their predecessors, as not in the first place to discharge 
these private moneys, according to the methods of former 
precedents, that is to say by compounding them for one 
half or one third, and then accounting the whole to the 
King ; whereas those sums for the public use being such, 
out of which no private profit can be reaped, will un- 
doubtedly remain unsatisfied. Besides it is so indecent 
to have the Lieutenant’s warrants on his Majesty’s letters 
carried up and down to be bought and sold (as they will 
be by this means) that I conceive in all respects, as well 
for the King’s honour as his benefit, it were much to be 
wished that the Lieutenant would spare the signing of any 
warrants till he knew there was money in the Treasury to 
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discharge them. 1 can do no other on this subject than 
speak plainly to your Lordship, well knowing that this 
has been one of the principal means of bringing that great 
debt upon his Majesty in this Kingdom, which now lies 
on him, and will infallibly have the like effect for the 
future, if not timely and carefully looked to.” 


If he signed warrants for payment on all the King’s 
letters now granted these sums with those already charged 
would anticipate the fund for the Marine Regiment till 
Lady Day twelve month. When he left London, the 
King was very sensible of the disorder of his affairs in 
Ireland, to which the Lord Lieutenant was sure nothing 
contributed so much as overcharging the revenue (p. 560). 


The Lord Lieutenant was accordingly directed to take 
care that all warrants for the public service, though sub- 
sequent in date to private ones, should first take place, 
and when these were satisfied, the private ones were to 
be signed and paid in due course (p. 578). 


The Lord Lieutenant, in a letter of 18 October 
(p. 585) to Williamson, at Cologne, wished there was a 
more probable prospect ‘of the end of the war, as Ireland 
felt greatly the ill effects of it on its trade, and it put a stop 
even within the kingdom to many improvements, of which 
he was confident no country in Europe was more capable. 


In October, Sir John Temple, the Master of the Rolls, 
was appointed Vice-Treasurer to perform only the judicial 
functions of the office, and commissioners were appointed 
to take the accounts of the Treasury Commissioners from 
the commencement of Lord Ranelagh’s undertaking to the 
[st of January last, who were to allow as payments by 
‘them all sums allowed as defalcations to the farmers in all 
cases where the Commissioners were justly entitled thereto 
(p. 586). | 

There are several complaints of the scarcity of coin. It 
had been determined not to raise the value of foreign 
coin circulating in Ireland. Lord Orrery, who had been 
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requested to give his opinion on the subject, considered 
that, unless some speedy and effectual course were taken 
to keep in the country the little money there was, and to 
bring in more and make it circulate, the King would 
receive but little of his dues, and noblemen but little of 
their rents. He took Ireland to be a body sick of many 
diseases, and, if but one were cured, it would die of the 
rest (p. 173). 


Subsequently several debates in the Council took place 
about raising the value of Spanish money, in which much 
difference of opinion was shown. The Lord Lieutenant 
himself could not see that calling money ‘worth more than 
it really was would make people take it for more than 
its intrinsic value, or how anything but fixing the true 
balance of trade could make the kingdom abound with 
silver, but suggested that the English Master of the Mint 
should be consulted. He attributed the great scarcity of 
money partly to the quantities exported for paying the Irish 
regiment in England, and to the remittances to absentee 
proprietors, but chiefly to the war, which had hindered 
trade, and stopped the exportation of all Irish com- 
modities (pp. 263, 264). 


In May the Lord Lieutenant and Council wrote to Lord 
Arlington to request that 3,000/. worth of the new 
farthings might be speedily sent over, or that they might 
be allowed to use other means for a supply, and to 
remind him of their former letters desiring directions about 
a proclamation against the exportation of coin, the necessity 
for which had become very great (p. 240). The Lord 
Lieutenant requested that, if any farthings were sent, they 
might be the same as those coined for England, as 
otherwise it would give an opportunity for counterfeiting 
them. If none could be sent, he proposed that he 
himself might be charged to provide them (p. 263). 


In July an order was sent to the Lord Lieutenant and 
Council to use such expedients as they should think 
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proper for supplying Ireland with the farthings coined in 
England (p. 423). 

To this the Lord Lieutenant rejoined that what had 
been asked was that if farthings could not be supplied 
from England they might be allowed to use such other 
means for supplying’ them as they should think requisite. 


It was impossible for any private man to bring farthings ' 


out of England, and unreasonable the King should be at 
the charge, for whoever did it must pay money for them 
in England and lose 10 or 12 per cent. by exchange. 
He therefore suggested that the patentees should be 
obliged to supply Ireland as well as England with 
farthings. The only way to prevent counterfeits was to 
make the metal very near the intrinsic price set on it, 
for which reason he had desired that the same farthings 
as were coined in England might be sent, as he feared 


some might obtain a grant to utter farthings in Ireland of ; 


less value. He desired again that it might be done in some 
way or other, for the kingdom so abounded with such 
counterfeit money as to be an insufferable grievance, all 
who pleased coining and issuing what farthings and half- 
pence they chose (p. 469). 


As it would take ten or twelve thousand pounds to 
supply the necessary farthings and, if silver was paid for 
them, it would so drain Ireland of money that the 
revenue could scarcely be collected, the Lord Lieutenant 
proposed that, as he heard the King intended to fortify 
Kinsale, the necessary money should be remitted in 
copper and paid out for that purpose (pp. 527, 553, 554). 


In March Lord Ranelagh was busily engaged in London 
by the King’s orders in procuring money for the pay of 
the Irish companies who were to be sent on board the 
fleet, and orders were given to the Lord Lieutenant to take 
care that the bills drawn for that purpose were punctually 
answered, and that the former direction for the farmers 
paying in 7,500/. quarterly to provide for that pay be 
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strictly observed (p. 101), and in May further directions 
were given for examining and stating the payments to the 
Irish regiments serving in England, and for the allowance. 
to the. Treasury Commissioners of their additional pay and 
allowances, while so serving, and of the charges for 
exchange out of the moneys designed for the marine 
regiment (p. 292). 

The quarters of all the troops in Ireland were changed, 
some of whom, from long continuance in the same places, 
had become little better than the militia (p. 274), so to 
avoid the appearance of partiality all were changed (p. 332). 
These changes were naturally unpopular with the officers 
(pp. 274, 332). | 

From the emptiness of the treasury Sir A. Forbes 
apprehended in May that the army would not be paid 
(p. 274), and in fact at the beginning of June the quarter’s 
pay due in March had not been paid (p. 335). A fortnight 
later, however, the Lord Lieutenant was about to sign 
warrants for that quarter’s pay, which the Treasury Com- 
missioners informed him they had money to discharge, and 
also for two months’ arrears’ due last Christmas and Lady 
Day (p. 373). 


In October a proclamation was issued, directing all officers 
to return to their respective garrisons and quarters (p. 596). 


Many of Lord Power’s regiment which . had been to 
England in September 1672 deserted and returned to 
Ireland. The Lord Lieutenant proposed that examples should 
be made of three or four of the most notorious (p. 122). 


Sir R. Byron, the Master of the Ordnance, being very 
ill, Lord Conway was suggested as a proper person to 
succeed him (pp. 156, 575), It was, however, the King’s 
intention to annex the office to the Mastership of the 
Ordnance in England (p. 575). A paper calendared on 
p. 601 argues against the proposed union of the two offices. 

Good progress was made on the works at Charlemont 


(p. 181), on which 400/7. had been. laid out (p. 555): 
15407 d 
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A piece of land near a fort at Galway, for which it was 
required, had been set out to the *49 officers for 118/., 
probably its value, and had been purchased by the King 
for 8007. The Lord Lieutenant observed that the best 
thing he knew of that contract was, that only part of the 
money had been paid (p. 263). He urged the necessity of 
erecting a good citadel at Dublin (p. 454), and in September 
Sir Bernard de Gomme, the engineer, was sent over to 
draw a plan for fortifying the city (p. 560). 


The coast of Munster was infested with Dutch privateers 
(pp. 180, 189, 190, 303, 396, 475). Two came into 
Crookhaven (p. 190) and the Lord Lieutenant apprehended 
they would carry off the great guns, which were unguarded 
there and at Rineorran Fort, the Isle of Arran and else- 
where (p. 180). He begged that some light frigates might 
be sent to protect the coasts, as he heard that a great 
number of privateers intended to infest them the next 
winter (p. 555). Lord Orrery also complained that there 
was not one troop in Munster from Waterford to Limerick, 
so that the Dutch could land where they pleased and 
pillage the country (pp. 190, 332). 


Bodkin, the captain of a pirate vessel, was arrested in 
May (p. 304). He and others of his company with their 
ship had been seized near Dingle in August, 1670, but 
all of them, except nine, had escaped from prison. Six 
of the nine were convicted and sentenced to death for 
robbing a Dutch vessel, but were reprieved by Lord 
Berkeley. Two were pardoned by Lord Essex, the rest 
remained reprieved. Bodkin and some of those that 
escaped were indicted for the same offence, and also for 
taking a tobacco ship from Virginia and were outlawed, 
It was very much suspected they flung all the men of 
the Virginia ship overboard, and it was generally said the 
ship had been sent to Scotland and sold there. Several 
merchants at Sligo and Dingle had contributed to fitting 
out the pirate, and her design was to take all the Dutch 
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they could, Bodkin alleging he had letters of marque 
from the King of Spain against them. Even so the Lord 
Lieutenant considered stopping any of the King’s subjects 
on the Irish coasts insufferable insolence, but he was 
certain their whole design was piracy. Bodkin for some 
time before the setting out of the pirate ship lodged in 
Colonel Fitzpatrick’s house, who certainly assisted in setting 
her out, particularly by procuring arms and ammunition 
from the King’s stores at Dublin, but the Lord Lieutenant 
could not say if he knew the design (pp. 561-563). 


The Lord Lieutenant was ordered to extend mercy to 
the reprieved pirates, who had been imprisoned so long, 
if he found any motives for it, but a commission was to 
be issued for Bodkin’s trial, and he was to be executed if 


found guilty (p. 579). 


The presidentships of Munster and Connaught being 
abolished the Lord Lieutenant pointed out the necessity 
of the removal of their records to Dublin, and also drew 
attention to the ruinous condition of the important Castle 
of Athlone, though lands had been annexed to the 
Presidentship of Connaught on condition of keeping the 
Castle in repair (p. 390). Lord Berkeley, however, the 
President of Connaught, refused to resign except on an 
assurance of payment during his life of the sums due 
by virtue of his patent (p. 430). 

Towards the end of June one Arthur Connolly produced 
a bag of papers to the Bishop of Ferns which he said 
had been found hidden in his garden. These papers 
related to an alleged plot for seizing Dublin, Kilkenny 
and Wexford with assistance from the States General, and 
for seizing and executing the Lord Lieutenant and Council. 
The whole scheme seems a very wild one, and the Lord 
Lieutenant considered it so very improbable that he was 
confident it was an invention of Connolly’s, who hoped to 
get money for the discovery. He, however, intended to 
make some further inquiry, thinking these things should not 
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be altogether neglected, for whoever was not awaked with 
false alarms would perhaps be asleep when a true one comes. 
He would not have troubled Lord Arlington had he not 
heard he had been much blamed for not inquiring more 
strictly into a plot wherein Lord Coloony was concerned, 
which was more ridiculous than even this. ‘‘ Had I,” he 
observed, ‘‘ troubled you with a narrative of every little 
plot I have been informed of, it would have been endless, 
for, as those of the Roman persuasion have been perpetually 
forward to invent plots and conspiracies, which they pretend 
those of the fanatic party are engaged in, so those others 
have not been unfruitful of the like inventions against the 
Romanists, as I could make appear by several examina- 
tions before Justices sent up to me, concerning arms of 
those of the Roman party, which should be hid in the 
thatch of houses, &c., and days set by them for an 
universal insurrection to murder all the Protestants, but 
yet I have lived to see several of these days pass over 
without: trouble” (pp. 399-405). 


It will be remembered that numerous papers in the last 
volume relate to Colonel Walcot’s alleged design of seizing 
Limerick. He had been sent over to the Tower, and on 
3 April was examined by the Duke of Lauderdale and 
others. Walcot, as in his examinations in the last volume, 
denied the allegations against. him, adding that he had 
never heard from Ludlow since he left Ireland, and that 
he had not corresponded with him, and that he had not ~ 
been in the plot for securing Dublin Castle. Capt. Cullen, 
on the other hand, declared that all his statements in 
his examination were true (pp. 116, 117). 


Walcot remained in the Tower and Captains Cullen 
and Fitzgerald, the informers against him, were rewarded 


with a gift of 600/. (p. 195). 


The Lord Lieutenant, when ordered to sequestrate 
Walcot’s estate, replied that he considered no such 
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proceeding could be taken against a man on a bare suspicion 
of crime, quoting Magna Charta to that effect (p. 335). 


The Lord Lieutenant complained that a reference had 
been procured through one of the Masters of Requests in 
England, by a person against whom a decree had been 
made in Chancery, for a rehearing before himself and the 
Council, which he thought was a dangerous precedent 
(p. 400). 


He also urged the expediency of speedily and effectually 
settling what lands really belonged to the King, to put an 
end to men’s fears for their estates, that they might apply 
to improve them which would be much more for the 
benefit of the King and kingdom than the perpetual little 
discoveries that were made and immediately begked by 
someone to the great disquiet and trouble of his subjects. 
Referring to the proposed grant to the late Col. Hamilton, 
he pointed out that the words of the King’s letter would 
dispose of the whole revenue of the town of Galway and 
utterly ruin that important place (p. 440). 


The direction to the Lord Lieutenant of 13 Nov. 
calendared in the last volume, p. 161, to make grants of 
reversions in the Crown expectant on the determination of 
estates tail to the present proprietors of such estates tail 
or to the nominees of the Earl of Orrery and others was 
repeated (p. 277). 


The Duchess of Cleveland made a determined attempt to 
get a grant of the Pheonix Park for herself and her 
children, which was frustrated only by the firmness of the 
Lord Lieutenant (p. 138), who undertook to have her 
compensated with lands of equal value elsewhere. He 
remonstrated against a grant, which he heard was con- 
templated, to the Duke of Monmouth of all the lands in 
the King’s disposal in Ireland, which, besides other incon- 
veniences to his Majesty’s affairs, would prevent him from 
performing his promise to the Duchess (p. 543), 
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A letter and paper from the Lord Lieutenant, printed in 
Camden, Essex, p. 92, dated 8 July, gives a long account 
of the double election of the Common Council of Dublin, 
and of the factions there. 


In another of 19 July, also printed in Camden, Essex, 
p. 101, on the same subject, are enclosed three papers, 
which purported to be declarations by the Protestants of 
the Church of England, Presbyterians and Roman Catholics, 
declaring that they could not conscientiously appear in the 
Common Council, which they considered could not be law- 
fully held according to the New Rules (pp. 443-446). 


Finally in a letter and narrative of the 22nd, also printed ° 
in Camden, Essex, p. 103, he gave a detailed account of 
all the proceedings relating to the ejection of the Recorder 
and the seven Aldermen, which originated in a job for 
granting a long lease to the Recorder of the water supply 
of the City at a very inadequate rent. ‘This, however, in 
his opinion, did not justify the Commons in ejecting them 
without hearing what they had to say in their defence. 


On 23 July the report of the Committee for Irish 
Affairs in favour of the Rules for regulating Corporations 
was read in Council and approved by the King, and it 
was ordered that the suspension thereof directed by the 
letter of 5 November last be taken off, and the Rules 
put into execution (p. 456). 


A subsequent letter of 26 September (p. 558) re- 
moved all remaining restraints (if any) on the renewal 
of charters, and another report of the same Committee on 
the difference about the selection of: Common Council men 
in favour of the second choice made by the Lord Mayor, 
which excluded all Roman Catholics, was also read - and 
approved, and it was ordered that the Lord Lieutenant 
should direct the affair to be settled accordingly (p. 457), 
and letters in accordance with these orders were written 
to the Lord Lieutenant (pp. 475, 476). 
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Dr. Loftus, a Master in Chancery, was accused of 
fomenting the disturbances in the City, and inciting to dis- 
obedience to the Rules. He was committed to prison, 
suspended from the execution of his office, and ordered 
to be struck out of the establishment (pp. 527, 592, 
601). On pp. 527, 528 will be found examinations and 
papers relating to this affair. 


On 23 October the Lord Lieutenant hoped that the 
City would soon be in good order again, the present Lord 
Mayor being a discreet person, a man of wealth, and well 
beloved among his fellow citizens. The Common Council, 
who in the last Lord Mayor’s time could never be got to 
assemble, in obedience to the Rules had had a meeting, 
and some of the fiercest opponents to the Rules had 
taken the oaths and were acting (p. 591). 


When the petition of the ancient natives and freemen 
of Galway (calendared in S. P. Dom., 1672, p. 503) was 
heard before the Privy Council the petitioners produced 
no witnesses or any other proofs of the matters complained 
of, and the Council did not find that any such violences 
were offered or words spoken by any of the defendants 
as were mentioned in the petition, but it appeared that the 
petitioners then enjoyed their freedom as fully as any 
others, and that on the day of election “there being a very 
great crowd about the Tholsel, so that the Mayor was 
forced to stand in the streets and could not enter, the 
Governor was desired both by some of the ancient natives 
and freemen and by some of the new inhabitants to send 
a guard only to clear the passage for such as had right 
to enter and vote, and that the said ancient natives and free- 
men had the like liberty of entering and voting as the rest 
of the freemen, and amongst others Laurence Deane (in 
the said petition alleged to have been very much abused 
by the soldiers) declared that he did not perceive any 
particular injury or violence offered to any of the ancient 
freemen more than to others, and that the same was 
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only such as was necessary for clearing the passage into 
the Tholsel, and that, though he had a blow from one 
of the soldiers, yet he did not believe it was particularly 
directed to him, and did not observe any distinction was 
made by the soldiers between the old and new inhabitants.” 
The Lord Lieutenant and Council thereupon declared the 
complaints false and groundless for anything appearing 
to them, and that the Mayor, Sir Oliver St. George, and 
the other persons complained of, were very much injured 
by the petition and dismissed them from further attendance 
(p. 318). 

Sir Oliver St. George was also accused by the people 
of Galway of speaking against the Government at the 
Archbishop of Tuam’s table, but as in the last case no 
attempt was made to prove the charge (p. 350). 


In like manner some of the English at Kinsale, led 
by Vincent Gookin, complained of the irregularity of the 
election of the Sovereign there, but when summoned to | 
prove their charge refused to appear (p. 350). 


The vacancy of the Lord Chief Justiceship caused by 
Lord Santry’s death was filled by the transfer from the 
Exchequer of Baron Povey (p. 74), on the recommendation 
of the Lord Lieutenant (p. 23), who objected to Jones, the 
senior puisne justice of the King’s Bench, who was favoured 
by Col. Talbot (p, 109). For the vacancy in the Ex- 
chequer the Lord Lieutenant recommended Sergeant Henn 
or Sir W. Davys, the Recorder of Dublin (p. 23). 


A contract was made with the Bishop of Ossory for 
the purchase of Chichester House, where the Parliament 
sat (pp. 34, 40), for 1,800/., payable by ten half-yearly 
instalments (p. 81). 


The Earl of Orrery was prevented by gout from obeying 
the King’s commands in a holograph letter to him to go 
and serve him in Parliament (p. 161). 


The petition of Elizabeth Wybrants shows the origin of 
an old Dublin family, of whom members were still living 
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there within the last thirty years, some of whom settled e 
in Ireland, and others returned to Holland. She claimed 4 
a Crown grant of all the family property in Ireland, those 


who were living in Holland having lost their rights to it, 
as being either traitors or aliens and enemies (p. 500). 


To hinder wool being sent abroad, its exportation was 
forbidden except from six of the principal ports, . and 
exporters were required to give bonds with sufficient 
securities for the landing thereof according to law (p. 337). 
-A mode of evading this prohibition was making twists of 
wool like ropes, and exporting them as woollen yarn, 
which afterwards could be unwound, and become wool 


again (pp. 541, 555). | 

The King directed that all manner of Admiralty juris- 
diction should be excepted from all future charters and 
grants (p. 576). 

In the present volume there is but little of interest 
about Scotland. The Parliament, which had been adjourned 
till the second Wednesday in June, was further adjourned “s 
to the second Wednesday in November (p. 206), and ee 
the Duke of Lauderdale, the Commissioner, left London * 
on 17 Oct. for their meeting (p. 579). 


The Privy Council was ordered to permit recruiting for 
Lord George Douglas’ regiment in the French service, 
and to make search for any deserters from that regiment 
in Scotland, and issued warrants accordingly (pp. 15, 71). 


Sir John Moncreefe was granted the fines on persons é : 
in certain parishes in Perthshire and Kinross-shire and in 4 gg 
Perth, St. Andrews and Falkland for breaches of the 
Acts against Conventicles (p. 18). 


In May detailed directions were given by the King to 
the Privy Council for the treatment of outed ministers. 
As some of them were said to be displeased with the 
late Indulgence they were to be secured from fears of 
any more of that kind and. informed that . if they 
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continued refractory the utmost power would be employed 
for securing the peace of the Church and Kingdom from 
their seditious practices. At the same time the Privy 
Council was ordered to give a commission to the Duke 
of Hamilton and others to put in execution within the 
diocese of Glasgow the laws and Acts of Council concerning 
Church matters, and to inquire into any disorders com- 
mitted in any parish therein, whether planted with 
regular ministers or with those supplied by the Indulgence, 
and to punish delinquents according to the laws, and to 
call to account all magistrates negligent in enforcing the 
laws against Conventicles, &c. (p. 321). 


In August the Privy Council were reproved for their 
neglect in carrying out these instructions, and were ordered 
to prosecute them diligently and exactly. The King, 
however, yielded to their representations against appointing 
the commission, and left it to them to take such other 
ways as they should think fit (p. 516). 


Leighton, the Archbishop of Glasgow, was ordered to 
hold the archbishopric for another year, with liberty to 
resign at the end of it, and the neighbouring Bishops of 
Argyle and Galloway were ordered to assist him in 
his duties (p. 485). 

At the end of April notice was sent to the Privy 
Council of the apprehended intention of the States General 
to raise troubles in Scotland, with orders to search all 
vessels coming from the territories of the States General 
and to seize all letters and papers as might discover the 
same, and all people with whom they should be found, and 
to keep them in custody, and to take particular care that 
the troops should be so disposed that field conventicles 
might be curbed and the West secured (p. 189). 


The Scotch privateers continued to seize vessels belonging 
to friendly powers, including even Swedish ships carrying 
naval stores to England (pp. 21, 387, 462). The King, 
however, was satisfied (p. 412) with the reply of the 
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College of Justice to the complaints of Sweden, Poland 
and Dantzic, which had been transmitted to them (p. 334). 


Rules were sent for the adjudication of prizes by the 
Court of Admiralty similar to those of the English 
Court of Admiralty (p. 408). 


The Treasury was in a low condition (p. 418), necessi- 
tating a stoppage of the payment of pensions (p. 33). 


The Earl of Kincardine was granted a tack at a low 
rent of the custom and excise of salt (p. 409), which was 
passed notwithstanding the objections of the Commissioners 
of the Treasury and Exchequer (p. 512). 


A grant of precedence was given to the daughter of 
the Duke of Hamilton, who was killed at Worcester, and 
a daughter of the great Marquis of Montrose was granted 
a pension of 100/. sterling (p. 580). 

The Channel Islands were said to be in a good condition 
(pp. 28, 285, 439). The King in Council declared his 
intention of preserving their privileges (p. 381). 

At Guernsey preparations were being made for repairing 
Castle Cornet, which had been much damaged by an 
explosion caused by lightning (p. 28). A disputed election 
of a jurat there was under his Majesty’s consideration 
(p. 134).

Silas Taylor to Williamson. At daybreak yesterday the Essex 
ketch, commanded by Capt. Thurstan, about Aldeburgh spied a ship 
at sea. She had no colours out, but on Capt. Thurstan’s firing a 
gun over her she let fly Dutch colours, and answered him with six 
or seven guns. She was lurking there till our light coal fleet 
should pass out of Hoasley Bay. They were then under sail, but 
on this discovery retired to this port and the Rolling Grounds. 
She proved a Dutch frigate with a stump nose and square stern, 
and Capt. Thurstan guessed betwixt 20 and 80 guns. The Russian 
Envoy is here still. He takes it somewhat unkindly from the 
Mayor for assuring him of an answer as last night, that so he 
might know how to steer himself. He is a person of good parts, an 
admirer of arts or anything that is ingenuous. Thursday afternoon 
coming into the King’s Yard to see our new ship, I invited him into 
my office, where he diverted himself for some hours, and last night 
I and the officers of the two companies here invited him to a small 
collation at the posthouse, which he accepted with much seeming 
satisfaction. He expects some person should come hither to bring 
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him to London, declaring the cases of several envoys ordinary and 
extraordinary in Russia, to whom he himself has had a great share 
in that management, as being postmaster general of Russia and 
Muscovya. Weather very bad all day, rainy and dark; wind 
N.W. Postscript. The Envoy’s interpreter has since come to me, 
and told me his master was presently dispatching him to London 
to Sir Charles Cotterell. I think he purposes not to remove hence 
till he hears from his interpreter.

Capt. Bret intends next spring tide to have by her 
a couple of lighters to hoist out her guns, if necessary, and to get 
her further off into the sea, having caused two of the anchors found 
in her to be stocked, and then to be laid out to keep her off the 
shore.

We were 
engaged with him an hour before he bore away to sea, Orford Ness 
then bearing N.W. and by N. Then, seeing a fleet of colliers and 
supposing no convoy with them, I made all the haste I could into 
Hollesley Bay, where were about 60 ships. I gave them an account, 
and they are all secured at Harwich and in the Rolling Grounds.

Commissioner Deane to the same. Giving an account of the 
proceedings of the two trials at Winton about the embezzlements of 
his Majesty’s stores from the Royal James and Dunkirk.—As to the 
first, in short it was proved that Linney sold it and received 261., 
that he was shipkeeper, that he delivered it to Tovey, that he con- 
trived the sale of it, and agreed for it, and he could not prove a 
penny paid from himself, only saying he gave the money to 
boatswain Morgan, and yet for all this, the jury found him Not 
Guilty, and the judge directed them to that purpose, saying they 
were indicted for stealing or embezzling the King’s stores, which 
they could not do, except they were entrusted with them or broke 
up the storehouses, nor could any accomplice be found guilty on the 
Act, but only the persons entrusted with the stores were punishable. 
On this I urged several things to the judge about it, too long for a 
letter. Counsel told me the Act must be strengthened to bring in 
all, who shall, directly or indirectly, be accessory, or contrive their 
conveyance or disposal, with the same penalty as is now against the 
principals, which would put a stop to these insolences. As to the 
latter, about the cordage taken by Mr. Moore and Mr. Eastwood 
from the ropemakers who had it of boatswain Smith’s ‘boy, they 
appeared not, finding our officers there to give evidence, breaking 
their securities for their appearance, on which I informed the judge 
that his Majesty suffered by expense and loss of officers’ time to 
prosecute, and desired their bonds might be estreated, which is done 
for 80/., which the sureties thought hard for 8 pounds’ worth of 
cordage, as they reckon it, for that I told them they were at choice 
whether they will pay any more on the like occasion. This news 
coming home, the criminals are run away and their goods all seized 
for debt. I have defrayed the whole charge of all our officers and 
evidence who went with me. Many more passages worth observa- 
tion I shall reserve till I see you. A letter was shown me to-day 
from boatswain Smith’s boy, who, he told me, was run away. He 
was sent to Cowes by his master till the trial was over, and, I 
suppose, remains there, for which if the boatswain stands suspended, 
it will deter others from the like practice.

that this should not be drawn into precedent, a protest pro forma 
to be registered. The Heads proceed on the late known controversy 
about bedells, and the statute of Queen Elizabeth that the nomina- 
tions and elections of Readers, Bedells, and all other officers, about 
which no provision has been made, should follow the form preseribed 
in electing the Vice-Chancellor. To-day we met to choose. Mr. 
Craven had 122 votes, Dr. Paman 95. The University protested 
against the nomination. Mr. Craven demanded admission and 
protested against the pretended election. Our election is grounded 
on a statute enacted by the University in Henry VIII's time, 
preceding Queen Elizabeth, p. 158 of the Proctor’s Book, De electione 
oratoris, which provides the Orator be chosen in Convocation by a 
majority of the votes after the manner of the election of a Proctor. 
This statute is pretended to be abrogated by the superaddition of 
the former, and yet they swore their pretended Orator by the oath 
of this, though elected after the mode of the other, neither accord- 
ing to the statute was the election legally pronounced by the 
Proctors or the suffrages read in Convocation; and the Margaret 
Professor last Friday was sworn and chosen by a statute. made 
10 Henry VII, who by this consequence might have come under the 
title of Reader. Besides we have not stipend, institution or 
directions for an Orator in any other statute, and he is to enjoy the 
privileges and immunities given by this statute.

and debts charged upon the concordatum and another account of 
disbursements already charged on the fund designed for the Marine 
regiment are transmitted to Sir J. Williamson. On their perusal 
you will see how little can be expected to be done with the small 
remainder of the concordatum money. I think I was not well dealt 
with therein, for Lord Ranelagh, who framed the .establishment, 
and could not be ignorant of these constant payments out of it, 
made me believe there would be 4,000/. a year clear (the pay to the 
Clerk of the Council only deducted) for the repairs of his 
Majesty’s houses, and other necessary expenses, whereas but 
2,122/. 5s. 8d. will remain, and that charged with above 800I. debt. 
I have examined it as strictly as I can, and cannot find how to cut 
off any more of these constant payments above those I have already 
marked, unless it be the 1001. per annum to the Commissioners of 
Accounts, who are the Chancellor, the two Chief Justices, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Sir Abraham Yarner. All these 
being men of eminency and in great employments may, methinks, 
perform this service without the pension of 201. per annum each. 
Lord Roscommon, at his first arrival here, owned a promise 
of his Majesty’s that he should command a foot regiment here, on 
which belief he endeavoured to procure a company ‘for himself, and 
may now be accommodated with one, but, having received no signifi- 
cation of his Majesty’s pleasure, I have respited granting his 
commission till I hear further from you. Certainly it is not so 
convenient to have two commands in one person’s hands, he having 
a troop already. Should I grant this, other noblemen may perhaps 
on this precedént expect the like, which may prove very disadvan- 
tageous, by reducing the commands into so few hands. I am indeed 
of opinion that, were the army to be new formed, it were much 
better if fewer of the noblemen had troops and companies, and that 
they had been disposed of to persons bred to the trade, from whom 
I might have more strictly exacted their duty than can be expected 
from great men, but, if his Majesty incline to it, I shall readily give 
Lord Roscommon acommission.

The great care you took last spring 
to make a good provision of great New England masts for this year 
being by the taking of 2 of the 3 ships in their coming home so 
disappointed, Mr. Shorter and I have resolved to go over to Paris in 
hopes of getting the ship designed for Portsmouth, now in Dun- 
kirk, released. Ifin our absence you think of making any other 
contract for masts we desire it to be remembered that we can and 
will serve you as well as any, though our losses this year in this 
mast business have been great, viz.:—the Young Blackcock with 
New England masts taken by the Dutch 1 Feb. last ;—the Great 
Blackcock with ditto masts taken by the Dutch 23 Jan. and retaken 
by the French 16 Feb. and carried into Dunkirk ;—one of our 
Gottenburg ships taken, when laden, and carried into Holland ;— 
two other Gottenburg mast ships taken by the Scots, one already 
by them against all right and reason condemned, and the masts 
sold into private hands, and the other like to be sold in the same 
manner, so that, if you have any kindness from the consideration 
of our losses, let us serve you again. Another, the William and 
John, which went out under your order for us to New England, 
is now retaken in her return, of which news came two or three days 
since. That unhappy word in our contract for Gottenburg masts, 
‘“‘to be measured according to the rule of Shipwrights’ Hall,” has 
doneus above 200/. worth of harm, for thereon the officers at ‘Ports- 
mouth and Deptford have grounded the long delay, as if there were 
a rule other than the ancient practice of the Navy. I desire you 
would order a copy of the new rule received from Shipwrights’ Hall 
to be made out, to put an issue to our bills, for we have three 
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whole ships loading at Chatham and one at Portsmouth that can- 
not be finished without it. I have one thing to beg for myself in 
particular, that as to all the Navy bills that were perfected and 
lodged in Lord Brouncker’s hands in order to make good my 
imprests you would let it be actually done, and that my imprests 
may be delivered up to me, that, in case I die on this voyage, my 
family may not be in hazard of ruin for want thereof. An open 
account, you well know, executors can say little to, and the thing 
is short and easy, wherefore I pray that an exchange may be made 
of my imprests for those perfect bills which you reserved for that 
particular purpose several years since, and had certainly been 
finished long since, but that it has not happened to find the fit 
season for it. According to your order I have presented the recovery 
of the Hamburg loss sustained in the Elbe in August 1666, and it is 
now fully settled by his Majesty and Council, after a long, tedious,

Their carpenters and 
workmen labour hard, not taking any rest on Sundays. On Satur- 
day sennight De Ruyter went from Rotterdam to the Briell and 
Helvoetsluys to cause the hastening of the ships there. The Peace 
and Watchful Crane at Rotterdam are finished. The other ships 
there of 48 guns and upwards, are all under the hands of workmen. 
Those at Amsterdam are very forward. Some Dutch brag they 
shall be fitted in 10 or 12 days to go to sea; others that name a 
further day say within a month, and that their fleet will be out the 
latter end of this month or the beginning of April. They say they will 
not lose their country without fighting for it. Excuse me, if I fail in 
my conjecture of the reason of their haste, which is, to be so soon 
to hinder the conjunction of the parts of our fleet, or at least of the 
French squadron with ours. I long to hear from you. The year is 
come about without any encouragement. The number of men-of- 
war they report they will set out is 78 or 80.

Now the hemp is come we must hasten by all extra- 
ordinary means to get cables for the Royal Charles, which will be 
late enough with all our utmost endeavours with our rope-makers 
to do it, and the like for making sails to get her about. These two 
things are very late arrived, hemp and canvas, and, if any time be 
lost, will stop the ship here, which puts me on this question which 
pray let no time be lost in moving his Royal Highness and the Prince 
about making barricadoes, which, by Capt. Beckman’s own calcula- 
tion, will take up 48 men’s time to do the quarter-deck of the new 
ship a fortnight or three weeks, but the whole ship cannot be done 
in two months. I must now come to the faithfulness of the pro- 
gress and experiments made by Capt. Beckman with the best hemp 
that could be chosen and well dressed and made by his direction. 
On trial, though 6 inches thick, a musket bullet went through it all, 
if paper was between the pellet and powder. If the musket were 
without paper, and the powder put in loose and the pellet on the 
powder, it came not quite through, but lodged within half an inch of 
the back. Therefore I desire his Royal Highness’ and the Prince’s 
further pleasure, ere we proceed to so great a charge and then not to 
answer the end of it. If resolved on, 40 sailmakers must be sent down 
to quilt it. The reason that at the trial before the King, Duke, and 
Prince a shot would not pierce it, though but two inches thick,and goes 
through this of six inches, is, that the former is made of the best 
Steale hemp of 13d. per lb. and wrought by hand, which would not 
be done by 200 men in three months, nor is there hemp enough 
of that sort in England to do half such a ship as this one here.

Case of Dr. Mylles. The present Bishop of Norwich made him 
his Chancellor by patent under his episcopal seal dated 18 Sept., 
1661, and he has ever since faithfully discharged the duties of that 
office. He has made several requests to the Dean and Chapter of 
Norwich to confirm his patent, or to give a reason for their refusal, 
but they refuse to do either, and expressly say they are not bound 
to give any reason for their refusal. Should the Bishop die before 
the confirmation of the patent, a question may arise as to the 
validity thereof and cause a troublesome and chargeable suit in 
Westminster Hall, Dr. Mylles therefore humbly prays his Majesty 
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to require the Dean and Chapter to confirm his patent, for the 
following reasons:—1. Denying a confirmation of the Bishop’s 
patent is without example or precedent. 2. The Chancellorship 
being an office of the administration of justice, ought, it is 
conceived, in justice be confirmed. 8. To deny the confirmation, 
showing no cause, and to say they are not bound to give a reason is 
a very high strain of arbitrary power for any one subject, in 
such a case, to exercise on another. If it should pass without . 
discountenance what reflection or hard thoughts it might draw upon 
the Government is offered to his Lordship’s consideration. 4. If 
it be objected to Dr. Mylles that he was of the Parliament’s party, 
it is desired his Lordship would cast his eye on _ these 
considerations.

The said considerations, six in number. These fully appear 
by the certificate following, except:—5. That after his 
Majesty’s return Dr. Mylles, as Advocate of the Army, was 
entrusted with a commission to draw all the regiments of horse 
and foot in and about London to several rendezvous to engage 

~ them to take the oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance, which he 
performed so fully that not only every officer but every private 
solemnly took both oaths, which gave example to the rest of the 
Army to do the like, and this was then recewed as an acceptable 
service.

Certificate by John Rushworth and Richard Fincher that Dr. 
Mylles, being Advocate of the Parliament's Army, openly 
opposed Cromwell’s designs on the Parliament and his late 
Majesty’s person in order to bring him to his trial, and made a 
timely discovery thereof to some eminent members of Parlia- ‘ 
ment to have prevented the same, for which the Army was so 
incensed against him, that he was forced for his safety to retire 
and quit it. That afterwards, for not taking the engagement 
to assert a Government without a King or House of Peers, he 
lost all his places in the University of Ozford, and was barred 
his practice in his profession. That the late Lord General 
Moncke, after his march out of Scotland, laid aside his then 
Advocate, and took instead Dr. Mylles, conceiving him to be a 
person more servicable towards his Majesty’s restoration, and 
after his Majesty’s return he continued, under the said Lord 
General, Advocate of his Majesty’s forces, till the Army was 
disbanded by Act of Parliament. I (Rushworth) likewise know 
that at private meetings, where he thought he might speak 
without danger, he was not wanting to contribute counsel and 
advice in order to his Majesty’s restoration, which had upon 
Lord Fairfax and other considerable persons good effect. That, 


whilst he served in the Parliament’s Army hewas civil and 
courteous to all the King’s friends, and obliged very many 
of them with good offices and real kindnesses, which I (Rush- 
worth) know the better, because many of those civilities, at his 
request, passed through my hands as secretary to Lord Fairfax 
and army, and I never knew or heard of his disobliging any 
during his being Advocate.

Robert Benson to Williamson. Since Justice Wilde came here, 
we have been inquiring into the riot at Dr. Lake’s house, and find 
that Shrove Tuesday the servants and apprentices of the town, as 
they had usually done, came into. the Minster and Minster Yard 
for their recreation, and there being an extraordinary noise during 
Divine Service, the Doctor went out of the choir to quiet it. After 
service, some provocations happening, the servants and apprentices 
broke his windows, and did him considerable damage, and, what is 
worse, on the Wednesday and Friday night after broke the windows 
he had repaired, but these persons were not discovered. The Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen were zealous enough to punish the rioters, but 
took it amiss they should be ill represented to his Majesty, 
and the heats were increasing among the officers, churchmen; 
and citizens about what had been written, and we thought 
it an ill time to have differences here of this nature. There- 
fore I prevailed with the Lord Mayor to invite Lord Fresch- 
ville and the Judge to dinner in order to reconcile. Some 
discourse there was of this, and some about the quartering 
of soldiers, but all had a fair conclusion, and the good Doctor 
is pleased to forgive upon submission, if he may do it not offending 
his Majesty. The Judge gave the young fellows that were bound 
over a severe reproof, and told them how near it came to treason, 
and has ordered them to be continued on bail, but there was 
certainly nothing more than a riot in it. The several reports 
of your proceedings at Westminster put us here and the country into 
a very great dread of the consequence, insomuch that people began 
to divide in discourse, some urging the necessity of State, in case 
money was not given, others the rights of the subjects, yet none 
of the soberer sort thought, as bad as you are, that we should 
be better by changing of you, having no hopes of another Parliament. 
All the parties gather about the King as their pillar, the sons of 
the Church to uphold it, the Dissenters for Indulgence, the 
Recusants for their preservation against the storm; though they - 
stand at a distance from one another, on the several sides of 
the pillar, and in truth in the mouth of all he is the beloved, 
and a strong persuasion possessed men that he would find a way 
of accommodation. At last, looked for with longing expectation, 
came the good tidings of very great joy of his Majesty’s most 
gracious concession and of the good understanding between the 
two Houses. I cannot express the changes it has made in men’s 
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countenances. We would, a week ago, willingly have given twice the 
money we are to pay, to have had an assurance of so blessed an 
agreement. The Dissenters and Recusants will find that men in 
commission will be moderate, and will frame their actions as much 
as may be to the mind of his Majesty, and think it their duty. 
Such is the discourse that in some measure allays the fears of 
others. On Monday night there was great rejoicing on the news 
of the happy agreement, with ringing of bells and with bonfires, 
this old loyal city and the gentlemen of the country coming in to 
the Assizes making great demonstrations of loyalty and of their 
affection to his Majesty. Mr. Fleming is gone home, having 
ended his law suit.

I humbly conceive it no small piece of injustice to bring one 100 
miles for giving kind advice to a man whom I saw to stray from 
his duty to the King, that being the substance of all he had to allege 
against me.

It is not the first 
time I have suffered for him, having been three months in the 
Tower and as long in Lambeth House on that account, besides the 
many years | followed him in his banishment. I was very well pleased 
hitherto to want all recompense but the satisfaction of having done 
my duty, but it troubles me now that my reward for speaking for 
him should be to receive the summons and frowns of his Vicegerent 
and Council, who, I thank God, could do no more to me. My poor 
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brother has rendered himself very odious for his loyal endeavours 
also. I make my suit to your Lordship to provide some other way 
for him there, or else to advise him to withdraw, till some better 
opportunity offers whereby he may shew himself more useful to his 
friends than he can by remaining here.

Information of Lord Ibrickan against. John Macnamara and 
Capt. Dermot O’Brien, one of the Duke of York’s captains in 
Flanders. This is calendared the last volume of the Calendar 
p. 526. [Copy. 14 page. Ibid. No. 100 1.] 


Answer of Macnamara. I came to Lord Ibrickan’s house 
about the time mentioned im the information, where the said 
Lord and one Walter Hickman discowrsed with me concerning 
the soldiers then at Kinsale to go for England, who were said 
to have mutinied there. The said lord endeavouring to lessen, 
if not excuse, their fault, by saying they were sent away without . 
their pay, and that the King was very much in arrear with 
them, I answered, that they had received a good part of their 
arrears before they stirred from their quarters, and that they 
were to have the rest before they left Kinsale, and that they 
had received pay for ten or eleven years without doing any 
service, and ought not now to grumble at going where his 
Majesty’s service called them. The said-lord replied, that the 
army was not well paid, though there was a far greater revenue 
paid to this King than to any of his predecessors, that the 
country was very much impoverished by the many taxes they 
groaned under, and that the revenue was ul managed and 
disposed of, adding how prudently and wisely Genetal Cromwell 
disciplined his army, how exactly they were paid, and how 
things were very handsomely regulated in his time, in all which 
discourse the said Hickman joined. The said lord further 
discoursed with me of the general discontent of the people, of 
their poverty, and the uncertainty they were in of keeping what 
they had, and said how much it was to be feared that we 
should have war at home as well as abroad, and how much 
this country suffered by the Dutch war. I answered, that never 
King of England was less bloody or less burdensome to his 
people, that their discontents (if any) proceeded rather from 
pride than poverty, and that, if there was any danger of war 
amongst ourselves, it was rather to be feared from the rich 
than the poor, though the poor were likeliest to gain by it, 
having nothing to lose. I confess that, being by this discourse 
confirmed in my opinion that the said lord was very much 
misled by Capt. Walcott, with whom he had such a great and 
extraordinary intimacy, so that the said Walcott complained to 
me he could not mind his own private concerns at home, 
because of the said lord’s sending so often for him day and 
night, I therefore desired him to walk into the garden, where 
I confess I used some expressions of kindness to him, but deny 
flattering him with any expressions, but only desired him to 
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believe that what I had to say was purely out of friendship to 
him. I thereupon told him that I much feared the King would 
look upon his extraordinary intimacy with fanatics notorious 
for their disaffection as a pique he had to his Majesty for 
being already out of his favour, as he confessed himself, but I 
deny that I ever said he was prejudiced in the King’s favour 
on account of his wnnaturalness to his countrymen, and that I 
ever mentioned the Duke of York on that occasion. I confess 
saying that I believed those fanatics with whom he was so intimate 
would prove rebels when occasion offered, but absolutely deny 
that I ever said most of those the said lord called his Englishmen 
were rebels, and also that I said any words reflecting generally on 
those that served Cromwell, but only on such as I believed by their 
principles to be enemies to the King, nor is it to be imagined I 
should do so, well knowing others of them to be very faithful to his 
Majesty’s service. I deny ever saying the said lord could com- 
mand 5,000 men, but confess telling him there were not ten men in 
Ireland would serve him except half a score tenants of his father 
who were fitter to sell rape or bullocks than to serve in the wars, 
and that those fanatics that collogued with him would never serve 
him any further than served their own ends, and that the cause of 
all their love to him was to have some person of quality to 
countenance them. I acknowledge telling him he was looked upon 
as a countenancer of fanatics, but do not remember saying chief 
countenancer. I deny saying he was believed so generally in thé 
English Court, but remember telling him he would be represented 
at Court as such aman. I wished him good success in his voyage, 
and believe I also said I hoped to see him return a convert. 
I deny ever hearing one word of all that is pretended in the 
information to have been spoken by the said lord by way of answer 
tome, but remember he confessed to me his kindness to the fanatics, 
and that he told me the King knew of it, and was well pleased with 
his proceedings therein, and that he hoped to make them honest 
men, and that, though he was nothing popular in this kingdom, 
yet in England, where he was better known, he could raise 1,000 
horse in a week, and doubted not he would carry 40 or 50 officers 
out of this kingdom to head them.

Capt. G. Cannynge to the Navy Commissioners. The Roebuck 
coming in here yesterday, and being destitute of cables and anchors, 
I spared her my stream cable and anchor, and therefore desire a 
supply thereof. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 342, No. 98.] 


B. St. Michel to the same. In obedience to your commands I 
have delivered four blank muster books to Capt. Pyend of the Ruby. 
I have also got swept and brought into my custody the Robert fire- 
ship’s anchor, but with much ado, the men having broken their 
sweeping ropes and been forced twice to come ashore for others. I 
am preparing the musters of the ships I have mustered since my 
coming down, and will send them to you as soon as completed. 
[Ibid. No. 99.] 


Capt. Edward Pearce to the same. Giving a more detailed 
account than in his letter of the 11th, calendared ante p. 31, of 
his ship’s running ashore &c., adding that he had endeavoured to 
get his anchors, but could not find any of them, supposing they 
were covered with mud, and that on the 14th they got out of 
Calais pier, and the 15th anchored in the Downs. [Jbid. No. 100. ] 


William Ricketts to the same. Informing them he is almost 
unlivered, and hoping, by the time they receive his letter, he will 
be ready to receive further orders.

Commissioner Deane to the same. I desire that by the next 
wagon or coach may be sent three or four hundred tickets, there 
not being enough here to complete the turning over of the 
Reserve’s men. We must leave off the sails for the Royal Charles, 
if we set sailmakers at work on the barricadoes, and also the rope- 
makers for the cables and cordage, who work two days for one, and 
if intended that so much shall be made here as shall do the quarter- 
deck 20 sailmakers must be sent down besides 30 other handy men 
to be employed 22 days to make 400 feet for the quarterdeck only. 
This our sailmakers affirm will take so much time, as calculated also by 
Capt. Beckman, which I see is true, so we must desire help to do it 
before the ship goes. The Reserve must be rebuilt, being found so 
bad on survey. I desire to know if she shall come into dock next, 
and what shall be done with her officers and servants, whether they 
must lie in victuals and pay, or whether to come to London and be 
paid off, or what? I hope the cables and anchors for the new ship 
at Harwich are on their way thither. She, being ready and bilgeways 
under, shall be launched on the first notice of spring tides. If not 
gone, I pray they may be hastened away speedily, the season draw- 
ing very near to get her ready. The Falcon is preparing for the 
ground, and shall be dispatched when the tides lift. Our poor men 
beg their pay, being now three quarters due, and other yards a 
quarter less. They are in great want, and are willing to work. I 
pray that some course be taken for their relief. [14 page. Ibid, 
No. 102.]. 
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Capt. Dominick Nugent to the Navy Commissioners. The Advice, 
which I formerly did_and do now command, was the only fourth-rate 
in the fleet paid off, which occasioned such an immediate dispersion 
of her crew, that, before I had a second commission, they were so far 
out of my reach that I could not find above ten of them. She now lies 
in this harbour, incapable of doing any service, the whole number 
of men and boys not exceeding 60, whereof 40 are not seamen, nor 
do I find any possibility of manning her here without your help, for 
all sailors coming hither enter voluntarily on the new ship and third 
rates for the advance money, and the Reserve’s men, whereof I 
hoped for a share, were by your order divided betwixt the Portsmouth 
and Success, which were all this winter at sea and indifferently 
well manned. Lest you forget me the next occasion I beg you to 
prescribe me some way for a recruit. There is a report here that 
the Newcastle is ordered in here to be paid off. If so, I hope you 
will consider me, and in the meantime procure me an order for 40 
or 50 soldiers from the garrison, whereby I may secure the ship at 
Spithead and be enabled to go pressing. I delivered the Duke’s 
order for 40 watermen 7 weeks ago to the masters of that Hall, in 
the execution of which they are so negligent that they have not sent 
above 13 and most of them boys. If I had a ketch or bounty 
money ordered me, I had been furnished with men before this. 
[13 page. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 842, No. 108.] 


Capt. Jasper Grant to the same. In obedience to your letter of the 
13th, and Commissioner Deane’s order, my men were turned over 
to the Portsmouth and Success. I delivered to the commander of 
the former 54 tickets, and to that of the latter 81. For all these I 
have receipts, also another from the captain of the Advice for 39 I 
turned over to him by the Commissioner’s order, all the rest being 
sent ashore sick. Mr. Toser, one of my convoys, being in distress, 
sent to me for help to get up his anchors. I sent him my pinnace. 
In towing her astern the wind blowing hard, she being weak and 
leaky sank by his stern, but he brought me my men. I lent 
another six men, who are to return to the ship, haying all his own 
pressed now. I have delivered the ship to the officers of the yard, 
and intend to set out to-morrow morning and to wait on you this 
week.

Foreign Advices received that day. March 34. Amsterdam. 
We are heré in great hopes of a peace, but continue our prepara- 
tions, hoping to be very strong and quickly out, and so to prevent 
the conjunction of our adversaries. Here is great rejoicing at the 
proceedings against the Papists in England. We have daily 
meetings here, and scandalous pamphlets are published, called 
An Appeal from the Cabal of Whitehall to the Parliament. We are 
like to have great taxes. The Hast India Co. have advanced 
200,000 guilders for the fleet, which brings in men ape fast. 
March ,4,. Rotterdam. We are getting out our fleet with all speed. 
Our capers come in but slowly. The embargo is only for Dutch 
ships, others being cleared on application. March }4. Rotterdam. 
We hear from Virginia there is an embargo there. There isa 
report here that the Swedish Ambassadors have mediated so far as 
to obtain Cologne to be the place for a treaty. However the Dutch 
put forth a very great fleet and intend to be at sea before the 
English. Their great ships are manned, the wages of most being 
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18 guilders a month for seamen and 14 for watermen, half in hand, 
which draws in men very well. March 33. The Hague. Our fleet 
is to consist of 72 great ships of 90 to 56 guns, to which Amsterdam 
will add four more than ordinary for their part, besides 24 frigates, 
24 snows, and 40 fireships. Some of them have heretofore carried 
46 guns. An embargo is laid on all ships, including capers, 
in Zealand, and those in the Maes are all stopped. Our 
men come in apace. Nine ships of the Maes have most of 
their men complete. The Liberty, Jan de Liefde, Vice-Admiral, is 
to-day fallen down for Goree, and the rest will suddenly follow, 
intending to hinder the conjunction of the English and French fleets. 
It is reported that the Swedish Ambassadors depart in two days for 
Cologne to mediate a peace there. The Elector of Brandenburg is 
said to have treated with the French for his own part. Weare now 
past hopes of the Spaniards declaring for us. Our only trust is in 
our fleet this summer. Our men seem very ready, our lands being 
most under water, which causes very many distempers and 
inconveniences, which they think to avoid at sea. Half the town of 
Tergow is spoiled with the water. Last Sunday night 60 boats from 
Amsterdam with 100 men in each were privately sent away to 
surprise the French at Naerdam and Harderwick, but finding the 
enemy ready to receive them, they retreated without attempting 
anything. - The like design was managed with no better success 
against Crevecceur, except that there it is said they received some loss. 


We are told Van Beverning and Beuninghen are appointed by the ° 


States-General their commissioners to treat at Cologne. Marshal 
Turenne keeps his head-quarters at Soest, the Emperor’s forces 
retreating without any pursuing them. Our fleet may be out in a 
month, though Friesland and North Holland are backward in sending 
men. ;°; March. The Hague. The States of Holland have resolved 
that the 200'" penny shall be raised again, though it has been paid 
three times this year already and is like to be paid again at the 
disbanding of the Naval forces, and have appointed deputies to 
regulate the manner of raising it, the same person having heretofore 
paid in three or four places, if he had lands there, which they think 
unjust. It is not certainly known on what occasion M. Beaumont, 
son of the Secretary of the States of Holland, is gone to Denmark, 
though as Envoy Extraordinary with a commission from the States- 
General, he having received his instructions from the deputies 
for the affairs concerning the Triple Alliance. The most probable 
guess is to perfect the treaty left unfinished by the Envoy of 
Denmark as being more to the advantage of the States than 
that made by their Ambassador at Copenhagen, and to desire the 
States may have liberty to raise three or four thousand seaman in that 
kingdom. The Sieur de Fariou, Colonel of a Spanish regiment, 
is sent to command at Maestricht in place of the late governor. 
The French straiten that city as much as they can, hindering all 
commerce with Liége and other neighbouring places. Letters from 
Bife]levelt say that the Elector of Brandenburg had agreed to a 
suspension of arms with the French, but it seems not to be true, his 
Highness having since that report received into the town of Calear 
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450 horse and 900 Spanish foot, and the French have sent 400 
horse into the city of Cleves, and yet we cannot apprehend why we 
should abandon without cause Ham and Soest, and suffer Marshal 
Turenne to reinforce his army, which now consists of 16,000 men 
effective. The Baron de Pelnitz arrived here two days ago, bringing 
certain propositions on which the Elector of Brandenburg thinks he 
may make a peace. As soon as he had his audience, the Prince of 
Orange immediately dispatched a colonel to the Comte de Waldeck, 
who is with the Elector, to keep him firm to our interest. We talk 
openly of sending someone into England, and ’tis thought the 
Pensionary of Delft.is to be the man. 4 March. The Hague. M. 
Pelnitz will not leave till the Comte de Waldeck returns, who is 
expected here in three or four days. The Elector was to leave 
Minden the 14th for Berlin. The 17th, M. Pelnitz had a conference 
with certain deputies of the States in the presence of the Prince of 
Orange for more than three hours. At parting they all appeared 
very much satisfied, especially the Prince, who is observed to have 
been ever since more gay than usual, going next day into the 
country to divert himself, where he made some stay. The States 
have remitted to the Elector by way of Hamburg in letters of 
exchange 150,000 crowns. The deputies sent into Friesland are 
returned, and report that that Province will agree to raising a bank 
for the present necessities proposed to the Council of State, and will 
pay what is due for the past year, amounting in all to 15,000 livres, 
for the raising of which the States of Friesland have ordered 
that whereas each acre of land paid a guilder it shall now 
pay a ducatoon, so they will be able this way to raise 128,000 
ducatoons, and the houses will bring in three times as much. The 
same deputies caused a general muster to be made of the forces 
of that province, which consist of 52 companies making up 2,500 
men besides officers, and 12 troops of horse, most of them complete, 
The Prince of Orange intends to part for Zealand in two or three 
days. It is not yet known who shall command our fleet this year, 
De Ruyter and Van Trump being not reconciled, as was supposed, 
nor any appearance of their being so. The States of Holland now 
assembled, it is said, will name the deputies they intend to send to 
treat at Cologne before they part. The mediators assure them they 
will have peace on reasonable conditions and M. Haren, newly 
returned from Sweden, tells us that Crown is resolved not to 
suffer the two kings to destroy us. "Tis said the Queen Regent has 
declared that the Comte de Monterey in lending men to the Prince 
of Orange to besiege Charleroi did nothing but what was allowed by 
the Treaty of the Pyrenees, but that the King of France broke that 
treaty, in confiscating the estates of those officers who by his 
Excellency’s command assisted the Hollanders there, and that she 
has ordered reparation to be demanded of the King of France, and 
in case of refusal will declare it an infraction of that treaty &c. All 
our officers have orders to repair to their charges on pain of being 
cashiered. A deputy is at last taking care for the building of 22 
boats, each 90 feet long and 11 broad, to serve for bridges. $=.

and riding at Spithead, or whether the ketches may be taken for 
other service. Capt. Haddock’s wife being dangerously ill has 
occasioned him to go to London yesterday.

But 117 of 
all sorts are entered, and, if these westerly winds continue, I 
see no likelihood of their coming about, nor how they will be manned, 
having lost the easterly winds, which continued so long.

1am told that orders are sent for five months’ provisions, wet 
and dry, to be put on board the new ship for 800 men, which is 
much more than can be stowed. 10 or 12 weeks’ beer for so many 
men is as much as can be put on board, and four months’ dry. The 
officers say there was a vessel to carry the overplus of what the 
Duke’s ship could not stow, that went along with them last summer. 
I therefore propose the White Fortune as a fit ship, which, being 
ready here, may take in all that the ship is to have or the Prince to 
put on board, and it will fully load such a ship for beer, water, 
wood, and other luggage. Of this Capt. Haddock, now at London, 
can inform you more at large. The standing rigging, tops, and 
caps of the new ship are overhead, the cables and sails in 
hand.

It 
cannot be prevented, notwithstanding all the commands given, at 
times when they are not seen to be punished. We have now stuff 
in the yard fit for little else, and the estimate is but 1007. To do it 
would save much more in a year, our plank and other stores being 
now exposed to great hazard of being embezzled, lying so open. 
Besides no account can be justly taken of it to balance. I therefore 
desire your concurrence.

Had I had but a small vessel with me that 
went well, nothing should have been done between this and Cadiz 
but I would have been sensible of it. At Cadiz I must be forced to 
charge some money on the Treasurer for. the payment of our poor 
men’s short allowance and for necessaries for the ship, and for 
fitting a small vessel as another fireship, so that our enemies shall 
get neither a barrel of wine nor a cask of fruit, but what they must 
dearly pay for. I hope to get away to-night and to ply down to 
Gibraltar to be ready there to stretch over to Tangier, and so for 
Cadiz, according to my order. Our men are in indifferent good 
health both here and on the Bristol, but. we want a great many of 
our complement. When Capt. Narbrough has seen both my 
packets, | suppose he with the French will look after the Dutch, and 
join us, else, as we hear, those men-of-war will endeavour to meet 
us.

look on it as one of their little fetches, because their endeavours and 
bustle about it are great, and they neither neglect pains or encourage- 
ment. Yesterday passed by about 60 laden colliers for the river. 
The Essex ketch, having convoyed them from Yarmouth to the Buoy 
in the Gunfleet, came in here. Thursday sennight this ketch was 
enticed from her station about Orfordness by a small Dutch picaroon, 
which he pursued, till he found another Dutch frigate of about 20 
guns making after him, so he was forced to sail for Yarmouth. 
Yesterday most of the great light collier fleet in Hoasley Bay, find- 
ing the wind Northerly and Easterly, came in here; the Sweepstakes 
and a few still there. The wind E., dull dark weather. I thank you for 
Mr. Ellis’ letter. Please encourage the poor Agent. Last night a 
Swede came in here, who reports that he found three Dutch priva- 
teers cruising near the Dogger Bank. They had ‘three prizes with 
them, Swedes and Hamburgers, but no English. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Nathaniel Osborne to Williamson. The East India ship this 
morning, as divers of our seamen judge, and as some from Portland 
report, got off above a cable’s length, though the wind blows in 
easterly very fresh. The spring tide will continue till next Tuesday 
or Wednesday. Captain Brett lay last night either at Portland or 
on board, and is not yet come here. If she be now in above three 
fathoms water, as is supposed, it is supposed that either the wind 
turning, or coming about westerly or southerly she will come this 
spring into the Road.

Narrative of the present preparations of the Hollanders at sea by 
a person [Henry Dale] who came from the Brill Saturday night, 
22 March. 

The difference between De Ruyter and Van Tromp being 
again broken out, Van Tromp refuses going to sea, but who shall 
command in his stead is not yet declared. From Amsterdam 40 
ships are fallen down into the Cule this last week, from 40 to 70 
guns and upwards, about half manned. On Thursday they were not 
come over the Pamper, but it’s believed on Sunday morning, being 
spring tide, they might pass it, and then take in the rest of their 
men, provisions and guns. All sorts of provisions, except corn, are. 
very scarce, whereby they find much difficulty for English and Irish 
butter for their fleet, it being 10 stivers per lb. The ships going to 
Ostend and Hamburg with butter, &c. under pretence of free men, 
carry it all into Holland and Zealand, and they have a great ex- 
pectation of the ships now going hence with butter, so that, if an 
embargo were put upon all fraught with it, their fleet would not be 
victualled as they intend. Men come beyond expectation to man 
their ships by reason all day labourers, unless in the States’ 
service, are forbidden to work, as also watermen and fishermen to 
go out, and they press the third man out of all inland boats, 
besides the great numbers which fly from the French Government, 
and the great wages they give encourage men to come in, 
although they are not all seamen nor so good as they have had 
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formerly. The ships at Helvoetsluys are in great forwardness, 


but, if their capital ships come not out this spring tide, they mus 
stay till the next, but their lesser ships may come out at any time 
De Liefde’s ship, the Vice-Admiral of the Maes, is gone from 
Rotterdam to Helvoetsluys to take in her guns, provisions, and the rest 
of hermen. She came down Saturday, having but 20 guns in her, 
and was convoyed by a snaw of 6 guns, and anchored that night 
before Goree, where I saw her in my passage. All their flagships 
have got their complete numbersof men, but the smaller and 
fireships want men. They will have about 80 fireships and some 
very large, whereof one is the Prince Lewis, which was an admiral 
in Cromwell’s war. If they shall receive a loss at sea they are un- 
done for ever, and therefore ’tis said they will be very wary to 
engage, unless upon great advantage, their instructions being, as 
reported, that every squadron shall secure their own coast, 
and thereby keep their country entire for the French, rather than 
the English shall make any descent on them. The Elector of 
Brandenburg is generally reported tobe quite fallen from them, 
which did not so much discourage them as the report of some late 
differences between his Majesty and the Parliament gave life to 
their preparations. For their land army, you can hardly say they 
have any, being in a most miserable condition with sickness, ill diet, 
and want of pay. Those in the Brill have had none these 14 weeks, 
and from all quarters they desert in great numbers, and they are 
enforced to keep great guards to prevent them. It’s generally said 
now, that they would willingly accept a cessation for two months. 
Two of those six small companies in the Brill are ordered 
to go to sea. The four at Helvoetsluys stay there, being 
so weak that they have scarce men to guard their gates. No 
soldiers are yet come into Goree, Brewershaven, Zerickzee 
nor Somardyke, neither do they make any considerable 
land preparations, trusting to the security of their waters. The 
Prince was not gone to Zealand at my coming away, but was every 
day expected at the Brill in order to his going to Helvoetsluys, and 
so to Zealand. The Louwstein faction gets apace up again, and 
there are great contests between them and the Prince’s party, which 
is observed to decline daily, the other being much for the French 
interest. This is what was observable at my coming away, but 
care is taken by some loyal subjects at Rotterdam, that upon the 
next motion of their fleet an express shall be immediately sent 
hither.

The Rachel and Robert fire- 
ships are out of dock. The Falcon and Nightingale are ashore to-day ; 
we hope to get them off to-morrow. I desired to know if the Reserve 
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shall be docked, in order to her rebuilding. If no answer come by 
Sunday's post the spring is lost. The stores in the enclosed shall 
be speedily put on board the White Fortune, and also 50 doz. of 
oars at 18s. per 100 feet, but money must be ordered for their pay- 
ment, we having none in stores. The smallest anchors from 16 
ewt. downwards we have from Mr. Silvester, who says the Surveyor 
and he agreed for price. Therefore the bill shall be made out 
blank to be filled at the office. I sent the Surveyor a return of 
what we had in stores, and what anchors we could have from Mr. 
Silvester, of which thisis a copy, for we have no cordage and 
cables. The broom, tallow and other stores received here for fitting 
three fireships and the Falcon, Nightingale, Pearl and Greyhound and 
several boats come to above 8001. as by the estimate sent up and 
coming to the Surveyor, which, I pray, may be imprest to discharge 
the debt, we having done most part of the work, and the goods 
delivered in on my assurance of payment, which, if we fail of, we 
lose our credit, which we keep up with these people pretty well. A 
hundred loads of timber are tendered, to be chosen out of 200 of 
Mr. Moody’s timber at 38s. a load, which is a good pennyworth and 
just at hand, but the condition is he will be paid here. Having 
some former bills unpaid, he will not receive the money 
at London. If approved of, and I am enabled by the money, 
I shall contract with him. 50 more loads are offered by 
one Issmonger, at the same rate. We have built a great 
many boats, and these three French sloops, besides blocks, 
take up a great deal of elm, which is now done. Some money must 
be imprest to buy more, we having had never a penny for that use. 
The estimate for the sloops alone is 800/. We are now quite out of 
timber and money except that for cordage, which is not all delivered 
in, and therefore pray a supply be ordered. No victuals being ordered 
for the Nightingale I have ordered two months’ for 140 men. The 
Hatton ketch being come to Spithead for London with stores, I have 
ordered 14 days’ provisions for 20 men, they having none on board. 
I desired to know if the anchors and cables were gone for the 
Swiftsure, but have no answer, and have lodged orders for launching, 
as soon as they arrive. If this spring be lost, it will be very late 
ere she be got away. Besides it may be a great hazard if the 
enemy get out first, being informed the guns at Harwich are 
all dismounted. This ship has not a stroke of work to do this ° 
month more than cleats, sheet blocks and painting, which is by this 
time wholly done. I therefore heartily desire some speedy course 
may be taken to get the stores down, the season of the year and 
service seeming to draw very near to call for her.

The Lord Lieutenant to the Earl of Arlington. I cannot but 


Dublin Castle. observe to you that Lord Ranelagh, having of late either by his 
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interest or good fortune carried on his business in England with 
more than ordinary success, begins to grow a little too presumptuous, 
and will, I fear, in a short time be insupportable to him that governs 
here, unless he meet now and then with some mortification. I would 
not say this but on very good grounds, for though, since my coming, 
I have given all the advantages to his undertakings that his partners 
here could expect, yet, because some letters lately received from his 
Majesty were not immediately put in execution, without taking time 
to consider of them, which you know my instructions appoint me to 
do, he has in a letter to one of his greatest confidants here 
given some threats to this effect: That it would be worse for 
those who retarded his business here than it would be for himself, 
and I am sure by the manner of the letter the person aimed 
at could be no other than myself. I should have passed it by, had I 
not found he still proceeds in this manner. As an instance I enclose 
a copy of so much of his second letter to the same person as relates 
to this affair, wherein he excepts against Sir James Cuffe’s being in 
the commission for stating the debts of the army due in their 
several quarters. His reason, if it were true, as I am sure it is not, 
would be one of the best arguments for his continuance in that com- 
mission, unless his Majesty thinks fit I should wink at all the con- 
trivances of his partners, not to say his lordship, to reduce the 
army to a necessity of compounding for their pay. His Majesty’s 
letter of 26 Nov. by his lordship’s procurement, directing us how to 
proceed in this business is penned, as if on purpose to give the 
Treasury Commissioners the opportunity of compounding these debts 
to the army, and truly I did not so early put that letter in execution, 
because I found their design, and would give a little time for their 
agents to work, that I might have more evident proofs of their 
dealings in such compositions, and I have now found they have 
bargained for as much as comes to 15,000/. or something more, 
whereby they would gain at least two thirds, and, had the whole 
succeeded, the clear advantage by these compositions had not been 
less than 70,0007. or 80,000/. [Then follows a further passage about 
Lord Ranelagh, printed in Camden, Essex, Vol. I. p. 62.| As to Sir J. 
Cuffe, whatever Lord Ranelagh’s particular distaste may be to him, I 
find him a very honest worthy gentleman, and this work I have imposed 
on him is a thing of great trouble and no profit, nor did he ever in 
the least, nor did any other of those I have commissioned in this 
affair, seek it of me, but they were all unknown to themselves of my 
nomination, yet it would be a disgrace to a man should he be put 
outofit. I therefore desire you to oppose Lord Ranelagh should he 
endeavour any such thing. I cannot but observe too that he expects 
Sir J. Cuffe to be sent down to his quarters, as if I might not be 
permitted to keep any man here but whom he likes. This case 
is not Sir J. Cuffe’s only, but is now my own concern, for, if 
every thing so trivial must be directed by orders out of England, 
a man will have but a melancholy government here; and I am 
confident this is but an attempt of Lord Ranelagh in a small 
matter to try how I will bear it in a greater. All this I write 
only to you in particular, and, if you think fit to show it, I 
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desire it may be only to his Majesty, and to no other.—Requesting 
him to move his Majesty that his brother Ned, who has been 
called to the Bar and is preparing to come to Dublin to begin 
practice there, may bring with him a letter to be of his Majesty’s 
Counsel Extraordinary in Ireland.

Lord Ranelagh to [Lord Conway ?|—The last packet brought 
me a copy of the late proclamation for stating the debts due from the 
army to the country, in which I was not a little surprised to find 
Sir J. Cuffe’s name, he being notoriously the most malicious, subtle 
and falsest enemy I have in your kingdom. As to the clause in it 
defeating all purchasers and compositions of arrears I am well 
satisfied, but hope that,as care is taken that my partners shall not 
buy, so the like will be used to prevent the officers cheating the 
soldiers. I say this only in relation to some officers, who I know 
have great designs in this way,and particularly those of the Royal 
regiment, who, I believe, have first and last wronged their soldiers 
near 15,0001. or 20,0001. But I must earnestly entreat you, tf you 
can conveniently, to prevail with the Lord Lieutenant to lay Cuffe 
aside, for I have met with nothing in all my undertaking that so 
much afflicts me as seeing his name placed in any business wherein I 
am concerned,and I cannot but look wpon this as pursuing the old 
design (the neck of which I once broke), of his being Agent-general 
to the army, the consequence of which I am sure will be that my 
business will always be under wrangles and disputes, and, if you 
cannot obtain the laying him aside, at least beg of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant that he may be none of those empowered to give out and 
sign debentures for thesearrears. Should he be in there, I mustlook 
upon myself as half undone, and let me acquaint you that I could 
easily procure the King’s positive order to lay him aside, but I 
know too well the duty I owe the Lord Lieutenant to attempt any- 
thing that may seem a contradiction to his pleasure, but look after 
me in this affair, and, if you can, so order it that he may be sent 
down to his quarters forthwith, for I am fully satisfied it is his 
advice which engages the farmers to throw all their difficulties 
upon me, and it is likely his absence would induce them to better 
resolutions.

Remembering what happened in 
the like case during my residence at Portsmouth, and that I had 
not known at any time that the King paid anything of this 
nature for his own goods, I rode to the gentlemen, Mr. Bagnell and 
Mr. Daniell, to inform them that it is really the King’s and is for 
his service at Sheerness, that it was not to be taken into any vessel, 
but must be slung by the boat’s side or towed, and that I had never 
known that the King allowed or paid any such charge, though I had 
known the King’s timber seized and waiters put on board, which 
charge was borne by the officer that did it, and he blamed for 
hindering the service. They said, though it had been so, it must 
be otherwise in future, for the King paid it when his own household 
goods were removed by water, and that it was now paid by the 
Ordnance officers for powder they sent on board the ships though 
but down the river or from Upnor Castle. I said, if I might see 
their order, I should be satisfied, otherwise not. They answered, 
they were the King’s officers and ought to be believed. I told them, 
if thereby any damage should come to his Majesty they musi 
expect to be blamed, as another had been at Chichester for the like, 
when the Customs were farmed. They began to be somewhat 
high in their discourse, which I told them would signify nothing 
with me that would give an account of the whole matter, and after- 
wards do as it should be determined. I desire you will consider it, 
for if this be allowed it may be of ill consequence to his Majesty, 
and you may not have any of his stores removed from one yard to 
another, not even from Deptford to Woolwich, without a transire, 
which can be had only at their hours and not on a holiday. You 
are best able to judge how this may be without palpable hindrance,

I suppose she took the wines and sugar on their way homewards. 
My father, being still very weak, presents his most humble service.

After them 
went out the light coal fleet of about 70, convoyed by the Sweepstakes. 
They were scarce got into Hoasley Bay, but the wind at 8.E. about 6 
made a tempest with rain that brought them all to an anchor in 
sight of us. The storm continued till midnight. They sailed 
away this morning. Our Eastern wharfs of the yard were much 
injured by it, but I mastered it this morning, and will not leave till 
it is repaired. It was an hour or two ebb yesterday before the 
ketch with the cables and anchors for the Swiftsure arrived, so this 
spring is lost. I am now receiving them on shore, three anchors 
and stocks, and three cables from Deptford. Sunday evening Capt. 
Rooth arrived. Though I had no positive order, yet I book his men 
and enter them on the day of their appearance here, and the day 
they left the Lion. Capt. Rooth says his Majesty allows them to 
be continued in pay though transferred. I never had any orders in 
such cases, and believe you have several instructions for entries and 
musters, which, if you would bestow on me, in case you would have 
me proceed, and also would endeavour with his Royal Highness to 
grant me an allowance for my pains last year for mustering, and 
agency for pressed men, victualling, extraordinary charges, &c., I 
would endeavour to discharge my trust to the best of my power. 
Capt. Rooth tells me Capt. Beare is to be here to take charge of the 
new ship, when launched, to moor her, &c., till she be rigged. If 
we had launched this spring, we should have been sore puzzled. I 
hope we shall have him or some one to take care of her, before she 
be launched. I have been very cautious in using your power in 
victualling ships, but now I find a necessity to write to the victualler 
to supply Capt. Rooth’s men, being above 80, with full warrant 
victuals for a fortnight, because before then the ship cannot be 
launched and rigged. ([Ibid. No. 7.] 


Commissioner Deane to the same. The Reserve is got into dock, 
and the Falcon is out, and is taking in her provisions. The Mary 
and Dreadnought came to Spithead yesterday. The Royal Charles 
has taken in good part of her beer and is getting the rest on board.

even lately denied to his wife; that he was shuffled out of that 
severe durance, and not afforded knowledge how his Majesty had 
exchanged him, whereby his Majesty’s gracious dealing with Cunseus 
in England was answered with scorn, he enjoying all liberty and 
the suppliant remaining debarred from that of going at all in safety 
to Holland, while they tore his estate to pieces, and filed 
malicious judgments against him for not being there; that 
besides the said injuries he has ever since been kept by 
sinister practices of his Majesty’s implacable enemies on that 
side from waiting in his said Counsellor’s place and from all emolu- 
ment thereto belonging, amounting in eight years to little less than

My orders from the King 
were very pressing, so that I have had but little rest all this week 
with taking their accounts and getting money, which with much ado 
I have procured, but for the repayment of it have with my partners 
here drawn bills, which, if not duly complied with, will absolutely 
ruin us; therefore be earnest with the Lord Lieutenant 
to give effectual orders both to Cork House and my 
partners to see them punctually paid. I hope this is the 
last trouble I shall have of this nature a great while, for I suppose 
the forces will be aboard most of the summer, and at their return 
will be sent for Ireland.

81 March, 1669, that the petitioner's request only moved his 
Majesty to do again what he had done already, and that it could 
not make a precedent for any other, the petitioner’s case appearing 
to them, (as it is), very singular, but further certified that a 
defalcation would be demanded by the Farmers in Ireland, if 
the petitioner’s request were granted ; after that report, 1 July, 
1670, his Majesty by order in Council declared that the new 
quit rents should be granted and released to the petitioner and 
letters patent passed accordingly, and a letter of 13 July, 1670, 
to the Lord Lieutenant required such letters to be passed there, 
but by reason of some mistakes in drawing up the said order 
and letter, the patent passed in Ireland is become defective 
and will not avail the petitioner; if the petitioner’s quit rents 
had been well granted before Christmas, 1670, the date from 
which the contract with Lord Ranelagh begins, his lordship 
could not have pretended to any defalcations on this account 
after the Farm had expired, but, a new grant being necessary, he 
may possibly now pretend to defalcations ; but his Majesty in this 
singular case having never yet deen moved by the consideration 
of defalcations I conceive the petition may be justly and lawfully 
granted.

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Col. John Fitzpatrick to Lord Arlington. As he is informed his

Never heard from him since his 
leaving Ireland, nor ever corresponded with him. Was not in the 
plot for securing Dublin Castle. Was born in Warwickshire. 
Denies having conversed with any one from Holland, but one 
Nightingale that came thence through England with a young Dutch- 
man. Is acquainted with another Dutchman, a kinsman of the Lord 
Chancellor’s, Mr. Clinnet, to whom he pays arent charge. He was 
not above two days ere he surrendered himself. Denies saying he 
would send wool to Holland for arms. Said he would make 
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Westropp his lieutenant without money, if the King would give him 

a troop. Believes, if there had been any dealing with the Dutch he 

should have known it, but knows of none. Has been always clapt 

up on all occasions, but came off clearly. Has conversed with 

seneny since he came to England or the Tower, not so much as with 
is son. 


* Capt. Cullen. Was in Cromwell’s army in Ireland in Sir H. 
Ingoldesby’s regiment. Refers to his examination, and affirms all 
therein is true, and that Walcot produced the declaration and read it 
him. When Walcot said he could secure Limerick, Cullen said, 
— can prevent your designs. No, said Walcot, ’tis past 
18 skill. 


Walcot confronted with Cullen. Walcot said nothing is said of 
the wool in Cullen’s information to Lord:Thomond.

When we are 
ordered to re-victual we must have a new mainmast, and most of 
our sails new. The old are so worn in the bad weather as to be 
good for little.

Some such other strange propositions were made 

by the House of Commons, to whom the King declared himself 

so graciously, that he would do all they should think fit for the 

good of the Kingdom, whereby matters have been so composed 

that the money bill was yesterday sent up to the House of Lords 

where it will be dispatched to-day with the Bill against Popery, in 
respect of which latter the King and the Duke of York will be 


obliged to put away all Roman Catholic servants, and those _ 


suspected of Popery must aljure the doctrine of Transubstantia- 
tion, if they will hold their places. The Queen is allowed to 
keep a certain number of Roman Catholic servants. The King 
was heard to say by way of raillery that he would purge his 
Court from all Catholics except his barber, whom he meant to 
keep in despite of all their bills, for he was so well accustomed 
to his hand. This Parliament has resolved to do a very good 
and useful thing, which it were to be wished all Princes would 
imitate. They will give the King yearly a certain sum with 
which he is to defray the charges of the Mint without laying 
them on the moneys coined, whereby they will. have their full 
intrinsic value, and every body bringing any silver or gold to the 
Mint shall have the full value in coined money without allowing 
anything for the coinage. They allow the King for this 


purpose an Excise, viz. 5s. for every ohm of wine and 10s. for 


every ohm of brandy imported into England. Another bill 
was brought in to prevent the setting up of a military govern- 
ment, which was that every man may accuse every common 
soldier before the civil magistrate, arrest him, and proceed 
against him, without acquainting his officer therewith, which is 
a bill of great consequence. The House of Commons in their 
last address represented to the King that his goodness and 
generosity had made them desist from pressing any further at 
this time the rest of their grievances, he having assured them 
he himself would take great care of redressing them. Where- 
upon he thanked them for their confidence in him, of which they 
would not find cause in their next session to repent. So to-day 
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it is hoped all the bills will be passed. I have been all along of 
opinion that m the present conjuncture none of the great 
ministers would be willing to be absent from this Court, whence 
also none of them would undertake the commission for Cologne, 
so for it have been chosen the Earl of Sunderland, who has 
been hitherto in France, a person not capable enough for this 
business, the Secretary of the Privy Council, Sir J. Williamson, 
which two are mercenaries to France, Sir — Jenkins, an 
Advocate and Judge of the Admiralty Court, a learned and 
discreet man, not very good French. ’Tis here said that the 
King of France raises new difficulties about the place for the 
treaty, because there is an Imperial garrison in Cologne 
commanded by a minister of the Emperor. Mons’: de Schom- 
berg has lately written to a friend of mine, a favourite of the 
King, that an express was arrived from the Emperor signifying 
the death of the Empress, and his resolution of marrying the 
Archduchess of Innsbruck, though it seems very improbable 
that he should certify by the same messenger the death of the 
Empress and the marriage of another. The 26th I took leave 
of his Majesty, but am yet detained by reason of some letters, 
so that I am not yet certain whether I shall begin to-morrow my 
voyage for Germany.

to send shall with all exactness be obeyed by me. I have known 
for some time his Majesty’s intention to grant the Phenix Park to 
the Duchess of Cleveland, and have employed several of my friends 
in England to have an eye upon it. I am infinitely sensible of his 
great kindness to me in resolving not to sever so great an orna- 
ment as this is from the Sword during my stay here, and value it 
as a@ most signal mark of his favour that he will allow me the 
convenience of living in more greatness and splendour in this 
employment than any of my successors are like to do; as also I 
must acknowledge your great care of me in this particular, and 
thank you most heartily for your friendly advice, yet in this station 
I scarce know any one thing that would make me more incapable 
to serve his Majesty as I ought than the consenting to this grant, 
especially on the terms now proposed, for, as the clearness of a 
man’s reputation, and the opinion the world may have of his 
unspotted integrity is the only thing which can qualify a man for 
so great an employment, so nothing would more certainly disable 
him in the due performance of his trust than an impression the 
world may take up of his being in any measure swayed by 
his private interests. I flatter myself that I have not as 
to this altogether misspent my time here, but that I may 
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have in some manner gained on the opinions of men, and I would 
be very loth to cast the least blemish on my reputation. It may 
be a rule to some (and I wish it were more generally practised) 
never to do what is unjust, but I am sure this is not enough to me, 
for my resolutions are never to do anything that is indecent. 
There is no doubt but the Park is the King’s own, and he may 
dispose both of it and me and my employment at his own pleasure. 
However I think it the duty of all his Ministers truly to inform 
him of the inconvenience of anything he designs, and for my own 
part I cannot but make it mine both to represent the 
Inconveniencies as I have done, and also never to consent to any- 
thing which I know must be notoriously prejudicial to his service, 
and I cannot but say that whoever put the Duchess upon begging 
this Park were not her friends in it, for I am sure her Grace could 
have asked nothing here that would have given a more general 
discontent, nor is there anything so unfit for the King to give. I 
shall therefore humbly submit all to his Majesty’s pleasure, and, 
whatever becomes of it, humbly desire there may not be the least 
grain of my concurrence in it. The lordship of Portlester in Meath 
is claimed by Sir Maurice Eustace by virtue of a patent, and 
pretended to by Maurice Eustace, as a legatee of Sir Maurice 
Eustace, late Lord Chancellor.

but we can prove that she was really a king’s ship and not a 
privateer, being built by him in his own yard and formerly employed 
in his fleet, and now being one of those appointed for this summer’s 
service, and while she was out last winter, the king was to have a 
third of what she took, being as much as the King of England has 
from his own prizes, after deducting wages, &c., against which the 
French King takes the one third, and is at no charge but his ship, 
whereby all that the French rescue for the English, they design to 
keep for themselves, though all the King of England rescues of the 
French’s is restored to them. Besides they could not have rescued 
this ship at first, if our English master and men had not assisted, 
much less could have kept her when taken, if they had not stuck to 
the French. For the Dutch designed to rise and promised the 
English master 1,000/. if he and his men would assist them to 
master the French, which they could easily have done, but he 
discovered the design to the French, and so secured the ship to 
them. Nay, the French put on board could not have navigated her 
and brought her into harbour but by the help of the English master 
and men. But if your Lordship shall not think fit to insist, (1) 
that the masts and stores are the King of England’s; (2) thatit was 
the French King’s own ship that rescued them; (8) that the 
English master and men assisted, but to treat about the 4,000 crowns 
demanded by the French Ambassador, we are of opinion, that if no 
better terms can be used, you should agree to it, and bar them from 
any after demands, and that the ship and lading may be thereupon 
delivered without embezzlement.

This letter will be 
presented to you by my son Henry, whom I have enjoined daily to 
wait on you. The adjournment of the Parliament has suspended 
my journey thither, till I receive his Majesty’s further pleasure, 
which I have presumed to beg from himself; when I receive it, you 
shall know it. For, since his Majesty, by the honour of his letter 
all written with his own hand, commanded me both to go and serve 
him in Parliament, and also to receive from him full assurances of 
his favour (which are his own words), and since by sickness I was 
disabled to pay him the former, I thought it almost immodest to go 
over singly for the letter, till I had new significations of his pleasure 
therein, according to which I shall steer my course. But, if I go 
not this summer, I resolve, God willing, in the beginning of 
September to be at London, lest a second fit of the gout disappoint 
me again. I hope the next English packet will bring the Lord 
Lieutenant his Majesty’s commands on the Address of our House

I refuse none on that account, but promise them their 
money, if I receive such orders from you, to which I desire a line, 
and also that some speedy care be taken that some ship be ordered 
here to receive them, and, if not, what other course shall be 
taken for their disposal, all those in this county being ordered to 
repair here to be received by me, or to Plymouth.

John Lanyon to the same. By yours of the 19th I see his 
Majesty accepts Capt. Berry’s prize, and that his Royal Highness 
has sent down a command for her dispatch. What she may want 
for refitting I cannot particularly advise without overhauling what 
belongs to her, but such a particular account was taken in her 
appraisement and sent to you that it discovers the most material 
things wanting.

If you think fit to 
warrant him he will be very helpful in procuring men. There is a 
report that Capt. Ashby has brought in a prize at Falmouth, a .

their defalcation shall have a positive command as to the remaining 
money, and a direction that no more be ever hereafter detained 
without a warrant first obtained. I might here observe what 
inconveniency the King’s business may suffer by his determining 
pretences on bare allegations without first referring the examination 
of them thither, where truth can best appear. I suppose, had the 
quantum of the defalcation been left to the Lord Lieutenant and 
Council, which properly by their covenants it ought to have been, 
the King might have saved a considerable sum, but money, I am 
apt to think, brought it to this issue, and what is done cannot 
be helped. I doubt not you have heard that some part of the 
Address was by the King in Council referred to the Lords 
Commissioners for Ireland, who yesterday met thereupon, but did 
nothing, because the Lord Chancellor was not there, nor do I yet 
know when they will meet again. To-day the King, Duke, and 
Prince are gone down to Sheerness. Before they went, the Privy 
Seal was given to Lord Anglesey, who has not only the benefits 
of that place, but continues his pension of 3,000/. a year, formerly 
granted him in consideration of his patent of Treasurer of the Navy. 
More news we have none. My humblest duty to my Lord

and the great trouble in disposing the pressed men from them 
last year, and, being the only officer here for the Navy, it proved 
the more expensive in relation to some charitable disbursements, 
which the necessities of poor seamen called for from me (even 
beyond my ability) by the frequent sick, &c. set ashore here, 
which you encouraged; besides the musters I made; which all 
relating to your service and encouraged by your promises to me, 
I confess, caused me to be too bold in reminding you of them, 
and I design for the future to keep close to my storekeeper’s 
place with that small settlement it has with it rather than trust 
to expectations at large, though the matter may be of importance, 
of which you also had yourselves a taste sometimes last year, 
nor shall I ever forget in anything within my power the goodness 
that placed me here. 

I received only 100/. imprest, of the disbursement whereof you 
have an account, which I desire you would accept of, errors 
excepted. I was not well at the time and could not write it myself, 
and find some mistakes in the transcript done by a young clerk out 
of my books, and under the title of the repair of the wharf of the 
house all Robert Last’s work amounting to 2/. 9s. is omitted, which, 
as I have paid for it, I desire may be added, and pray also notice that 
in that account I have set down nothing concerning the expense on 
the Swiftsure, which I reserve together by itself. When the 
furnaces come I shall cause them to be set. I have three ship- 
wrights on the Swiftswre at work setting her masts. The main ard 
foremasts are up and they are now setting the bowsprit and all 
hazuds work hard. I received also the instructions for musters, 
which I judge are to enforce the duty into practice, rather than 
shew me what my duty is. I send the names of six men to be 
protected in the sweeping for anchors, &c. I hope shortly to send 
an account of the necessary charge of the Swiftswre since her 
launching, which I have done with the greatest husbandry I could.

John Moore to the Navy Commissioners. The Resolution has 
been ashore on the graving place.

The Prince of Orange was yester- 
day at Helvoetsluys to hasten out those ships which consist of all 
sizes, some of their capital and some of their least. They speak 
confidently of being out in a week. The passengers say there are 
20 at Helvoetsluys, 29 over the Pampus, 8 or 4 at Enkhuyzen, and 
that this at present is the greatest body of their fleet. Lady Leslie 
is come over among other passengers. Several ships daily fall down 
to those at Helvoetsluys, who are intended for the Texel, yet they 
judge them to be but about 20. The Friesland ships, about 8, are also 
ready, and it is reported that they are in great readiness and will 
have out a great fleet, though the Zealanders are so backward. One 
who says he read it reports there is a kind of remonstrance and 
declaration in print by the Zealanders, some printed in Dutch and 
some in English, that, upon several reasons there showed, if they 
must stoop, they will do it to a Protestant Prince, which they declare 
shall be England. It is much bought up in Holland, but he 
dared not bring one over. The Prince of Orange has nominated a 
plenipotentiary for himself in the intended treaty at Aix-la-Chapelle. 
All agree that their fleet is extraordinarily well manned, as well as 
of their forwardness. The daily post has failed us Tuesday and 
Thursday this week.

easily dispense with her. If you can do me the favour of visiting 
me here, pray tell my daughter, I shall half wrangle with her, 
unless she accompanies you, but still with Lady Essex’s good 
liking, who has obliged her by so many obligations, that she cannot 
without too much ingratitude do anything to offend her. My last 
letters of the 12th say his Majesty had then under consideration 
the Address of the House of Commons concerning Ireland. I hope 
the Lord Lieutenant will soon receive his commands. therein. 
Col. Talbot’s petition was read, being delivered by himself, but 
what his Majesty will do on it, we must expect to hear. I should 
gladly obey your commands of writing my poor sense to his 
Excellency about raising foreign coins, did I think myself capable 
of saying anything worth his or your reading; but, since not to 
raise them is resolved after a solemn debate, and since, though I 
once a little studied the affair, but now for some years have scarcely 
ever thought on it, you will possibly withdraw your commands to 
me, but, if you will not, I will obey the best I can, and, to enable 
me more effectually to do it, perhaps it might be requisite I had 
both the Lord Lieutenant’s commands for it, and all the most solid 
arguments and objections against heightening Irish moneys. I 
fully agree with you, that, if some speedy and effectual course be 
not taken to keep in the kingdom the little money we have, and to 
bring in more, and to make all money circulate niniblier and 
equaller than it now does or lately has done, the King may have 
dues to receive, but will actually receive few of them, and you and 
all the other great estated noblemen may keep rent-rolls, but receive 
few rents. I take Ireland to be a body sick of many diseases, and, 
if you cure but one, it will die of the rest. To be healthy indeed I 
doubt it must have a new habit of body. But of this I shall dis- 
course at length when I have the honour to see you. I am very 
glad Baron Povey is Lord Chief Justice, and has been knighted. 
I judge him worthy of both, for he is an honest and modest learned 
person, and a true Englishman. I am a stranger to Sir John 
Davys, but I am sure the Lord Lieutenant will not confer honours 
but on persons who merit them. I am glad Lord Suffolk has 
received so much of his money, and is likely soon to receive the 
rest. I know he owes much of it to your favour, which I beseech 
you to continue to him. My letters tell me the cabals are much 
altered to what they were, and, I believe, may be as much changed 
again by the time I get thither, for those bodies in all places are 
very fluctuant, and possibly in no place more so than in London. 
For my own part both my crazy body and my experiences would 
make me prefer this cell before all ‘the employments of the world, 
for in those I could not enjoy myself, which I do here. I have 
written to you by Harry, who. is now on his march to Dublin.

day of [April] you shall embark on such ship as you shall choose, 
and with the first opportunity sail towards the coast of Holland or

that we remain possessed of some garrisoned towns or forts such as 
you shall judge proper for securing our interest), either to remain 
under their old provincial form of government, provided they 
acknowledge us for their Protector, and furnish so much money 
as you shall think sufficient to maintain the garrisons, or, if 
they please to be incorporated with England, they shall 
send their burgesses to Parliament here, and enjoy all privileges

(though you know the matter of the Treasury is quite taken 
away from the Lieutenant), Lord Ranelagh and his partners 
intend to apply this defaleation to the arrears of the Army 
which are now paying in. If I err in this, I beg your pardon, 
for, as the matters of.the Treasury stand, I am forced to guess at 
what is intended to be done, and on those probabilities to 
give you my sense on it, which I had rather do before orders 
be passed, than be put to contradict or argue against them, 
after they are signed. This difficulty I foresee will perpetually 
attend this employment, so long as Lord Ranelagh shall solicit and 
procure orders, without first acquainting the Lieutenant. As to what 
I am confident is now designed of applying this deduction to the 
arrears of the Army I think it the improperest of all others to place 
it there, for, if it be considered that the Army has already consented 
to the abatement of half their arrears due in the Lord Justices’ time, 
amounting to no less than 40,000/. advantage to his Majesty, and 
that, upon the present establishment, the Royal Regiment have had 
a 12th and 5th part of their pay reduced and the troop of Guards 
more, and also that, when the 12 months’ arrears contracted in the 
Duke of Ormonde’s time came to be paid, his Majesty, for the con- 
venience of Lord Ranelagh and his partners, altered the times of pay- 
ment, to all which the Army has submitted—it would not be thought 
reasonable to put more inconveniencies upon them. Besides, the 
disappointment and consequently the discontent will be as great to the 
country, who have taken assignments on these arrears for several 
sums due to them for quartering soldiers. It would also have some 
reflection upon me, for since my coming I have composed most of 
the debts due from the soldiers to the country, and have found it an 
extreme easy work, the people being very willing to take their 
satisfaction by several proportions limited out of these arrears, upon 
a confidence that I would see them paid, so that, if any obstruction 
should come, I could not avoid the imputation of it. Therefore I 
hope I may be excused, if I endeavour as much as possible to prevent 
it. What other way Lord Ranelagh may propose I cannot foresee, 
but certainly the properest fund to place it on, is to discount it upon 
the 80,000/. due to his Majesty at the expiration of their contract, 
or, if not upon that, the payment of all pensions should be suspended, 
which amount to not less than 8,000/. a year, it being certain that 
acts of justice ought to be performed before deeds of liberality. 
You may discern by this how necessary it had been that they had 
reserved some fund to supply defects and contingencies, which always 
happen, though I do not find this establishment has at all provided 
for them. Now I am on this subject, I must acquaint: you with a 
letter lately received for granting a pension of 2001. a year to Capt. 
John Willson, which will take away all but 351. of the small remainder 
left undisposed of in the establishment. If it be his Majesty’s 
pleasure, after this representation, to continue the grant, one line 
from you shall pass it according to his Majesty’s letters, though I 
must say that money is so narrow for the support of the government 
that I know not which way to carry on affairs, 
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The Dutch privateers much infest the south and west coasts. Six 
of them are now thereabouts, two of which, one of 40 and another 
of 26 guns, about three days ago came into Crookhaven with English 
colours. One of the officers of the Customs, believing them friends, 
went immediately on board them, whom they kept prisoner, till 
he sent into the town to furnish them with fresh meat and other 
provisions they wanted. They were once upon a resolution of plun- 
dering the town, but a Dutch seaman, who being very sick, was 
set on shore near it some weeks before by one of their privateers, 
and had been well treated by the town, went to them and desired 
his countrymen to spare the town, and so went along with them. 
They lie very often in the mouth of Kinsale harbour, which place 
is in a very ill condition to keep them out, the forts being all 
ruinous. People in those parts are much terrified, but what I 
most apprehend is their taking away the great guns, which are in 
several places unguarded, as at Crookhaven, Rincorran Fort, the 
Isle of Arran, and elsewhere, the thinness of the army having now left 
them without garrison, nor is there any possibility, as the 
concordatums now are, of having money to remove these guns. 
So I could heartily wish that his Majesty would permit three or 
four of his lighter frigates, if they could be spared, to be on these 
coasts, for without some strength of that kind people near the sea 
will think themselves very insecure, but how this may suit with 
other more necessary preparations, I am unable to judge, and 
therefore propose it as expedient for the service in this kingdom.

Hugh, Lord Glenawley, to Viscount Conway. Iam sorry my 
health will not permit my attendance on the Lord Lieutenant with 
my troop at this time. He was pleased at my last being in 
Dublin to excuse my coming there. Fearing my absence may be 
a cause of dislike to some, I beg you will second my excuse at his 
Excellency’s hands, assuring him that none shall be more willing 
and ready to obey his commands. I return you my hearty thanks 
for permitting a part of my troop to lodge here. I am certainly 
informed if they had not been here, I had been this winter robbed 
of all Thad. I was informed his Excellency was resolved to alter the 
quarters ofthe whole army in this kingdom. Not knowing of your being 
in Dublin, I made bold to show him something of the condition of our 
militia, as also that there are five counties in which are neither 
horse nor foot lodged, and that the common complaint of the people 
was that all their substance, excise licences, subsidies, and king’s 
rents, were all carried away by the Commissioners of the Revenue 
and spent in other provinces, and that the least thereof neither 
returned nor was spent amongst them. My humble petition was 
that, if he ordered troops to come into this country, mine might be 
one. Had I known of your being there I would have made my 
address to you, and sought your advice whether my desires might 
have been contrary to the Lord Lieutenant’s other resolutions. 
Having received no answer, and being uncertain of the changing of 
the quarters, I have insisted no further in the matter. If you see 
any alteration or change to be, or any troops to come here, I beg 
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your assistance that my troop may be one. My desires are not 
grounded on expected advantages. My profit will be in having 
company, and being secured of robbing. [24 pages. Conway Papers.

The Lord Lieutenant to the Earl of Arlington. By the last post 
I gave you an account of several Dutch capers upon the south and 
west coasts. I since received a letter from Lord Orrery, a copy 
whereof is enclosed, which will demonstrate the condition of those 
parts, the army being so small that it is impossible to guard all those 
places which are necessary to be garrisoned in time of war. There- 
fore, if any misfortune should happen, the blame ought to light on 
those who invented this new sort of policy of disbanding and lessening 
the army here at the beginning of a war. Besides the mischief 
these privateers intend to this kingdom I am. confident their chief 
design is to intercept our Virginia fleet, now returning homewards, 
which must come near where they have posted themselves. I 
acknowledge yours of the 22nd received last night, and continually 
expect Sir A. Forbes’ return, from whom I hope to have a full 
account of his Majesty’s pleasure in all relating to this country. I 
am very glad our preparations are earlier and forwarder than those 
of the Dutch, believing our diligence in providing well for a war will 
be none of the least inducements to them to comply with us in an 
advantageous peace. Lord Roscommon having the remainder of an 
estate of 800/. a year vested in him upon the failure of heirs male of 
a family of his own name, there being now but three heirs male 
left, all (he tells me) under the qualification of nocents, and 
consequently the estate during their lives being properly the King’s 
right, but at present concealed, he intends to move his Majesty to 
confer his title upon him, which, he believes, will immediately vest 
in him the possession of the estate. If the case be as he states, and 
the King is inclined to do him any favour of this nature, I do not 
conceive there will be wrong done to any by it.

The Dutch told them within 15 days 
they would return to that harbour, whence he doubts they will 
take away the ordnance I sent thither last summer to defend 
such ships as should come thither for safety, which were left 
there when the soldiers were withdrawn on the lessening of the 
army. The privateers told those that went on board that their 
station to ply in was between the Dursey and the Old Head of 
Kinsale. Mr. Hull writes that, wnless the same care as last 
year is taken now, the country will be ruined, and such harbours 
as they please possessed by the Dutch. Last year and other 
years in which we had a war with the Dutch, I had a garrison 
and ordnance in Crookhaven, and had all the coasts watched 
and beacons set up, and the militia ready to succour the 
country in case any landed, and the army ready to second them. 
But now we have not one troop in this province, but Lord 
O’Brien’s at Limerick, nor any militia, nor indeed any haven 
which the enemy may not enter and safely ride in, Kinsale 
itself not excepted. I wonder Mr. Hull sent me this account, 
for I meddle in no affairs but my private ones, but doubtless 
some speedy and effectual course should be taken, else the 
harbour and country will be too much exposed. If my services 
may be of any use, they are wholly devoted to his Majesty’s 
service.

Last Saturday the 
Antelope arrived, ordered hither by his Royal Highness for a dock. 
Though as yet we have had no order from the Board concerning her, 
yet knowing it will please you that all possible dispatch be given her, 
we intend to-day to bring her into the dock, hoping thus to get her 
work dispatched so as to launch her this week, to save the present 
spring tides. The workmen the George fireship carried off with her 
will be much wanted here again. I spared them only to help him to 
sail from this place, he promising to return them the same night, 
and he keeps them of his own head, without any order from you, a 
thing prejudicial to the service. The caulkers lately returned to 
Deptford will be much wanted here for the Antelope. Wherefore I 
desire your order to Deptford for sending them, otherwise the 
Swallow’s work will be obstructed. The commander of the Royal 
Katherine had his pinnace you ordered, and the four boats for the 
doggers will be speedily ready.

I have sent my lieutenant to London to 
endeavour what he can for procuring men. Most of our provisions 
are on board. My carpenter is very sick, and, I fear, he will not 
be able to proceed. His mate is a very able and industrious man, 
and is not unknown to the Board, as appears by his certificate. I 
desire he may proceed as his deputy for the voyage. ([Jbid.

Commissioner Deane to the same. The yacht being near finished, 
we think to launch her this week to hasten the setting the mast, and 
to rig her to get about the first opportunity. I wrote long since for 
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such old lead and iron as the stores afforded, which was promised 
to be sent about in the White Fortune, but was not. I must desire 
a present letter from the Master of the Ordnance to Mr. Bennett 
here for about 20 tons of shot of 24 pounders or other 
to ballast her, and, when she comes about, it may be taken out, 
and such iron weight put in as Sir T. Chicheley desires to have 
made by Mr. Hooke for an experiment, and I shall send some moulds 
how big they may be made, so that, till we have an order for shot, 
the vessel cannot come about. I therefore pray it be speedily 
done, for we shall very much want it. The warrant for the timber 
in the New Forest is not yet come. I pray it may not be forgot to 
be sent down. Enclosed is a tender of 470 trees to make 658 loads 
of oak timber at 40s. a load, which will be of great service. It is 
extreme good and great lengths, all top trees out of copses, and for 
the very same we paid last year 48s. a load. However, if we shall 
have it, I shall endeavour to get abatement or at least take off the 
imprest. Beforehand we must buy timber while it may be had, for I 
find not a load of plank intended to be sawed, and so, if occasion, 
we must cut out of our own timber or else repairs cannot go on, 
when ships comein. We have a bare yard,in so much as the Reserve’s 
works must cease, had we not got a good load of timber of Mr. 
Moody’s here in town, for which I have promised payment. I hear 
of but three more parcels of timber in these parts. If tendered, I 
hope we may have your concurrence in the purchase, if a pennyworth 
can be had. Ishall send the price and quantity. 

Should it happen the enemy should engage the Prince in his 
passage this way, and the fleet should come shattered, I do not see 
what can be done for their supply, the remaining part of our small 
stores being sent in the White Fortune towards the supply of 
Plymouth stores, and what remained has been spent in supplying 
several ships come in for repair and sent to sea, as long as we had 
either sails, cordage, anchors, cables, or masts. There was always 
a demand sent up for such commodities from London to complete 
every ship, but none came except a little in the White Fortune and 
this last hemp and cordage from the Dutch prize at Portland, so 
that we are extremely barren of all other things, if the fleet comes 
this way and is in want, which I speak of, that a provision may be 
made, if any likelihood of action this way. We are in great want 
of the handscrews sent about for repair. I pray two dozen pair may 
be sent about with the White Fortune. The winds continue easterly, 
so that the men-of-war designed for the Downs, if not other ways 
ordered now we hear the enemy is out, cannot sail from Spithead. 
Capt. Haddock expects to sail the first opportunity if not contradicted.

had at the survey have been spent to supply such ships as have been 
fitted from time to time, and should have been supplied from 
London, had it been intended we should have a store with us, and 
what we had left was sent about to supply the wants of Plymouth. 
I hint this lest you should think us to be in any condition of 
supplying the fleet, ifan engagement should happen, as the Prince 
is coming about, and the enemy at sea, who may perhaps force him 
to fight on unequal terms, which I wish may not fall out, lest it 
bring us to extreme straits. I believe you have laid the barrenness | 
of the stores of the other yards as well as ours where it concerned 
you, but, if they be not supplied for a second fitting out the fleet

Phineas Pett to the same. I gave you an account in my letter of 
Monday of our intentions to dock the Antelope that day, which was 
accordingly done. The same day I caused the caulkers to breeme 
her. I moved you for sparing us the eight Deptford caulkers lately 
returned, as we are forced to take away all the caulkers from the 
Swallow. However we shall bring the Antelope’s work into such a 
posture to-morrow that I doubt not to launch her either noon or night 
tide.

He concludes with me it’s better the Sovereign remain 
alone, being ill-manned, and no pilot willing to undertake her, but 
on a fair opportunity of wind and tide, that by taking 150 or 200 
men from her the Victory, which wants nothing but men, may be 
presently sent to the fleet and the Diamond also, if by heeling 4 or 5 
strakes by the hulk she can be made but tolerably tight and clean. 
I request your opinion by the next to the master attendant, and 
then to Commissioner Beach at Sheerness, as I intend to return 
from thence the next flood and see how the vessels in the River have 
observed orders.

Your Majesty will please remember that besides 
them I shall want 8 in the Sovereign, 2 in the Victory, 2 in the 
Warspite, 2 in the Swiftsure and one in the Crown, 16 at least, which 
is a considerable body of men, all which I leave to your consideration.

Viscount Ranelagh to Lord [Conway]. We are now without 
any letters from Ireland since 26 April, but expect some hourly, 
by which I hope to find you have received my several late letters. 
The occasion of my writing now is to acquaint you, to whom I must 
hide nothing, with the great misfortune I think myself under at 
present, which is the heavier, because I cannot findI have deserved 
it, nor can I guess who has been false and malicious enough to 
bring it upon me. But that some one had the power to do me ill 
offices I am certain, otherwise I cannot believe the Lord Lieutenant 
would have fallen so severely on me as he has done in his letter of 
the 26th. That you saw it before it came away I cannot imagine, 
for had you, I must conclude the great friendship I have always 
received from you would have engaged you to defend my innocence. 
What respect I have always paid the Lord Lieutenant you are in 
some measure a witness. I am certain I have made it my study to 
do nothing that might give him the least offence. On this account 
I have declined intermeddling with any business of Ireland, except 
my own, further than seconding whatever he recommended, or I 
thought he desired, though I well know this proceeding made.me 
very considerable enemies. I must tell you in particular that I find by 
this letter of the 26th that somebody has industriously suggested 
that I intended to procure the King’s letter for allowing me the 
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Farmers’ defalcation out of the twelve months’ arrears, whereupon 
he not only represents several inconveniencies which would attend 
such an allowance, but says that difficulties will always attend the 
employment of Lord Lieutenant, whilst Lord Ranelagh both solicits 
and procures letters without first acquainting the Chief Governor. 
As to the suggestion, I must assure you it was altogether groundless, 
for I never yet could be persuaded to move or think 
of anything which might lessen the Army’s_ expectation, 
being resolved to place my pretences to defalcation rather anywhere 
than upon them, and I have been so far from desiring an 
allowance for the Farmers’ defalcations, that I have long since 
declared I would not speak of deductions or allowances to be made 
me, till the war be ended, and the King’s affairs may better endure 
my having a satisfaction than I am sure yet they can. All I expect 
in the meantime is, that I may not meet with rigour in case 1 am 
forced by the intervening of disappointments to be less punctual in 
my payments than I otherwise would be, and I must own, and have 
owned, that the Lord Lieutenant in this has been most obligingly 
kind to me in delaying to sign the warrants, and not exacting 
further than he finds we are able. As to my soliciting and pro- 
curing letters, I think I may safely say I have asked none but what 
were either warranted by my covenants, or were necessary to 
quicken the Farmers in the performance of theirs, nor have letters 
been signed merely because I asked for them, but they have been 
constantly referred to the Lord Treasurer, without whose approba- 
tion nothing yet passed for me. That the King should do for me 
whatever he promised I think is most reasonable, and I am certain 
the Lord Lieutenant is of that opinion; and, since my covenants 
are well known and were made long before he was declared 
Governor, I hope I need not ask leave to move the King for what is 
my due. What other letters have been signed by my soliciting 
or procurement I cannot remember. I am sure I have opposed 
several, and ought not to bear the blame when I have suffered the 
smart. But instead of enlarging on this, I conjure you by the 
friendship you both promised and have shown me, to let me freely 
know who and what has raised this storm in the Lord Lieutenant 
against me, than which nothing can be more sensible to me, for I 
know nothing but a great dissatisfaction could have engaged him to 
such a letter. Let me assure you, I will not be provoked ever to 
lessen that respect I have for him, whose favour 1 would purchase 
at any rate, my esteem for, as well as my obligation to him, being 
very great. Therefore, if I have offended, let me know my crime 
and I will humbly ask pardon; on the other hand, if busy; false 
suggestions have done me hurt, let their author be never again 
believed against me. » pages.

Paper by Lord Ranelagh in answer to the Lord Lieutenant's letter 
of 26 April concerning the Farmers’ defalcations. The Lord 
Lieutenant several months ago wrote to the Lords of the Treasury 
and Lord Arlington, that he and the Council could not proceed 
further therein, and therefore desired their opinion, whether the 
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King on granting the farm intended any defalcation of rent in case 
of a foreign war, the words “foreign war’ being omitted in the 
present demise, though inserted in the former. What the King has 
done herein was on a solemn hearing of the Farmers by their counsel, 
the Lord Treasurer, and several Lords of the Council being present, 
Lord Ranelagh, though no ways concerned himself, a defalcation to 
them being one to him, opposing all along their pretences. As to 
the intentions of Lord Ranelagh and partners to apply the defalcation 
thus allowed to the arrears of the Army now paying in, the King is 
assured that, by his grant to them, they have not in the least a power 
either to judge of, or apply their defalcations when and where they 
think fit. All they can do is to offer their pretences to his Majesty 
or the Lord Lieutenant and Council, who are thereupon to give 
judgment and orders. Lord Ranelagh has been so far from desiring 
leave to apply this defalcation to the said arrears, that he has not 
yet even demanded any allowance for it, any more than for several 
other sums he has disbursed for the King’s service, though not 
within his contract, and he has assured his Majesty, that, as hitherto 
he has gone on with the due payment of the Army without any stop 
or deduction, though the Farmers upon pretences have detained 
great sums from him, he will continue paying them their just 
dues, referring himself for allowances and defalcations till the 
present war be ended, when his Majesty may assign him 
satisfaction on what fund he shall think most convenient, so his 
Excellency was much misinformed by those who suggested that 
Lord Ranelagh had any such design, nor can the King understand 
how the Treasury is quite taken away from the Lord Lieutenant, 
and that he is forced to guess at what is intended to be done, since 
his Majesty will remember that no payment can be made by Lord 
Ranelagh without a warrant first signed by the Lord Lieutenant, 
which is all any Lord Lieutenant ever had to do with the Treasury, 
except the disposal of the concordatum money, which continues in 
the same method it didformerly. Besides, Lord Ranelagh is obliged 
by a positive clause in his contract to give as often as required a 
particular account of all his proceedings, and thereupon to follow 
such directions as the Lord Lieutenant shall think fit. As to Lord 
Ranelagh’s soliciting and procuring orders without first acquainting 
the Lord Lieutenant, it is alleged that he never yet asked any 
letter from his Majesty, but what was warranted by his covenants, 
that no letter on his asking has been signed without being shown 
to the Lord Treasurer, and his approbation had thereon; that all 
letters thus signed have been directed to the Lord Lieutenant solely, 
who may represent, upon receiving any direction, what he judges 
convenient for the King’s service. As to what is said, that the 
present establishment has not at all provided for the supporting of 
defects and contingencies, which always happen, the King says the 
money allowed for concordatwm is designed only for those uses, and 
that he cannot find there was ever in any establishment any other 

rovision made for them, which is at least as much now as in Lord 

obartes’ time, or the greatest part of Lord Berkeley’s government. 
Besides what the concordatum affords, he finds by a paper transmitted 
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from the Lord Lieutenant that the extraordinary charge of the 
troops of the army being quartered by turns at Dublin is defrayed 
out of the sea regiment money, and that several gifts, to which the 
concordatum is properly liable, are fastened on that fund.

I dispatched to you Cornet Dowsett about 9 yesterday, 
who brought you, I doubt not, last night the news we had of Monsr. 
d’Estrées nearing the Isle of Wight. We expect him in sight next 
flood. I chose this road to expect him, being most fitting to consult 
and set our ships in order for our next design, but it is my duty to 
tell you our defects, which besides our careless setting out as want of 
flags for signs, good rigging, graplins against fireships and many’ 
more I am sure to hear on, our want will be undertaking officers. 
I could have wished you at the council we had when the Dutch 
appeared. You would have found then the weak hearts amongst us, 
and doubtless, if I had not been positive, the opinion would have been 
to quit the post, and retire, alleging that it was so resolved when 
there was a greater strength in the River of ships and fireships than 
now we had. Sir J. Harman is sick, Narbrough not like to be here. 
Judge then in what loss I shall be of commanding officers. I there- 
fore once more desire you to try to get Sir R. Holmes into play, Mr. 
Barthu telling me he was sure Sir Robert desired to go on any 
honourable conditions. Pray propose this way to his Majesty, which 
is to make him a Lieut.-General, or send him aboard, and I will give 
him the command, when there’s occasion and without any disturbance 
to the officers of the fleet ; in the meantime he shall go in my ship. 
Mr. Barthu will tell you more, I have discoursed-of this with him at 
large, and pray assure his Majesty I have no other design in this 
but his service. Postscript. As I was closing this, an Ostender 
came on board, who relates that the Zealand fleet will not be ready 
a good while, and that De Ruyter lies in Schonveldt with 60 sail.

Yesterday at the Committee, my Lord enquired for some papers 
remaining in your hands, concerning martial law, amongst which 
was-one written with the King’s own hand about mustering of men. 
I looked over all the papers in your desk, but could not find these.

Inland advices recewed that day. Harwich, 11 May.—One of 
our packet-boats arrived about 9 this morning from Holland 
advises, that the Dutch fleet lay about the Island of Schowen, 
that they account themselves about 50 men-of-war, that the 
Holland squadron is with them, and that the Zealanders are 
very backward in their preparations. We hear by a second

Yesterday afternoon the Weymouth, amerchantman of this place, 
broke loose, and drove itself and another vessel against our 
wooden bridge, and broke down a great part of it.

May.—A Swede is come, which met two capers at sea, and we hear 
of three others besides, that have lately appeared off Scarborough. 
We have stopped all Dutch ships here, because of the Dutch 
jleet being out. Rye, 10 May.—The fleet continues at anchor 
off this place, expecting the French fleet, and the other men-of- 
war from Portsmouth.

You will find your name has been made use of 
here, but much to your honour you are fully cleared of any im- 
putation which can be laid upon you for countenancing the 
exercising of any foreign jurisdiction in this kingdom, as appears 
by the conclusion of the first examination. This gentleman, Peter 
Talbot, having early notice of Byrne’s petition, has been very 
sedulous to take in all papers and letters which were under his 
hand, so that much of the discovery of this matter has been pre- 
vented by his knowledge of this petition. I have given him his 
pass, and left him at his choice either to make use of it presently, 
or stay till he could clear himself of the crimes laid to his charge.

Examination of Dr. Oliver Plunkett} titular Archbishop of 
Armagh. Asked what he knows of any foreign jurisdiction 
exercised by Peter Talbot, he says, he heard he excommunicated 
Jriar John Byrne of Kileock, and he saw a letter from the said 
Talbot in his own hand, directed to Dr. Patrick Plunkett, titular 
Bishop of Meath, setting forth that he had declared Byrne 
excommunicated for not obeying an interdict on the inhabitants 
of Kilcock, and desiring the said Patrick Plunkett to warn all 
the parish priests of the diocese of Meath to beware of the said 
Jriar as of an excommunicated person. Being demanded what 

he knew or had heard concerning the levying of moneys in 
Ireland from the Roman Catholics for agency abroad on their 
behalf, he says about Candlemas Term in 1670[-1] being in 
Dublin, he was called to a meeting by the said Talbot at the 
house of Capt., now Sir Thomas, Newcombe, at Oxmantown, 
where many of the Irish nobility and gentry were assembled of 
all the provinces except Ulster, but none of the clergy that he 
remembers were present except Talbot and himself. There 
Talbot propounded that the examinate should exact moneys from 
the clergy of Ulster for the agency of Col. Talbot in England 
on behalf of the Roman Catholics in Ireland. The examinate 
answered that he did not know before of any such meeting about 
that affair, and that he could not consent or conclude of any such 
matter, none of the said province being present, and he thouhgt 
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it dangerous for him to undertake the levying of money of the 
King’s subjects without authority. Then it was further pro- 
pounded by the Earl of Westmeath that those present should give 
a voluntary contribution. Thereupon Talbot and the examinate 
each said he would give 101. But the examinate being informed 
the day after by George Plunkett, priest in St. Thomas Street, that 
Talbot was levying the said 101. of his clergy, and that he, the said 
George, ta the best of the examinate’s remembrance, gave 20s. 
towards it, and had also paid 20s. before to Talbot towards the 
agency of Mr. Netterville in England, and perceiving the said 
money was exacted from the clergy there, when Mr. Tu[i]te, 
being collector for the said money, came to demand his 101., he 
told him he would not pay any moneys till he had spoken with his 
clergy in the province of Armagh, as well as Talbot had done 
with his in Leinster. And afterwards the examinate declined 
the payment thereof, and neither received nor paid any part of 
at, nor did any other to his knowledge pay any part of it, but 
several of the gentry at the said meeting then promised payment 
towards the said agency, but the eraminate does not remember 
their names or what they promised to pay, except that Francis 
Barnewell promised 51. Lord Berkeley being then Lord 
Lieutenant, he went presently to him, and acquainted him with 
the said meeting and passages there, which his Excellency said 
he had notice of already and advised him not to contri- 
bute anything towards the charges of any agency, which 
the examinate observed accordingly, and a day or two after 
went out of Dublin, and does not know what was acted 
there in the said affair afterwards. Being further demanded 
what he knows of Talbot’s declaring to him and others of the 
clergy here of any power he had from his Majesty over them all 
or of his exercising thereof, he says in 1670, in the time of 
Lord Berkeley's government, he himself summoned all the Roman 
Catholic archbishops and bishops to Dublin to declare their 
loyalty to his Majesty, where they met and drew up a remon- 
strance. And variance happening as to who should deliver it 
to his Excellency, after they had all signed it, and it had been 
agreed that Sir Nicholas Plunkett should present it, this dis- 
pleasing Talbot, he declared before the said bishops that he 
had authority from his Majesty to oversee and govern all the 
Roman clergy of Ireland. The examinate answered that he 
desired to see the said authority under his Majesty’s hand. and 
seal or such a signification thereof from some of his ministers 
as should oblige his obedience thereunto, which when Talbot 
could not or would not produce, he told him that neither he nor 
any of them was bound to obey him. Moreover Talbot wrote 
about eight months ago to the titular Bishop of Meath, declaring 
that Father Patrick Maginn had lately written to him by Lord 
Arlington’s order, to the purpose aforesaid, viz., that he should 
admonish or oversee the actions of all the Romish clergy 
of Ireland, and give notice of such misdemeanours as he should 
observe in them to his Majesty’s ministers to have offenders 
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punished according to their demerits, and that having observed 
many things acted by the Romish Archbishop of Armagh fit to 
be corrected, and particularly about changing a certain nick- 
name viz.: MacIchy (in English the son of a blind man) which 
Talbot said was now really become a surname, and was in the 
power only of the King and Parliament to alter, the said Arch- 
bishop of Armagh should retract what he had done in prohibiting 
the custom of using such nick-names in families or else should be 
punished by his Majesty’s ministers. Whereupon the examinate, 
being informed by the said Patrick Plunkett and others, that 
Talbot had frequently given out he had such an authority over 
the examinate and all the rest from his Majesty or his ministers, 
and having got into his hands Talbot's said letter sent it over 
to Lord Philip Howard, almoner to the Queen, to know whether 
Talbot had any such power, as he pretends, from his Majesty 
or any of his ministers. The Lord Almoner answered that no 
such power was given to Talbot from his Majesty or Lord 
Arlington or any other of his ministers. 8 May. 


Examination of Edmund Wall, a Dominican friar. About five 
months since to the deponent’s best remembrance, after Mass 
at the Dominican Chapel in Bridge Street, Dublin, Peter Talbot 
declared that friar John Byrne was excommunicated by the 
laws of the church for violating an interdict he had put on the 
town of Kilcock, and exhorted all persons to beware of him. 
5 May. 


Examination of Edward Chamberlain, a Dominican friar. To 
the same effect as the last. [4 pages. Copies. S.P. Ireland, 
Car. II. 383, No. 1601.] 


Examination of John Reynolds of Dublin, a Dominican friar. 
8 Sept. last at the Dominican Chapel in Bridge Street, Talbot 
in person declared friar John Byrne an excommunicated 
person, as the deponent was informed by persons present, and 
2 Dec. last Talbot likewise declared the said excommunication 
at the Jesuits’ Chapel, Dublin, as the deponent is likewise in- 
formed. Thursday or Friday before St. Martin’s Day last, 
Talbot in presence of the deponent and many other Romish 
clergy at a public assembly in Bridge Street aforesaid, declared 
that Byrne was an excommunicated person, and the ques- 
tion whether it was lawful jor them to imprison him 
was resolved in the affirmative. The deponent and William 
Ash, a Dominican friar, were then, employed by Talbot to 
Byrne with a warrant from Sir Maurice Eustace to show tt to 
Byrne and to persuade him to depart from Kilcock, otherwise 
the warrant should be put in execution. Last October at a 
public meeting of the Romish clergy at Bridge Street, the 
deponent being present, Talbot publicly declared he had an 
authority and power from the King over the Romish clergy of 
Ireland, to banish, punish, and correct them, and the said 
Talbot wrote several letters to that purpose, and particularly to 
Oliver Plunkett, titular Primate of Armagh, and to Constantine 
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Keeffe, Provincial of the Dominicans. The first was shown and 
read to the deponent by the titular Bishop of Meath, and was 
to that effect. Talbot commanded the deponent to write to the 
said Provincial to come to Dublin within ten days, otherwise he 
would have him clapped up in prison by virtue of his said power 
Jrom his Majesty. The deponent being at an assembly of the 
Romish Clergy in Dublin, Talbot declared that a marriage then 
celebrated by a Protestant minister betwixt two persons whereof 
one was a Roman Catholic and the other'a Protestant, viz. : 
Simon Luttrell and a daughter of Sir Thomas Newcomen was 
not lawful, and shortly after, as the deponent heard, the said 
parties were married again by Talbot. 5 May. 


Examination of Christopher Farrell,a Dominican friar. Talbot, 
in the Dominican Chapel in Bridge Street, the deponent being 
present, declared about a week or ten days ago that Byrne was 
an excommunicate person de jure for disobeying an interdict 
on the town of Kilcock. The deponent has heard that Talbot 
threatened to excommunicate also Dr. Anthony French at the 
Capuchins’ Chapel in Dublin, but knows not whether he was 
excommunicated. The deponent has heard from Friar Rey- 
nolds and John Ussher, a Jesuit, that Talbot had a commission 
or other authority from the King to punish the Romish clergy 
of Ireland that should be refractory to their swperiors. 5 May. 





Examination of Michael Fullam, a Dominican friar. Concern- 
ing Talbot’s declaring Byrne excommunicate at the Dominican 
Chapel, and his hearing him declare he had an authority from 
England, as in several of the previous examinations. 5 May. 


Examination of Ignatius Gernon, a Franciscan friar. He had 
heard from Anthony Garland, a Franciscan, that Talbot had 
threatened him and others that he would excommunicate him, 
| if he would not leave Dublin, and that the said Anthony had 
lived at Dundalk for several years past, by reason of the said 
Talbot's prosecution against him. The deponent has heard 
that Valentine Cruise, John Read, and Francis Coppinger 
have likewise been removed from Dublin by Talbot's threats, 

| and that F'rancis Coppinger was removed from being Provincial 

, in this kingdom by the See of Rome, contrary to the customs of 
this kingdom, which used to choose their own Provincial, and 
that the authority for removing Coppinger was sent into this 
kingdom to Talbot.

Examination of Dennis Egan, parish priest of Kileock, co. 
Kildare. Being demanded if he received any letters or orders 
from Talbot lately concerning excommunicating Byrne, or for 
interdicting the parishioners of Kilcock, he says about August 
last he received a letter from him commanding him to forbid 

the parishioners of Kilcock to hear Byrne’s Mass. He 

that brought it (he does not now remember who it was) 
also delivered him a message from Talbot to read the 
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letter to Byrne, which he did at the Market Cross m 
Kilcock, divers others being present. Last September he received 
by the hands of Patrick Realy, a parish priest, an trstrument 
signed by John Whelan and Dominic Dempsey, Vicars or 
Deputy Vicars-general, and dated 12 Aug. last, a copy whereo 
is annexed, the contents whereof he published to some of the 
parishioners of Kileock, and showed it to others. Being 
demanded to produce the letter received last August, he said that, 
after he had a summons to appear to be examined, he acquainted 
Talbot therewith and showed him his letter, which Talbot took 
into his own hands and kept it, and that that very morning he 
attended the said Talbot, and desired to have the letter again, 
but Talbot told him he had broken it, but would acknowledge its 
contents, if required. The examinate being further demanded 
whether he had not forbidden the parishioners of Kilcock to hear 
his own Mass or denied to christen their children, says he did 


forbid them, and was commanded by his superiors to do so, 


because they did not obey the said interdict, and that he had 
christened children, but had refused to admit some of the said 
parishioners to be godfathers jor the same reason of disobedience.

The said instrument. That the moderation of the Government in 


not prosecuting the Roman Catholic clergy for exercising thew 
functions might not be abused by our indiscretion in being too 
public therein, it was ordered by our spiritual superiors that 
those thought guilty of that fault should moderate their zeal, so 
that the neighbouring Protestants might have no cause of 
complaint. The only person who did not comply with 
their orders is Byrne, Dominican prior of Kilcock, who, 
not content to travel up and down the country in his monastic 
habit, ceases not to blow his horn to assemble the people in his 
chapel there to Mass and sermons, it being one of the greatest 
roads and markets of this kingdom.

He contemning this command 
also and continuing to blow his horn without any regard to the 
laws of the land or the canons of the Church, we, being con- 
cerned for the souls and peaceable behaviour of the Roman 
Catholics of the Diocese of Kildare, which the said Byrne 
disturbs, declare, that by his disobedience and his continwancy 
in his dangerous and damnable courses, he has separated him- 
self from the communion of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
therefore all members of the same Church are bound to shun 
his conversation, and also that of those of whom he pretends to 
be superior, and who live in his | priory?], neither ought they to 
give him or them any alms, but to look wpen them as vagabonds 
or sturdy beggars, and all are bownd to obey the justiees or 
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. constables, when their aid is required for apprehending or 

leading to prison the said Byrne, if the magistrates think fit 
to punish his crimes. This we only declare, and we do not 
intend to exercise any foreign jurisdiction contrary to the laws 
of the land; but only advertise the Roman Catholics that 
Byrne’s priestly character or religious profession can be no 
protection for his seditious and scandalous proceedings, nor 
ought to deter them from helping the King’s officers to apprehend 
or carry him to prison when legally required.

Examination 0) Daniel Byrne of Kilcock, innkeeper. Since 
October last, Gerald Nugent, Jesuit, parish priest of Killdrought, 
Dominic Dempsey and John Whelan, pretended Vicars-General 
of Kildare, Patrick Realy, parish priest of Donadea, and 
Dennis Egan, parish priest of Kilcock, in several assemblies 
before many hundreds of men and women interdicted the town 
and inhabitants of Kilcock, by special orders, as they declared, 
of Peter Talbot, titular Archbishop of Dublin. The deponent 
has seen, in the said Egan’s hands, the authority sent from 
Talbot as aforesaid, and Egan declared to the deponent that, 
till the townsmen of Kilcock were absolved by the said titular 
Archbishop from their interdict, they could not lawfully speak or 
drink one neighbour with another, or be gossips, and that they 
were incapable of any Christian burial.

child, because the godfathers and godmothers lay under the 
. interdict. The deponent saw a letter signed Peter Talbot to

Examination of Edmond Fyan, merchant, of Kileock. About a 
quarter of a year ago he was at Mass at Kilcock, when Dennis 
Egan declared the town interdicted, and that, as he declared, 
by authority from Peter Talbot, titular Archbishop of Dublin. 
The deponent has heard and believes that the said town still 
lies under the said interdict, the cause of it being a difference 
betwiat Friar Byrne and the said Egan. About a fortnight 
ago the deponent heard that the said Egan at Mass forewarned 
the people of Kilcock that were interdicted to come to Mass 
there. He knows of no money collected for agency in England 
or elsewhere, but what the priests demanded for Easter offerings 
and such like perquisites.

Examination of Patrick Plunkett, titular Bishop of Meath. 
17 June, 1670, at a meeting of five or six Romish Bishops at 
Mr. Reynolds’ house at the Bridgefoot, Dublin, Peter Talbot 
declared that he had authority from his Majesty of England to 
correct and punish all the Romish clergy of Ireland, which 
being disapproved by some present, and particularly by Oliver 
Plunkett, titular Primate of Armagh, who desired to see it, 
saying of it were so he would obey it, the said Talbot did not 
produce any such authority.

whom the victuallers shall be appointed to deliver the victuals to 
be a sufficient voucher to them to pass on their account. His 
Majesty further agrees with the said victuallers for the 
victualling of 15,000 land soldiers for two months, to be 
allowed each the same proportion of biscuit and cheese, but no 
beer, for which they are to receive 4d. per man per diem, and 
to have the biscuit bags returned them or be paid for them as 
aforesaid, and the like receipts to be sufficient discharges to 
them for passing their accounts.

The Lord Lieutenant to the Earl of Arlington. I received a letter 
from his Majesty concerning the abatement of the year’s value to 
Lady Courcy, which, as I usually do in such cases, I have communi- 
cated to the Treasury Commissioners here, whose answer, with the 
copy of his Majesty’s letter I have herewith transmitted to you, 
which when you have perused, I presume I need not set forth the 
inconveniencies that may follow on such a precedent, if it should be 
allowed that a stop should be made on any part of the money pay- 
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able on the establishment, and therefore I cannot but conclude that 
some other course will be taken for the lady’s satisfaction. There 
is a bargain made on his Majesty’s behalf with Col. Sandys, for a 
piece of ground near a fort, at Galway, being so necessary to that 
place, as indeed his Majesty cannot be without it. The sum agreed 
on is 800/. payable out of any moneys not comprehended in Lord 
Ranelagh’s grant, but the gentleman, not finding anything whereon 
to fix it, petitioned to have it placed on the Concordatum, which his 
Majesty referred to me. This gave me ground to search into the 
bargain and having heard it was a little unreasonable on the 
King’s part I appointed Sir Francis Gore, the present, and Col. 
Lessone, the late Governor, and Francis Morgan, an alderman of 
Galway, to give me an account on what terms Col. Sandys acquired 
it, knowing it to be part of the lot of the ’49 officers. I enclose a copy 
of their return, wherein you will find this land was set out to them 
as & compensation for 118/., and these men conceive its true value 
to be no more, for which his Majesty has covenanted to pay 
Col. Sandys 800/. The best thing I know of this contract is that the 
money is not yet paid. Part I am told he has received, but I am 
not certain how much. I have had the good luck to make a better 
agreement for his Majesty with the Bishop of Ossory for Chichester 
House. I have saved the King some money in rent and have still 
reserved it in his power either to purchase the house at the rate he 
values it at, or in some years time to declare the bargain void. Before 
this comes, I suppose you will have received a letter from us here cone 
cerning farthings. I earnestly desire that, if any be sent, they may be 
the very same which were lately coined for the use of England, for if 
of a meaner sort it would give great opportunity for counterfeiting 
them. If we cannot have the self same farthings, his Majesty may 
please to refer it to me to provide for this country in that particu- 
lar, and I will take the best care I can to see it done with most 
advantage to the public. I confess there may be a gain of 4,000I. 
or perhaps 5,000/. or 6,000/. to the person who shall have the 
uttering of them, but whatever I do in such a thing, I desire it ma 

be barefaced and known what profit arises from it; yet doubtless, if 
we can have the self same farthings now current in England it will 
be most convenient for the public. I must not omit to mention that 
Lord William O’Brien, the Earl of Inchiquin’s son, pretends on his 
father’s account to have some interest in the uttering of farthings 
here. Therefore if he should offer anything on that subject, I only 
warn you he is a person concerried. We have had several debates 
in Council about the raising the value of Spanish money here. 
There has been great difference of opinion among men of all sorts, 
which seems strange to me in a thing of this nature, which is not 
merely notional, but rather practical and experimental. I confess 
I cannot be convinced how the calling of any sort of money more 
than it really is, can make the world take it for more than its 
intrinsic value, nor can I discern how anything can make the 
kingdom abound with silver but the true fixing of the balance of 
trade. However in a matter so much disputed I dare not be over 
positive of my being in the right. Therefore, if his Majesty shall 
think fit to consult about it, Mr. Henry Slingsby, Master of the 
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Mint, is a person very proper to be advised with, whom I have 
heard myself discourse very rationally on this subject. Sure I am 3 
that the want of money is very great in this kingdom, 4 
but the causes of it evidently proceed from the great quantities . 
carried out for the pay of those regiments now maintained 
in England, as also from persons of great fortunes, who, their 
estates being here, constantly reside and spend their revenues there, 
but chiefly from the war, which has hindered all trade here, and 
stopped the exportation of all our native commodities. Proper! 
remedies, when seasonable, ought to be applied to these evils, and 
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in the meantime, till the war be ended, we must weather it out as a 
well as we can. I acknowledge yours of the 10 May with some a

Yours of the 16th offered me an occasion of 
shewing my desire to serve you, but Sir J. Werden is with the Duke 
at Rye, and Lord Arlington is not yet arrived from Euston. Mr. 
Bridgeman being now with the King and Duke, I think it 
proper, and Sir R. Carr advises, to recommend it to him to solicit 
for convoys for your equipage, as I do by express this very moment. 
Perchance you may not have heard what Mr. Henshaw writes from 
Copenhagen of the 8rd, that a Holland caper lately brought in a 
Scotch ship to Bergen, taken some say 15 leagues, others-9, off that 
coast ; Monsr. Greffenfeild says but 5. The governor sent to demand 
the prize as belonging to the subjects of an ally, taken in their 
master’s streams. The caper having refused to part with it was at last 
compelled by force, and lost one man in the scuffle. He himself was 
sent for in custody to be questioned for his misdemeanour. The 
Holland ministers talk high upon it in that Court, and call it a 
breach of the peace. "Tis thought they hope by this to make all 
other nations take notice of the extent of their streams. The Senate 
of Venice has chosen a new Resident for England, Signor 
Paolo Sanotti, who has had four Residentships already, though 
not yet 40. Lord Sunderland’s of the 14th says he is still 
sick, and would not desire you to stay for him at Liége, but 
that that part of your equipage which was made at Paris should 
be sent to you, and that his physician gave him hopes he should 
quickly follow. The Duke of Monmouth is entered on his command 
of Lieut.-General of the French Army, and the King expresses 
himself extremely satisfied with him. Lord Duras’ troop has like- 
wise joined the King’s forces at Courtrai. They are much esteemed 
by his Most Christian Majesty, and joined with the Garde du Corps 
in a brigade, and do equal duty with them. On Friday morning 
the French squadron joined with the fleet under Prince Rupert, 
then but 24 ships, besides fireships, tenders, &c., but the rest are 
expected every moment.

Lord Alington to Lord[Arlington]. As the plenipotentiaries about 
8 yesterday evening were ready to sail for Calais, the Anne, that lay 
headmost of the frigates now in this road, discovered a fleet coming 
up to them, believed to be the Dutch of about 70 sail, which gave us 
so warm an alarm that every one prepared to receive them and some 
let slip their cables. The Ambassadors sent an advice boat to the 
Prince and an express to Rye to give him notice of it. This 
made me about 9 go on board the Anne, where I found our captains 
together consulting, and, after discourse that usually happens where 
one is not ordered to command in chief, they concluded in a resolution 
whereof I send you a copy, and sent the Greyhound with it to the 
Prince. About 11 the Nieuport packet-boat informed us they were a 
fleet.of Hamburgers of about 30 sail. However the Anne, Mary Rose, 
Assurance and Guernsey made up towards them. About 3 this 
morning we discovered them to be what was told us by the packet-boat, 
and our two scouts, the Nightingale and Pearl, with them. When 
they came near us, we found them to be 28 sail, and one 
man-of-war, their convoy, of 54 guns. The Anne fired a gun, 
at which they all lowered their topsails, and their man-of-war 
saluted us with 5 guns, as did likewise two of their merchant- 
men, and they had the usual returns. Capt. Eliot sent his 
lieutenant on board their convoy to have the captain or lieuten- 
ant come aboard him. The lieutenant came and excused the 
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captain on his indisposition. He told us they came out of the 
Elbe three days ago, that all things were quiet, and that they 
had not heard any of the armies had been lately on action. As 
they were yesterday off Ostend, between the Wielings and the 
West Cape, a Dutch man-of-war of 86 guns came up to them and told 
them where our fleet lay, and that ours was joined with the French, 
that Van Tromp came to their fleet last Friday, and that they 
were now 80 sail of fighting ships. The Hamburger told me he 
did not see their fleet, nor did he believe they were so many 
as reported. Three of this Hamburg fleet went off last night 
for the Downs, bound for London, part of their lading hemp; 
the rest are bound for Spain and Portugal. Fourteen frigates 
are now in this road, taking in provisions, some have been here 
these ten days. I believe the ill weather has been the occasion of their 
long stay, but they complain very much of the victuallers. This 
evening I embark for Calais, where I hope to find our ambassa- 
dors, for they cannot get from thence till to-morrow morning.

formerly made for the due execution of this said Act obliging us 
thereto. Great quantities of powder also are weekly exported hence to 
London without cocquet or security under pretence of his Majesty’s 
goods, but whose it is, or whither it goes, we are not able to give an 
account.

Hull, 18 May.—Yesterday 
arrived a light billander from Ostend which came thence last 
Thursday, and says the Dutch fleet lay within five leagues of 
Flushing, about 70 sail in all. Harwich, 20 May.—lIf the passengers 
from Holland are to be credited, the Dutch look upon themselves 
as unable to engage our fleet, and therefore intend to keep them 
in to secure the Maes, believing we intend to make some attempt 
thereabouts, or else patiently to expect what advantage winds, 
want of victuals, sands, or shoals may in 5 or 6 months afford them. 
Plymouth, 17 May.—Nonews. Newcastle, 17 May.—The easterly 
wind keeps our laden fleet still in port. Rye, 20 May.—This morning 
the fleet weighed and stood off tosea. In the afternoon we heard 
so many guns, we judged it an engagement, but a boat came in 
this evening says it was only salutes at the coming of the Royal 
Sovereign and other ships to the fleet.

I enclose this packet to you, 
because it is only on the interest of him to whom it is directed 
that we depend, and consequently it is materially the King’s 
service it should be sent immediately where it is directed, and 
therefore I hope you will pardon the trouble. I presume Prince 
Rupert has given you an account of Monsr. d’Estrées having 
passed over the difficulty of setting up the union flag, which was 
done yesterday when the Prince was on board him. Last night 
a yacht was sent for the Severeign and all the other ships in the 
river. She is also to call at Harwich for the Swiftswre. We 
have a fine gale, that will, if it stands, carry us in 24 hours where 
we would be, and when we are there, our business will be con- 
certed before we come in sight, and then, with God’s help, there 
is reason to expect we shall give .our master a good account of 
our business in a few hours. We have been looking over the 
fighting and sailing instructions, in the translation of which into 
French there are many gross and very material errors, which will be 
rectified to-day and sent on board Monsr. d’Estrées. The boat is 
going, and therefore I have no more time.

If this 
small stay brings us the Sovereign and the other ships in the 
River, which was partly the design, it will be a considerable addi- 
tion to our fleet, which, as it is, appears to me of a vast force and what 
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none the Dutch have can possibly withstand, humanly speaking, 
yet I am of opinion, if their fleet be al] together, they will rather 
put to sea and hazard in that way than let us practise any design 
upon them in their harbours. I say this, because I believe it were 
cheaper for them to be beaten t’other way, and they are for having 
all things at the best rate. The ammunition ships are not yet come 
to us, which put the Prince somewhat in pain, but I got an exact 
list of what they have on board whilst they were at Sheerness, 
which I showed him, and finding by it that everything was provided 
that he desired, he was satisfied and extremely pleased with the 
punctual performance of the Master of the Ordnance. I am 
extremely in pain for the recruits of my regiment, but I have, I 
hope, satisfied the Duke by Sir J. Werden that I have taken for it 
the best method I could at this distance.

They are about 12 miles from us, and are 
at least 150 sail. Harwich, 21 May.—This morning came the 
Essex ketch from the coast of Holland. Last Sunday afternoon 
he saw the Dutch fleet, about 45 men-of-war, on the back of 
Yarmouth Sands, and after having for some time stood back- 
wards and forwards they all made sail for their own coast. 
The Swiftsure has been out, but was forced in again by 
contrary winds. Lyme, 21 May.—By a vessel from Guernsey 
we have advice of the good condition of that island. Last 
night and this morning arrived here ten barks of this place 
from Morlaix. A_ fleet of 19 merchantmen came _ thence 
at the same time, convoyed by a French man-of-war. Weymouth, 

19 May.—Yesterday afternoon the mayor and bailiffs of this 
town, being justices of the peace, with their constables, went to 
a meeting of Independents and broke it up. Dartmouth, 
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20 May.—This coast is at present pretty clear of capers. 
Portsmouth, 22 May.—The Centurion, convoy for the Straits, 
is at Spithead, and so are the Drake and Spragg, which came 
convoy to some merchantmen from Morlaix. Pendennis, 19 
May.—VYesterday came in here two or three small vessels from 
Bordeaux bound for Ostend. About 60 Swedes, Hamburgers, 
dc., came with them from Bordeaux. Aldeburgh, 21 May.— 
Last Monday we had an alarm of the Dutch fleets being on 
the coast, but it was a mistake. Boston, 21 May.—We 
hear of no capers on the coast, so our vessels begin to venture 
abroad without convoy. Harwich, 22 May.—-We have advice 
that the fleet anchored last night off the North Foreland which 
bore from them S.W. and by S. about 4 leagues, and this 
morning early they stood N.E., having the wind fresh at W. 
Deal, 22 May.—Last night the fleet anchored at the Flats of 
the Foreland, N.N.E. of it, about 3 or 4 leagues off, in very 
good ground. About 7 this morning they weighed, the wind ai 
S.W., and stood off to sea towards the coast of Holland with a 
topsail gale. The Prince has with him about 80 stout men-of- 
war.

Last Tuesday the Prince weighed from Dungeness, 
and anchored that night off the North Foreland, and yesterday 
morning sailed thence towards the coast of Zealand, in search of the 
Dutch fleet, which, we are informed, lay in the Wielings, above 80 
men-of-war besides fireships and other vessels, yet according to all 
advices but meanly manned. Our fleet consists of above 150 sail 
of all sorts, whereof about 80 are men-of-war. The Sovereign and 
Victory are still in the River, but will sail in a few days after the 
fleet to join them. The town and indeed every place here is full of 
the Lord Treasurer’s laying down his staff, and they will have it 
that the Treasurer of the Navy is to succeed him, which by some 
circumstances seems not improbable altogether, but this is only 
town talk. By the last letters from Sir B. Gascon it seems the 
Emperor isunwilling yet to declare his mind concerning the Princess 
of Innsbruck, though it is concluded on all hands he intends her 
for himself, and that he has been much pressed to it as well by Sir 
Bernard, as the Empress, his mother.

they would fetch him thence. Lord Belasyse’s regiment is now 
commanded by the Earl of Northampton on that Lord’s resignation. 
Yesterday’s letters from Dover say that about noon on Wednesday 
the fleet was sailing by therefor the North with a very fair leading gale 
at S.W., and that they guessed them about that time to be upon 
the Banks of Flanders. From France we hear that the King since 
receiving the ratification of the treaty between the Elector of 
Brandenburg and himself had sent a courier to his envoy at the 
Emperor’s Court with a copy of the same, with orders to complain 
to the Emperor of the breach of his word made before the beginning 
of the war with Holland, that he would not concern himself in it, 
since which he has sent his army down the Rhine, and so retarded 
his conquests, and to tell him that, if he should do the like this 
year, he would send his army into his Hereditary Countries to repel 
force by force, his Most Christian Majesty declaring them only his 
enemies that succoured them. At the same time returned another 
courier from Spain with that Queen’s answer to the French King’s 
demands to have Spain quit wholly the Dutch interest, but the 
answer is not yet known. (News from Rye the same as that 
calendared ante p. 278.) We hear this morning from Harwich that 
early yesterday the fleet sailed from the North Foreland, where they 
had anchored the night before, for the North East, standing over 
for the Holland coast, having a fair topsail gale.

I have put in his room his son, George Warren, a very worthy 
person. All is at his Royal Highness’s pleasure, but I desire your 
intercession on their behalf. If lomit anything, it is by being troubled 
at a very great loss I sustained since I was out, which, without my 
presence at home, will ruin me and mine. I therefore beg your inter- 
cession with his Royal Highness for my liberty to set my family in 
order, without which my estate is wholly lost. Capt. Narbrough is 
of opinion not to stir hence till an answer is received to know his 
Royal Highness’ pleasure, because it is not certain how or where 
the enemies’ fleet is, with which I comply in my opinion, though I 
would have those ships with the fleet-as soon as may be, and I hope 
to receive order to that purpose by the next post, except a fair wind 
present, and certain news how the fleets are, when I shall venture 
to come for the Downs.

Capt. Richard Haddock to the Navy Commissioners. The 22nd 


we sailed from the Flats of the North Foreland, and that evening 
anchored thwart of Ostend, it bearing S.E. by 8. 5 leagues distant. 
Then we saw the Dutch fleet, who came to sail, some of them, and 
plied to the westwards, and berthed themselves nearer the Split 
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Channel. The 23rd we weighed, sailed and drove, being little wind, 
till we had Ostend steeples south somewhat easterly 5 leagues 
distant, where we now ride within the Oyster Banks in 11 fathoms. 
The Northeastermost part of the Dutch fleet bear offus E.N.E., and 
the Southwest end, Kast southerly near 3 leagues distant from us. 
They consist of 84 sail small and great, more we cannot count, nor 
can our scouts which have been very near them, of men-of-war, 
fireships and others. Part of them ride open of the Split Channel 
if not in it, and others near the Dorloo Channel. We judge 
by their small number that the Amsterdam squadron is not 
yet joined with them. Since we anchored here we have 
had: very bad weather, wind at W.S.W. and S.W. Some of 
our ships have broke from their ground tackle, the St. Michael 
for one drove a mile or two and brought up again, and now 
rides abreast of us. His Highness commands me to write you to 
provide and send a cable or two for that ship and one or two for us. 
Two small French ships on the windward side yesterday ranged foul 
of each other. One lost his head and bowsprit and since his fore- 
mast, and is drove to leewards, but rides in our view; the other we 
cannot perceive to be much damaged. This is all the damage we 
have yet received, as we can perceive. The Sovereign, Victory, 
and Diamond came near the fleet yesterday. They ride now in the 
off gage of us. We want fair weather to attack our neighbours, 
which God send us in good time. Postscript, dated the27th. Since 
writing these lines we have had the wind blow very hard, but now 
little wind at S.E., very thick and rainy. We ride near our anchor, 
ready if the Dutch come out. His Highness desires you to send two 
cables for the St. Michael, she having lost one anchor and cable, and 
two for us. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 845, No. 119.] 


John Lanyon to the Navy Commissioners. My last acquainted 
you with the dispatch of the Hunter, but I omitted to acquaint you 
that the collector of the customs has been with me, demanding custom 
for her, as he says he has order from the Commissioners for the 
Customs to require for all prize ships, as well men-of-war as others.

John Paige to Williamson. I must first congratulate you on 
your safe arrival at Calais. To-day we have received the confirma- 
tion of the sad- news of the taking of our island of St. Helena by 
the Dutch. Last July our company sent out a man-of-war of 36 
guns and 400 tons, with 120 seaman and 75 soldiers carrying 40 
barrels of gunpowder, 30 great guns and 150 muskets with other 
ammunition, to fortify the island, with ironwork, timber, &c. She 
arrived there 16 Nov. last, and about 20 Dec. appeared four ships, 
which proved to be men-of-war belonging to the Dutch East India 
Co., which left Amsterdam in April, 1672, for Cape Bona Speranza, 
where they took in some soldiers. The Admiral had 40 and the 
others 36 and 82 guns, and a pinnace 16. They immediately 
attacked our man-of-war and castle, who defended themselves with 
much resolution, and forced them to leave the road. Two days 
after they went to another place, and landed some men, and were 
there twice repulsed. In the meantime arrived a French ship 
of 22 guns from India, and another of the Company’s of 26 guns, 
but their men were so sickly and weak they added very little to our 
strength. The Dutch continued their daily alarms and landing for ten 
days, till our men were quite harassed and tired out for want of rest, 
so that on New Year’s day they landed 400 men, and took one of 
ours prisoner, who confessed to them the strength of the island. 
We, having not above 170 fighting men, were forced to retire to our 
fort, which they doubted they could not keep, so they embarked, 
both men, women, and children, and carried away what provision 
and ammunition were in the fort, spiking the guns, and went to 
Brazil torefresh, where they hired a nimble Portuguese frigate to ply off 
the island, and give our India ships notice of its being taken, though 
I fear she will be chased away by the Dutch, and so our 12 ships 
expected from India, which are worth 400,000/. or 500,000/., may be 
in great danger of being surprised. A more particular relation is 
sent to Lord Arlington. Yesterday we had the good news of Capt. 
Narbrough’s arrival off Plymouth with 80 merchantmen under his 
convoy of 7 men-of-war, which last Tuesday at daybreak were like 
to be most of them lost on Scilly at a place called the Bishop and 
Clerks. Capt. Narbrough was within twice the length of his ship of 
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the rocks, and so were most of the merchantmen and men-of-war. 
Near 2,000,000 of pieces of eight and in silver were aboard the men- 
of-war.

From all the ports we hear of the thriving condition of 
trade, ships daily going in and out without the least damage, and 
from Plymouth of the arrival of the Straits fleet, and by a vessel 
come to Lyme we hear of a French man-of-war of 16 guns that has 
lately carried four Ostenders into Brest, and four more into Havre. 
We have heard nothing of our fleet to-day, but suppose they are on 
the coast of Holland.

Inland advices received that day. Plymouth, 23 May.—Last 
night and this morning arrived the Straits fleet, about 90 inall. 60 
of them were in great danger, being got amongst the rocks of 
Scilly before they knew where they were, but they all got off with- 
out damage. They were convoyed by the Monmouth, Bristol, Fair- 
fax, new Nonsuch, and two or three more frigates. We have advice 
from Falmouth that some of our Virginia ships are arrived there.

Their staying for 
beer we cannot credit, because our care was such as generally to 
have so much beer ready laden in lighters as to fill two ships, 
before we had notice one was ready to take it in, and, since we have 
heard of their breaking stowage, we have ordered puncheons and 
hogsheads to be sent down to fill them up, but to put other 
provisions in victuallers laden with beer we found inconvenient for 
the service last year, which makes us avoid it now.

Prince Rupert to the Earl of Arlington. Wind all this morning 
S.W., and just now 8.E. I think it my duty to give his Majesty 
this account, which I desire may be presented by you. Tuesday, 
the 20th, after a warm alarm from off Rye, where I then rode at 
anchor, which proved a fleet of Hamburgers, I weighed and turned 
up with the whole fleet to Dungeness, the wind fresh at N.E., and 
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anchored that night, the wind then shifting to 8.8.W. The 21st, I 
weighed again at 3 a.m., and made the best of my way to find out 
the enemy, and proceeded that night to the flats off the [North 

Foreland, and anchored there. The 22nd, at two in the [morning 

I weighed again, and sailed on my course towards Schonveldt 
[where] I had some intelligence the enemy lay. That evening 
proving clear I discovered them from the topmast head 


‘in Schonveldt as we judged, and that night I anchored 


about 7 or 8 leagues from them. They rode at anchor 
in one line EK. from us. On this discovery I resolved to 
attack them, their number seeming not very considerable, that is, 
about 85 the whole fleet. The 23rd I weighed again, having 
concluded and ordered what frigates and fireships should attack first, 
and how the other ships by the soundings of the small crafts before 
them might safely second that attack, but that day proved so great 
a calm that I was forced to drop anchor again, intending on Satur- 
day morning to have attempted them, but Saturday proved a storm, 
and it blew hard all day Saturday, Sunday and Monday, so I was 
then also disappointed. I lie here yet at anchor, but it now rains, 
and is so thick that I cannot discover where they lie. I hope the 
first good weather to give an account of them. Their number 
yesterday, to the best of my intelligence, was 75 great ships and 
flyboats, the small craft and attenders being gone off from them to 


buoy out the channels behind them. But five flags were discovered. 


Whether Amsterdam ships are joined with them I yet know not. 
We have suffered but very little damage in this storm. The Comte 
d’ Estrées own ship sprang her foremast, the outside being all 
rotten before, and one of their fireships lost her bowsprit. I sent 
my carpenter immediately on notice of it to Capt. Young to give 
what assistance I could so as to fish it to make it serviceable at 
present, which is by this time so done, that I hope she need [? not] 
be sent in to refit. The Sovereign, Victory and Diamond are come to 
the fleet, but so ill manned that very little service can be expected 


- from them. The Diamond proves so leaky that she can but just 


swim. No news yet of the Swijtswre. Many ships begin to call for 
victuals, which will, I hope, be sent away to me with all expedition, 
else the service must necessarily suffer. I earnestly desire you to 
press a quick dispatch herein, which at this juncture will be a most 
considerable service to his Majesty’s affairs. [2 pages. S.P.

Prince Rupert to the King. I have forbore writing till now, still 
hoping to send a more pleasing account, but the weather has been 
so stormy, that though we lie within less than two leagues of our 
foe, we durst not attempt to weigh our anchors. It blew so hard 
that we were fain to strike topmasts and yards, and all we could do 
was to keep some ketches under sail to sound the grounds about us. 
This has lasted since the 24th. Last night the wind slackened, so 
we got up our masts and yards. During all this one of my afflictions 
was the contradictions of our ablest pilots. Some would have the 
enemy to lie open of both channels, the Rane in the middle, some 
open of the Split only, for all this while no certain mark was seen 
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but Ostend, but at last by bringing all together, we find they lie from 
the Rane towards the Steenbanck, so that they may either go to sea 
or in, which the first opportunity of weather shall discover to us. 
This morning is so hazy that we cannot see to do anything, though 
we have a fair wind at 8.W. Since the last resolution of coming 
hither I have not yet spoken with my officers, but my resolution is, 
if we drive them in, to anchor in their place, if to sea, to follow them. 
We can find no less water on all these banks than 64 fathoms. Most 
of our fleet lies upon the Oster Bank. The body of the enemy, De 
Ruyter, bears due east of me, Ostend southerly. We anchor in 11 
fathom. Our losses are as yet not considerable. The French, I 
fear, have suffered more than we, but all is not worth troubling your 
Majesty with at present. [Holograph. 2 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

An account of one of our smacks. West Cappell land E. by S.4 
southerly about 4 leagues. Found a mere knoll about two smacks’ 
length 3 fathom under water.

a half from the Vice-Admiral of the Red. This we believe to 
be the end of the Oster Bank, but this knoll was known to none 
of our pilots before.

Col. J. Hamilton to Lord [Arlington]. Thursday, the 23rd, under 
sail off the North Foreland. Early in the morning came up with the 
fleet, Mr. Moore, and the ammunition ships, with very great 
satisfaction to Prince Rupert, not one thing being forgotten of all 
he desired, for which he extremely applauds the care and 
punctuality of the Master of the Ordnance. At 4 p.m. we are just 
come to anchor, Schonveldt bearing E.N.E. between 5 and 6 leagues 
of us, wind §.W. and by 8. At 3 the Pearl came up with us, which 
had been sent a cruising. The commander assures us that 
at 7 this morning he saw the enemy, 80 sail in all, riding 
in Schonveldt. This intelligence cannot err, for we see 
them now from the maintopmast head, and 6 _ frigates, 
of which the Pearl is one, and two ketches are sent to observe their 
motion. 12at night. The Pearl brings word the enemy is under 
sail, their starboard tacks on board, standing for the south end of 
the Schonveldt. Friday morning, 8 o’clock, wind 8. and by W. We 
are under sail and stand §.E. and, by E. to get into our posture, 
which is the French in the middle, the Red squadron to windward, 
and the Blue.to leeward of them. When we are formed thus we shall 
bear down in a front on the enemy, our pilots assuring there is 
water enough for our greatest ships, which if so, we have all the 
advantage that in reason we can expect. They are now told 92 
great and small under sail standing our course, their starboard 
tacks on board, and bear between 8 and 4 leagues E.N.E. of us. 
Some here are of opinion they will go further in towards Flushing, 
in which case it is resolved to set upon them with a squadron of 
frigates and fireships, the names and order of which are in the paper 
enclosed. Friday, 3 p.m., at anchor on the edges of the Oster Bank, 
Ostend bearing 5 or 6 leagues south-easterly of us. Where we ride 
is a great question among the learned, but the most general opinion 
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is that I have set down, the Dutch fleet bearing the nearest end on 
the Rane east southerly, the furthest end E.N.E. northerly. About 
1 we were becalmed, and about 8 the wind came to the east. Now 
it is come southward of east, and in the prospect that we shall have 
it fair to-morrow morning it is resolved to get in order very 
early and fall upon them in the same manner it was 
intended to-day. Tuesday 27th, 6 or 7 am., wind §S. and 
by W. The continued storm since Saturday morning till 
last night made me incapable of being so exact for that 
time. I can only assure you that besides the St. Michael losing an 
anchor, the Mary Rose being driven from hers and one of the 
hospital ships being by the like accident driven to near the enemy 
I can hear of no other damage. Mons. d’Estrées had his foremast 
cracked but it is mended again, and a fireship of his has been on 
board one of that squadron, where she lost her bowsprit and after- 
wards pitched her foremasts and her maintopmast by the board. 
We ride still in the same place with little or no wind but abundance 
of rain and so dark we cannot see at any distance. About 4 this 
morning it was less hazy and then 8 or 10 of the Dutch were under 
sail, some believing they stood in for the Wielings, and others that 
they stood out to seaward. On a particular in the last foreign 
advices from England that six companies were to go from the Brill 
on board the enemy’s fleet and their being so intent’ to defend 


Zealand as the only place we have designed to attack, I find Prince. 


Rupert of opinion that Helvoetsluys and that part may lie very open 
to us, and therefore, if on a council of the flag officers it is 
thought impracticable to attack the enemy as it was designed, I 
believe we shall endeavour something very suddenly on t’other 
place. Whether this has altered since I spoke with him you will 
know by his own dispatch. 9am. The wind now comes to the 
S.E. and with such a fog and rain together that we cannot see one 
ship of the enemy. Friday morning came the Sovereign, Victory, 
and Diamond with one fireship, the two former as ill manned as 
when I left them, which I am sure was too ill to serve. [8 pages.

He informed me that the Holland fleet of 
about 150 sail, small and great, as he says, rode off the Wielings. He 
was bound to the fleet with provisions for the Prince, but could not 
gain them by reason of his falling in the Holland fleet. There is 
also a fireship, which reports he was at anchor amongst them, and 
was forced to leave his anchor and cable behind. The commander 
of the ketch told me he saw another fleet about 3 or 4 leagues to 
windward of them, which is supposed to be ours. Yesterday the 
Swiftsure sailed out of Aldeburgh Bay towards the Holland coast, 
only she and her ketch. She will be a very good sailer, as we judged 
by our ketch. ([Jbid. No. 181.] 


The Lord Lieutenant to Lord [Arlington]. Last week I received 
yours of the 12th. I am very glad to find his Majesty has ordered 
three frigates for the guard of these coasts. “Twill be of great 
security to this kingdom and of advantage to the trade of England. 
I still hear every post: of the Dutch privateers, about six in number, 
which now lie on the coast of Munster, but whenever they espy any 
of our frigates they shift away from them. The 1,400/. in Mr. 
Taylor’s hands will be ready money. Those who informed me of 
the other sum in Corker’s are somewhat mistaken, for I am now 
told it will prove little above 6001. As soon as I can fix the cer- 
tainty of the sum I shall rectify the error, and inform you, that the 
order to receive it may be mended. Iam very glad his Majesty lets 
this money be employed on some public account. The first work I 
shall see done will be the cleansing of Kinsale Harbour, which will 
make it very commodious for his Majesty’s ships on all occasions, 
and be of great benefit to the town. I shall use my utmost 
endeavours to accommodate the Duchess of Cleveland, and that as 
speedily as may be with a proportion of lands of equal value with 
those of that part of the Park his Majesty designed to have given 
her. The letter on behalf of Col. Hamilton I have received, and 
find that some (if I mistake not) of the particulars therein mentioned 
are already granted, and that since my coming hither. However I 
have referred it (as I do in all such cases) to his Majesty’s counsel, 
from whom when I have such a return as may inform me, I shall 
be ready to serve Mr. Hamilton in all he can justly pretend to. We

In pursuance of his Highness’ 
commands of the 21st, sent me the 22nd by Capt. Hayward of the 
Royal Sovereign, for my speedy repair to the fleet, which was then 
going over for the coasts of Zealand (not having an opportunity 
before), I set sail out of Harwich the 24th, and anchored in 
Hollesley Bay till next morning, and then fell down to Aldeburgh, 
where I stopped, the weather being very gusty and stormy, till the 
next morning, and then weighed and _ stood over, the wind 
W.S.W. About 6 yesterday morning we saw a fleet at anchor, which 
we judged to be ours, riding off West Capell. It: was very hazy 
and foggy so that we could not well descry or number them, but 
they reached from §.8.E. to E. in length. Standing in we espied 
a hoy at anchor to leeward of us, the wind 8.W. and by 8. We 
bore up, which he seeing, cut and set sail. However in a short 
time I came up with him, whom I found to be a water carrier 


belonging to the Vice-Admiral, Jean de Leiftdee. He informed me 


the fleet to windward (sic) was theirs, whereupon I stood off N.W. 
and by N., and about one in the afternoon met Capt. Wright in the 
Kitchen come from Harwich with a packet for his Highness. About 
3, it being hazy weather, we saw two great Dutch men-of-war. 
One we judged to be of about 70 and the other of about 
40 guns. Not being able to weather them I thought good to 
bear up round to our larboard tack to take my lieutenant and 
men out of the galliot prize, and so kept away large for the better 
fitting our ship, but, when it cleared up, we found not only those 
two ships but several others to windward and astern, and the body 
of their fleet to leeward, whereupon, by the general advice of all, it 
was concluded that we should stand away to draw these two further 
off, before we engaged, for our ship, as I have often informed you, 
is not half manned as she should be, or I could wish. We sailed 
much better than they, and stayed for the Kitchen, which hardly 
escaped. They retook the galliot as she drove, I having taken out 
all their men, and with their boats took the ketch that attended this 
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ship, it being little wind, and she much to leeward of them. We 
stood. over all night, and I, not knowing where to find the fleet, 
thought good to stop here, and to send to Harwich, where Capt. 
‘Wright goes for intelligence and to get a boat, he being forced to 
cut away his own, and my yawl that was sent on board him. So 
soon as I can be justly informed where to find the fleet, I will hasten 
all that possibly may be to repair to them. I shall be at great loss 
for want of a ketch or smack to attend this ship, and therefore 
desire you would appoint one, being forced likewise to cast off my 
longboat, and having now but one boat. This true relation of my 
proceedings and happy securing this ship from the midst of so 
many enemies, which, next to God’s Providence, I attribute to her 
excellent sailing, for about 8 at night, we lying by for the Kitchen 
yacht, they tacked and stood away to their own coasts, and we held 
on our course N.W., I thought it my duty to signify to you. The 
master of the galliot, whom with his men, being 15 more, I have 
sent to Harwich, reports that their fleet consists of near 70 sail, 
whereof about 50 have 60 guns, the rest between 50 and 30.

Keeting, wherein we charge 40 horse of each troop to answer 
the rent, each man paying for his summer’s grass 12s. 6d. beginning 
at 1 May, and he proceed accordingly with these troops, beginning 
from the time we go. Last post I received-your letter directing the 
settling of quarters and stating of debts, in order to which we meet 
Mr. Doherty to-day. One thing directed is to cast up the total of 
each troop’s debts, which is to be stopped out of the 8 months’ pay 
due 31 March last, and is to be sent down and paid to every respective 
inhabitant. This return, I suppose, will be very prejudicial to your 
troop, there not being above five men of whom we can certify, the 


‘rest either owing nothing or not appearing to us, and the 
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debts of some of those we certify exceeding a twelvemonth’s 
pay, and some less, but all being more than the 8 months’ pay 
assigned to that use, so, if the total of the debts be deducted 
in the Treasury how will their three months’ pay answer their 
landlords without entering on the pay of others, who have all along 
lived out of debt. I desire you to give directions concerning your 
armour. Monday Mr. Huncks sets forward. I remind you how 
we shall have a little money at coming into our new quarters.

Ours are 
not so, and I hope we shall send in not above two ships, the 
Resolution and Camdridge. The rest we shall fit here. The French 
behaved as well as could be expected. The truth is, if their fireships 
had had more skill and ours as much bravery, both their admirals 
had been burnt. Monsr. Valbell was a great help in getting off the 
Cambridge, which escaped only by the bravery of her captain. The 
greatest want will be men, without which I fear I shall not be able 
to disfurnish our ships for to land anywhere. The Sovereign wasnot 
able to do anything for want of seamen, and truly I must complain 
to you of this ship which proves so crank-sided that we were not 
able to use our lower tier of guns, though there was but little wind, 
so that, if there be any likelihood of an engagement again, I shall 
be forced to change her. Her decks also are made so rounding that 
to bring her guns to a level most of the coils must be taken out, yet 
we did as well as we could, and I hope your Majesty will be satisfied 
that there was as much caution had of the sands and as much done 
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to an enemy as strong and rather better seamen than we as could 
be expected without some extraordinary fortune had attended us, 
and thus shall leave all to your favourable construction. [ Holo- 
graph.

Prince Rupert to the Earl of Arlington. Wind 8.8.W. I give 
you an account of our action of yesterday, the 28th. The 27th it © 
was resolved at a Council of War on board here by all the flag 
officers, to attack the enemy riding at anchor in‘a line between the 
Rand and the Stone Bank, the foul weather here before having 
given us leisure and opportunity to sound all those sands. 
Accordingly a squadron was then ordered out of several divisions of 
the fleet, whereof the eldest captain was to command each party, 
consisting in all of 35 frigates and 13 fireships, besides small craft 
to sound before them, as by the enclosed list appears. About 8 
yesterday morning, they drew out of their squadrons, and sailed 
towards the enemy, wind §.8.W. and by noon engaged their van 
commanded by young Tromp. We were forced to engage sooner 
than I intended, to prevent the enemy getting the wind. That 
squadron commanded by Tromp we forced to give way, who went as 
far as the sands would give them leave. Then the squadron 
commanded by De Ruyter fell to the share of the French, who 
behaved themselves very bravely, and Sir E. Spragg, who main- 
tained the fight with so much courage and resolution, that the 
whole body gave way, and had it not been for fear of the shoals, we 
had driven them into their doors (I mean harbours). On this 
I judged it fit to stand a little off, night approaching, and to anchor 
here, where I now ride without touching ground with any ship. 

The enemy have had a considerable loss, both as to many men 
slain and many ships disabled, and some destroyed. Our losses 
are very inconsiderable, only two of our ships being disabled, 
which I shall send hometo refit ; we have lost but very few seamen; 
as to officers Capt. Fowles, Capt. Worden, and Capt. Finch are 
killed ; I have not yet any certainty of more. Col. Hamilton has 
his leg shot off. 

As I desired in my last your kindness to importune the providing 
and dispatching away of all provisions for the fleet, so I must now 
renew the same, that you will move the King and his Royal 
Highness to order good store of fishes for masts and topmasts also 
to be in a readiness, and also that victuals of all sorts may be 
immediately shipped and lie in a readiness, till I send word whither 
to bring them, which I shall suddenly do. As for men, here are the 
Sovereign and Victory in a very sad condition for want of them, and 
also several other ships, so that ’tis absolutely necessary to hasten 
away 1,000 at least. I hear Capt. Narborough is arrived. I hope 
his sailors will recruit us, and also that himself and ships will be 
fitted and sent to me. [23 pages. Ibid. No. 281.]

Capt. Richard Haddock to the Navy Commissioners. Yesterday 
the 28th, which was the first opportunity of fine weather, about 
noon we attacked the Dutch fleet in Schoon Veldt, buoying the 
Oyster Bank and Stone Bank with our smacks and ketches to 
prevent our running aground in the battle. The Dutch, consisting 
of 74 or 76 men-of-war, and 20 fireships, as we are informed by 
some prisoners, took our assault very handsomely. We engaged 
from noon till dark. The major part of the time we had the wind 
of them, and tacked several times one upon the other for fear of the 
leeward shoals off West Cappel. What damage we have done them 
we know not, only we know that we disabled several of their ships 
and made them give way for us. One ship of theirs was taken, and 
I think afterwards sunk, part of whose men were saved by Capt. 
Legge. On our part none of our ships miscarried, but several are 
shattered in masts, rigging, sails, and hull. I judge the Cambridge 
is disabled and must come in to be repaired. We shall want 
fishes for masts, some spare topmasts, boats and powder and shot. 
The Dutch fleet anchored at 10 last night in Schoon Veldt, and we 
came out again the same way we went in, though somewhat more 
northerly, and had not 6 fathoms water coming out on the Ooster 
Bank. We ride off Ostend, but two leagues farther off than we did 
yesterday. Here is complaint of want of men on all hands. 
Particularly the Sovereign and Victory came out of the river not half 
manned as they should be, and to man them out of the fleet now 
will but disable other ships. A thousand good seamen are wanting 
to complete us, when least. The Resolution, Rupert, and several others 
of that rate will want masts, though for present service they may be 
patched up, besides fourth-rates, and ’twere necessary they were 
prepared against the ships may be sent in for their quicker dispatch. 
We have lost several captains, viz. those of the Lyon, Sweepstakes, and 
York (and the Dunkirk, as reported). The captain of the Henrietta is 
mortally wounded, and it’s reported the captain of the Dreadnought 
is killed also. Of this I am not-certain, and wish it may prove 
untrue. We have now very bad weather, wind at 8.W. blowing 
hard. I am glad we are out of the Schoon Veldt. I believe we 
shall not attack the Dutch in that narrow hole again. The quantity 
of men slain I doubt will amount to 4 in (sic? or) 500; more 
wounded though not loss of member. The wind blows so hard I 
cannot give you a just account of our loss. Our ship in sailing and 
working proves admirable well, but is tender with a sail. When we 
fought yesterday our lower ports were sometimes in the water, 
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which proved disadvantageous to us, and. we could not do that 
effectual service we intended. Pray let the cables I formerly wrote 
to you for this ship and the St. Michael be forwarded. Our constant 
road being the open sea will wear our ground tackleapace. [2 pages.

We were taken the 11th, 
and very hardly used by them. Iam setting forward to appear to 
you, for all that ever I had was in that vessel, and I, a young man, 
just begun the world.

The taxes are about, and they vow they have not 
wherewith to defray them, and to save the little goods they have 
left, and what to say I cannot tell, and to keep the officers from 
distraining for the chimney money and other taxes is not in my 
power, so they once more pray the Board’s moving his Royal 
Highness for their relief. I formerly acquainted the Board, that, 
except the Straits fleet come here or some other ships to employ 
our men, we might discharge some men to ease our growing charge, 
but as yet have had no answer, and now, hearing the Straits fleet 
is gone by, I move it again, if money can be had to discharge them, 
or else to buy provision to keep them employed as well as we can. 
The yacht shall accompany the first man-of-war that comes to the 
Downs, which is very hazardous to come alone without a gun, small 
or great. Mr. Beverley, our smith, tells me he has put on board a 
vessel of Bredhempson iron and coals for the service here, and that 
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there is an embargo on the vessel in the River, and desires that on

J. Richards to Williamson. It is so many ways confirmed, as 
well from all the coast of Kent, &c., as by the master of the packet- 
boat that arrived yesterday from Flanders that there was great 
shooting heard off at sea all Wednesday and some yesterday morning 
that nobody doubts but the fleets have engaged. With what success 
is not yet known, but expected very impatiently, there being not the 
least advice yet of any particular. On Tuesday afternoon our fleet 
was left off the Wielings, a league or somewhat more from the Dutch, 
ours in good condition and much superior in number and strength 
as was then judged. Sir B. Gascon is ordered to take his leave and 
come away, the delays he meets with being interpreted a denial, and 
new measures are taking for a match for his Royal Highness. The 
taking of St. Helena by three Dutch men-of-war after a dispute of 
at least 10 days is confirmed by a larger narrative, which there is 
not time to transcribe to-night.

Accordingly about 9 on the 28th the commanded 
ships and the fleet sailed towards the enemy, where they 
were now loose. under some little sail, wind W.S.W., and by 
noon his Highness with the Red Squadron attacked with great 
briskness and resolution the right wing of the Dutch fleet, which in 
a very short time gave way. Then the White and Blue Squadron 
got up and engaged the left wing, in which the English and French 
behaved very bravely, so that the enemy’s whole fleet gave way, 
and was cut asunder by his Highness’ attack, one part whereof was 
driven by the Red, and the other by the White and Blue Squadron. 
In short, by 4 or 5, could the Dutch have crept through the sands 
into their doors they had certainly done it, but, as creatures driven 
to bay become desperate, so the enemy, being beaten into a pound, 
or rather a pond, through that necessity took new resolution for one 
brush more, before they would bid us good night, but they were so 
close chased, that doubtless their fleet has had a great loss. 
One ship of 58 guns and another of 70 were in our custody, but 
so battered that we suppose they sank in the night. 11 more were 
seen to go off disabled. Young Tromp’s squadron fell under the 
hands of the Red squadron of his Highness, and was so well enter- 
tained that Tromp three times shifted his ship, the last being also 
disabled by shooting his mainmast off by the deck. De Ruyter’s 
squadron the White and Blue took under their care, and doubtless, 
had we had sea room and daylight they had been far better beaten. 
We chased so far that we came to 5 fathom water. By this time, 
night being come, ‘twas high time to bear off, and now his Highness, 
who is a great judge of time and men, sailed with the whole fleet in 
great order, and anchored 5 or 6 leagues from East Capell,where we 
now are; the enemy (that part of their fleet that swims) being at 
anchor just by their port behind their old and accustomed refuge, 
the banks and sands. The French, amongst their other great 
achievements, took a reat ship of the Flemings, 
and in her an Englishman, now a_ prisoner _ here, 
who told me that in that ship 100 men were slain. By that 
it may be guessed how the rest of the fleet fared. Our loss 1s very 
inconsiderable, for neither English nor French have lost one ship, 
and but one, the Cambridge, is disabled, which will be refitted in a 
few days. As to officers, we have lost three or four captains, 
Captains Fowles, Worden, and Finch. None of the captains of the 
first or second rates is touched nor any flag officer. Lord Ossory, 
who is now Rear-Admiral of the Blue, did hke the other persons of 
honour in this action. Col. James Hamilton, who now has Col. 
Fitzgerald’s regiment, lost his leg, but we hope is out of danger. 
The loss of our common seamen is likewise very inconsiderable. I 
hope the Dutch, who this day twelvemonth a little surprised us &t - 
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Sole Bay, are now requited by an open attack at their doors. The 
Prince this summer by his great conduct and to his eternal glory 
has effected two great actions never before attempted; the first, 
when the Dutch the end of last April appeared on our coasts, he, 
impatient at that affront, though in a very weak condition, turned out 
with the fleet through the Narrows to the Buoy of the Middle 
Ground, and the wind contrary, which drove the Flemings home, 
and now fought the Dutch fleet in Schonveldt, beating them into 
their own doors, and in both actions carried all the ships off with 
(without) touching ground. About 6 or 7 at night this last fight 
his Highness might certainly have taken Tromp and another flag, 
had not his great care of the fleet’s safety and greater.care in his 
conduct given a stop to his courage. ‘This alone saved Tromp. 
Were not the Prince my master, I could say much more, that is, of 
his great temper in the whole action, and when night came his 
greater conduct in such a fog as then fell, and not one ship that 
touched.

Sir C. Lyttelton to Lord [Arlington]. About 1 p.m. on the 28th 
the sign was given for the forlorn hope, consisting of 36 sail besides 
fireships, according to the order of battle resolved on the day 
before at the Council of War, to draw out of their several divisions 
and attack the enemy, which, though they observed, was not done’ 
in that order, for, before they came all into the van of the fleet, the 
enemy being drawn all into a line under sail and in great order 
to fight us, the French, which made the body of our fleet, began to 
engage them, and so all the forlorn hope were joined to the Red 
Squadron, which engaged some time after the French. Then one 
of the Blue Squadron, a great way ahead of his Admiral’s flag, 
began to fire, but it was a good while after that before the Admiral 
of the Blue fired a gun, both because he thought he was too far off 
to do much service and that he would not press in till he had given 
the French, who were in the body of the fleet, [time] to come up 
and complete the line, and besides, had he fallen in with the 
enemy’s rear, his squadron, which was both ahead and astern of him, 
was so small, the enemy might have tacked on him, as they did 
after with most of their fleet, and got the wind and cut him off 
from the rest of our fleet. But, when he came up with them, he 
pressed the ships he engaged, which were the Zealand squadron 
and with whom was Brancard (Bankaert), so hard, that they did not 
stand long, and pursued them till De Ruyter, who was in the body 
of their fleet, tacked upon us and got the weather gage, whereupon 
Sir E. Spragg tacked too, and got the wind again, and then it was with 
the Cambridge alone he passed the broadsides of De Ruyter and almost 
all their fleet having no other ship with him, and that within less 
than musket shot. Here the Cambridge had all her masts disabled 
(as the Royal Prince’s topmast yard was in the beginning of the 
engagement), upon which she made a weft, and Sir EK. Spragg sent 
to him that he would stand by him though alone, as he generously 
made good. They were very hotly pressed by Tromp and seven . 
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good ships with him which came in fresh upon them besides a 
fireship just ready to lay the Cambridge aboard, and I doubt not had 
done so, if Sir Edward had not sent his boat to join with the 
Cambridge’s boats, who were going to cut off the fireship’s boat, 
which they seeing them resolved to do, fired their ship before they 
were fast. About this time the Guernsey came to the assistance of 
the Cambridge, and Sir Edward ordered him to tow her away, which 
I think he did, but all would not have served-[her] turn, had not 
Tromp’s mainmast come by the board by a shot from this ship. 
(He had changed his.ship once before.) Upon which he stood off 
a little after and the rest that were with him. I shall not presume 
to give any. account of the rest of the fleet, because I presume you 
will have it from those who were engaged with them, and what I 
write is but what I saw. Sir Edward has very nobly deserved the 
favour his Majesty does him, and I assure you by the conversation 
I have had with him I find him to be your humble servant, and you 
have a very good servant of him, and I cannot but do him the right 
to tell you. He has written to Sir J. Werden the condition of the 
fleet and particularly the want of 3,000 seamen, which he does with 
all the freedom in the world protest to me he finds the fleet stands in 
so great need of, that it’s in no fit condition to engage again before 
they are recruited with [them], and by the computation I have made 
by discourse with the several captains I really think he demands but 
what is necessary. I hope the reason you are like to receive no 
better an account of the enemy’s fleet from the success of this battle 
may proceed from the ill working of our ships, they being in so 
great fear of the sands, for we were in a foot less than 5 fathom 
with this ship. The battle lasted till 10, when the enemy went off 
within the Schonveldt, where they were when we first came up with 
them, and anchored there,‘and our fleet anchored without it in sight 
one of another. There has been a great slaughter among the 
officers of the regiment of his Royal Highness, but the weather has 
been so bad all yesterday and to-day that I have not been able to 
get a perfect account of them, which I shall send his Royal Highness 
as soon as I can, and in the mean time must presume to say that I 
think they lose their lives very unusefully, and certainly, if there be 
service intended for them ashore, they might have been better 
husbanded, for no land officer above a corporal does or can signify 
anything a shipboard above the rate of a private soldier, but his 
Majesty's commands must be obeyed. [84 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Inland advices received that day :—Plymouth, 27 May.—To-day 
sailed the Adventure with about 20 merchantmen from Morlaix 
and other ports of France. To-morrow the Straits fleet will sail 
with their convoy to the Downs. Pendennis, 26 May.—The master of 
the Laurel from Barbados, arrived here some days ago, says he came 
out with two others, and, after they had been five days at sea, 
they met a Dutch caper, which took the Exchange of London, bound 
from Guinea.

Alde- 
burgh, 28 May.—The Swiftsure, which went last Monday out of this 
bay, is come back again through contrary winds. Bridlington, 
26 May.—Friday last sailed northwards about 20 light colliers 
without convoy, and Saturday passed southward about 80 laden 
colliers with the Deptford ketch and a dogger with pressed men. 
Kinsale, 20 May.—Last night came in the Richmond and a merchant- 
man of this place. The latter had been taken by a Dutch caper, 
but was saved by the timely coming of the Richmond. Harwich, 
29 May, 2 p.m.—Yesterday and this morning has been heard the 
noise of great guns. At Southwold and all the ports hereabouts they 
have likewise heard them, so we are in great expectation of some 
considerable news from sea. Falmouth, 23 May.—Yesterday came 
in the Flowerpot and the William, both of Plymouth, from Virginia. 
They came out about five weeks ago with 23 more, but were 
separated by bad weather a few days after they were at sea. They 
have had a good crop of tobacco this year. The Providence 
was taken outward bound. Portsmouth, 27 May.—Nonews. Harwich, 
27 May.—Three packet-boats are come in, but bring no news of the 
fleet. Lynn, 26 May.—To-day arrived 40 laden colliers, convoyed by 
the Deptford ketch.

this afternoon and stood off to sea, in search of our fleet. Southwold, 
26 May.—By the Hawk fireship, which anchored about 12 to-day, we 
have account, that they, sailing from the Buoy of the 
Nore last Friday in search of the fleet, about 10 on 
Saturday spied a fleet to windward at the Wildens Sands at 
anchor, the wind §.W. and the weather foggy, and within two 
leagues to leeward another fleet. The fireship stood in among 
them, and anchored within half cannon shot of them, and rode 
there three hours, but when the weather began to clear they 
found them to be Dutch, in all 70 sail, on which they immediately 
cut, and stood away and so came hither. Hull, 26 May.—Last Friday 
50 light colliers passed by Flamborough Head, convoyed by the Ports- 
mouth pink. Yarmouth, 26 May.—This afternoon arrived a ketch, 
which attends on the Royal Charles. She left the fleet about 2 yes- 
terday morning, and reports they have had very bad weather since 
they were on that coast. As he came through our fleet he saw one 
ship that had lost her foremast, head, and bowsprit. The Dutch fleet 
then lay off the Wielings, about 4 leagues from the shore, and our fleet 
a league further in sight of them.

The Lord Lieutenant and Council to the Earl of Arlington. His 
Majesty having by his letter of 31 Aug. last to the Lord Lieutenant 
taken notice of some violences he heard were offered to the people 
of Galway, we have examined the matter and give the following 
account of it. 9 Aug. last a petition was presented and an order 
made on it (calendared S.P. Dom., May—Sept. 1672, p. 502), 
to which the persons therein complained of answered, and the 
petitioners replied, complaining of several additional alleged 
grievances, to which the defendants rejoined, and 10 March last 
another petition was presented by the said ancient natives and 
freemen of the town desiring a commission to examine witnesses 
concerning what was complained of, which was granted, except only 
as to the criminal matters whereof some of the defendants were 
accused, as to which it was thought fit they should produce their 
witnesses viva voce at this Board by whom the matters complained 
of were to be heard the 9th instant. The defendants, however, took 
out no such commission but, 5 April, preferred another petition for 
leave to withdraw their complaint. This being opposed by the 
defendants who desired to clear themselves by a public hearing, 
and his Majesty having by his said letter taken notice of the 
petitioners’ complaint, we thought ourselves obliged to examine the 
truth thereof, and resolved to hear the matter on the day formerly 
appointed. That day the petitioners produced no witnesses, nor 
any other proof of any of the matters complained of, although 
Patrick French, their agent in preferring the petition, was 
present, and upon examination of several persons present at 
the assembly, wherein they pretended to have suffered the 
injuries complained of, we did not find any such violences were 
offered them or any such words spoken by any of the defendants, 
as are mentioned in the petition, but it plainly appeared that 
the petitioners, being the ancient natives, freemen and inhabitants, 
then enjoyed their freedoms as fully and peaceably without any - 
disturbance as any others, and that on the said day of election, there 
being a very great crowd about the Tholsel, 80 that the Mayor was 
forced to stand in the streets and could not enter, the Governor was 
desired both by some of the ancient natives and freemen and by 
some of the new inhabitants to send a guard only to clear the 
passage for such as had right to enter and vote, and that the said 
ancient natives and freemen had the like liberty of entering and 
voting as the rest of the freemen, and amongst others Laurence _ 
Deane (in the said petition alleged to have been very much abused 
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by the soldiers) declared before us that he did not perceive any par- 
ticular injury or violence offered to any of the ancient freemen more 
than to others, and that the same was only such as was necessary 
for clearing the passage into the Tholsel from the multitude, and. 
that, though he had a blow from one of the soldiers, yet he did not 
believe it was particularly directed to him, and did not observe any 
distinction was made by the soldiers between the old and the new 
inhabitants, whereupon we declared the said complaint to have been, 
for anything appearing to us, both false and groundless, and that 
the present Mayor, Sir Oliver St. George, and the other persons 
complained of, who personally appeared at this Board to clear 
themselves, were very much injured by the said petition, and 
therefore we dismissed them from further attendance concerning 
the said complaints against them. This being the true state of the 
matter, wherein the said ancient natives pretend to have so much 
suffered and to have had such violences done to them as to have 
given his Majesty the trouble of being acquainted therewith, we 
have thought fit to give you this account. [24 pages. S.P.

You shall likewise. summon before you all the other outed minis-

And, because we are informed that some of them are displeased

And for preserving peace and order within the diocese of Glasgow

and now, in money disbursed by me and credit given to the Swiftsure, 
I believe not much less than 1501. more, besides the want of my own 
salary for near three quarters of a year together at least, and several 
expenses on the Kitchen yacht and others since; and now how is 
this enough of credit likely to be found in my hands, when I want it 
even for my family? To-day the Prince has sent in two doggers 
and the Pearl to wash and tallow. I have no money, my credit is 
distasted, and, as I have often told you, had I money, many 
necessaries are wanting which are not to be had here, and, if nothing 
I have written will gain your belief, I beg you would appoint one of 
yourselves to do the business here of Commissioner, whilst I shall 
willingly go through that of a storekeeper. This comes by one of 
the captains (I believe called Capt. Wren) of the two doggers now 
come in to be washed and tallowed. Neither Mr. Betts nor I have 
two faggots of broom left.. These must be had out of the country 
five or six miles off from strangers, and none were laid in, because 
you wrote you had taken off all sending of vessels hither, and many 
other great wants we have. Do you believe six or seven men 
constantly employed in making boats for the fleet and so in 
readiness here to have washed and tallowed all vessels, with stores 
fitting, had been bad husbandry for his Majesty? You have had a 
long experience of my willingness, and now I beg you will not impose 
impossibilities on me. Endorsed, ‘‘ Storekeeper unmannerly 
retorting on the Board.”

Commissioner Deane to the Navy Commissioners. Yesterday the 
White Fortune flyboat and just now the Nonsuch came to Spithead.

comes to the Nore or revictuals. It’s too long to relate the reason, 
or perhaps more than at this time the Board can spare time to 
read, so I sum it in these few words. Whatever is amiss shall 
without charge more than the addition of ballast and some few 
removals of weight and less provision be amended, of which you 
may rest confident, and I desire his Royal Highness be acquainted 
therewith. If it be not so, I shall not oppose a truth, and till this 
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be done, I desire the ship be held in esteem, being out of my reach

The Earl of Orrery to Viscount Conway. I thank you for yours of 
81 May, and for the orders in it from the Treasury Commissioners, 
but they are only to suspend, not take off finally, my year’s value, 
though I have three positive orders from his Majesty for it, the last 
drawn up by Lord Ranelagh himself, to avoid and cut off all ex- 
cuses. I beg your favour to obtain for me a final answer from 
them, whether they will clear me of it or not, that I may know how 
to apply myself to his Majesty for redress accordingly. I am now 
convinced it is more than probable that Sir T. Osborne will be Lord 
Treasurer and Ned Seymour Treasurer of the Navy. I have not yet 
had any late commands from his Majesty toattendhim. If I have, 
I shall forthwith obey them, and give you instant notice as soon as 
they are intimated to me, but I prefer my retired life above all the 
employments in the three kingdoms, and nothing less than his 
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Majesty’s commands shall draw me from it, for both my mind and 
body have wedded me to it, yet I am exceedingly pressed to hasten 
into England. I send you a copy (only for yourself) of what I re- 
ceived this post from Ned Seymour. All the rest are much of the 
same tenor, only my Lord Buckingham has been pressing above his 
usual custom onthesame subject. But I haveseen enough of this world 
to be weary of it. If I could wonder at anything, it should be that 
the Lord Treasurer lays down because of the late Act, and that Col. 
FitzGerald should be Major-General, who but a month since quit- 
ted on the score of his religion. In obedience to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant’s and your commands I am doing what I can to inform you 
touching Bodkin the pirate. But such papers as I had, and am 
daily seeking for again touch some persons of note, and I would be 
as just to a condemned pirate as to a friend. And therefore, having 
promised them their pardons, upon his Majesty’s orders, and that 
till they had them passed, their confessions should not be made 
known, lest the confessors (as they fear) shall be made away with, I 
should have some scruples to part with them till they were pardoned, 
lest it might look like a kind of breach of promise, which I would 
not be guilty of to any creature living, nor indeed can their deposi- 
tions signify anything while they stand condemned. Pray get their 
pardon pursuant to his Majesty’s letter,and then Iam assured by one 
I have employed to Gallagher (for Jackson is under my own eye), 
that he will perform what he promised. Sir W. Bucknall and his 
partners are defeated, for Colvert and Vincent have their farm in 
England for 530,000/. a year. They are to pay 180,000l. before 
Christmas. This was privately resolved and perfected in two days. 
The Duke of York goes in person, if the army goes to invade 
Holland. I believe the French are to furnish horse. Every day 
now is like to produce great news. Postscript. Lord Ranelagh by 
this post is as pressing with me as any of the rest to hasten over. 
The Lord Lieutenant wrote to me by the last post, saying it was 
necessary in relation to some troops, who are grown to be little 
better than the militia, to remove them from their old stations, and 
therefore it would look like partiality if he did not use the like 
measure to all, and that, had I been at Dublin, he would have taken 
my advice in the disposition of them. Iresolved never to have said 
or written anything to him on this subject, but, since he wrote to 
me of it, now it is done, and to tell me the reason why, I have only 
said :—Possibly some may think all are doubted to be guilty of the 
disease since all have the same remedy prescribed to cure it. Else 
why should those be physicked that are sound? The faulty ought to 
have been punished, and the officers removed rather than the quarters. 
The Lord Lieutenant in the first settlement of the army was pleased 
to leave the horse and foot of this province to have their quarters 
as I should propound them, but now I was kept a stranger, till it 
was done. I cannot imagine in what I have deserved it. There is 
not one troop now in all the province from Waterford to Limerick, 
which is above 200 miles all along the coast; even now when the 
Dutch swarm on the coast, so that they may land when and where 
they will and pillage the country.

If this be neglected, and the Dutch recruit, as doubtless 
they may, being so near their magazines, I know not what game 
they have to play better than to fall on us in the condition we now 
are in, being in so great want of men that captains of the best ships 
come with tears in their eyes to tell me the few seamen they have 
on board. When we come to mend our sails we want needle and 
thread, when to clap a fish toa mast or yard, spikes and fishes. 
There are almost no spare topmasts. The boatswain of the Prince 
assures me he had no small stores, but what he stole out of the 
yards, that is, made friends to have it. The truth is, as I foresaw 
long ago, this fleet was merely whodled (huddled) out, and hitherto 
maintained by fortune, which I ascribe to nothing else but the 
good luck which attends his Majesty, which I pray may continue, 
though my want of faith makes me fear the worst. There’s no 
water in the fleet ; English and French want it. [Jbid. No. 261.]

DublinCastle. yours of 27 May, and as to what relates to Wallcott in it, I think 
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‘tis very clear there can be no such proceeding against him, as is 
proposed, for our law admits not the sequestering of any man’s 
estate upon the bare suspicion of crimes. Indeed in some cases and 
that but rarely, I have heard that persons accused of felony have had 
their goods and moveables secured, that the King might not be 
wronged, if they were found guilty, but the very words of Magna 
Charta are express, that, ‘‘ No man shall be disseised of his freehold 
but by the lawful judgment of his peers or otherwise by the law of 
the land.” If anyone is convicted of felony all he has is forfeited to 
the King from the time of the felony committed ; if of treason, from 
the time the treason was plotted, but certainly no sequestration of 
estate by our law can precede the trial of any Englishman. This, 
I am confident, if you will consult any of the judges in England, or 
Mr. Attorney, you will find to be law. Mr. Blood arrived here last 
Saturday, but I have not yet seen him. You mentioned one 
Dr. Butolfe (Buttolph) in your letter, I suppose the same who is 
now Dean of Raphoe. If that be the person, I should be glad if you 
would satisfy yourself a little who recommended him to you. I have 
never seen him, but by what I can learn from the bishops now in 
town he does not answer the character you have given of him. 
(Then follow passages about officers selling their commands, about 
Col. Sydenham, and the changing of quarters, printed in Camden, 
Essex, Vol. I., p. 86.) I have lately allowed the Treasury Commis- 
sioners a little respite for the pay due to the army at the end of last 
March, hoping it may enable them to pay the next quarter at its due 
time.

Now I have to tell you of a second engagement which happened 4 
June. The enemy, having had the opportunity by laying so near 
their own coast to refit and furnish themselves with all they wanted, 
and knowing very well that, as the wind stood of late, we could not 
do the like, were encouraged to come out upon us, as they did that 
afternoon, having the advantage of a strong gale at N.E. which we 
quickly perceived, and got under sail, standing N.N.W., having our 
larboard tacks on board, and as close hauled upon the wind as we 
could lie stood to receive them. About 4 p.m., Van Tromp 
with the Amsterdam squadron bore down and began to engage with 
the Blue, according to their usual custom beginning to fire at a 
great distance. About 5 De Ruyter with his squadron engaged with 
me, and the Zealand squadron with the White. At his first coming 
De Ruyter made a show as if he would have come very near me, 
but, before he was within musket shot, he sprang his luff, and 
closed his wind, as much as he possibly could, going off on a sudden 
for good and all, which made us suppose he either had some ex- 
traordinary damage in his ship, or that himself was hurt. Their 
whole fleet continued pelting at us a great distance till dark 
night, we keeping our ground, notwithstanding their fireships. About 
midnight part of the Dutch fleet tacked, standing towards the east, 
southerly, and quickly after the rest did the like, as we guessed by 
an imperfect sight we had of them, and at some distance. At 
2a.m. we tacked also, and stood after them. At 6, seeing no 
likelihood of reaching them before they could get within their 
sands, we thought it to no purpose to pursue’ them any further, so 
we tacked again and stood for our own coast. All we can say 
more of the enemy is, that they went off in great disorder, leaving 
us ignorant of what loss they sustained. On our side we lost never 
a ship and very few men ; of our commanders, Capt. White of the 
Warspite and Capt. Sadlington of the Crown were killed; of the 
foot officers Capt. Henshaw and Lieutenants Fitzgerald and Tufton 
were wounded.

This morning I spoke to Capt. Noden of the Lily, 
before he went, to discharge some men he pressed out of the vessels 
employed for buying provisions for the fleet in the North, but he 
refused, and so they are forced to lie by. This is a licentious port, 
there is no order or government here.

Here they are at present, and I believe have lost half this 
day, if not the whole. You have eased me of the two doggers, but 
left me the Pearl. With much ado I got 60 faggots of broom, 3 or 
4 miles out of town, which almost mired the wagon that brought it, 


and it was all that man had, and where to get more to finish I - 


cannot tell. I believe I shall obtain tallow, but, when a vessel is 
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washed and tallowed here, such an infinite number of wants and 
resolved complaints ensues, that it is ten times more trouble to be 
without stores than when the ships in the last war came in such 
numbers hither, and were refitted out of our stores. That you may 
see what I must trust to, I enclose a copy of an answer to a 
letter I wrote to Mr. Baron, after I had with some trouble 
fitted out the Kitchen yacht and the Spy, to give an account to his 
Highness of our wants of stores, money, and men to do anything 
to ships here, which Capt. Rooth at that time, I hear, also 
represented to his Highness, notwithstanding which you may see 
by this what his Highness’ sense and resolution is, and I understand 
he will use this port to refit because he sends ships to victual here. 
I beseech you to consider me. I am not able to answer his com- 
mands, and cannot avoid his displeasure. I am much put to seek 
for men to wash and tallow, because of their uncertainties, being not 
engaged by pay. If you would furnish me with money, 6 or 7 would 
never stand idle here. Some of them would also be ready to row 
me off to muster, for I want conveniencies to go off to ships. I 
was last year many times in danger of drowning, by reason of the 
badness of the weather, in these little town boats. One of our 
packet-boats came through the Dutch fleet about 3 this morning, 
13 leagues E.S.E. off Orford Ness, scattered some 5 or 6 leagues.

It would save a double trouble and expedite 
the work, and therefore I entreat you will hasten them down in 
rafts. The Prince commands me to recommend for the command 
of the best fireships now to be fitted, William Poole, late of the 
Alice and Francis, John Votier of the Katharine, William Anderson 
of the Providence, John Rossey of the Rachel, and William Booth, 
the first four having performed well: in the two last engagements.

The Lord Lieutenant to the Earl of Arlington. You will by this 
packet receive from the Privy Council an account of two causes, 
both of which make great clamour and noise in England. I am 
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almost amazed at the confidence of the plaintiffs, and were I in 
England, as you are, I could searce believe that any could make so 
much stir in matters where they could not or would not prove any- - 
thing. The account sent is perfectly true, only we have omitted 
several smaller circumstances ; for instance-Sir Oliver St. George 
was accused by the people of Galway of speaking unhandsome 
words, reflecting on the Government, and that at the Archbishop of 
Tuam’s table, but nothing of this was so much as endeavoured to 
be proved, and he produced a certificate under the Archbishop’s 
hand that not anything of that kind was ever spoken there. 
Should there be yet any further complaint in either of these two 
cases I hope his Majesty will send for the pleadings which have 
been before us here, and indeed I would be very glad that once for 
all some cause of this kind might be heard in England, that the 
King and Council there might be thoroughly convinced how ground- 
less many of these clamours are. I am almost apt to think that this 
climate and this air inclines all people to this murmuring kind of 
humour, for there is another case before us of some English of Kin- 
sale, who complain of the irregularity of the election of the Sovereign 
there, who at the same time petitions against them for their riotous 
proceedings in the election. We appointed a day to hear them both. 
The Sovereign and several of the principal men, particularly Mr. 
Southwell,came up in obedience to our order, but the others who made 
the first complaint would not appear, so we were forced in this, as 
in the Galway case, to hear but one side. Methinks ’tis a most un- 
reasonable thing that such men should take on them to criminate 
persons, and then desire, after casting dirt on them, to quit the 
cause, that those blemished may not have an opportunity of re- 
pairing their reputation. Among those of Kinsale the principal 
is one Gooking, who, I have heard, was a great actor to hinder the 
King’s restoration, and, as much as in him lay, endeavoured to put 
the town and the forts there into Ludlow’s hands at the time of 
his Majesty’s return, and therefore being faulty now on another 
occasion, I think he is the fitter to be used with severity. Capt. 
Grantham, under whose charge the Virginia fleet was, arrived at 
Galway the 2nd, and yesterday came here overland. He tells me 
there were 25 merchant ships when they set out, but they have been 
much scattered by mists at sea. Twelve are now arrived in or about 
Galway, and we hope every day more will come in. I hear from 
Kinsale that both the Norwich and Richmond happened to be there, 
when my orders came, so I presume by this time they are got about 
to Galway. These two, with Capt. Grantham, will, I am confident, 
be a sufficient convoy for this fleet, and therefore no further care 
need be taken of them. I have ordered these two men-of-war either 
to see them safe at their several ports in England, or if they should 
meet any other frigates to deliver them over to them, and them- 
selves return to their former station. Sir John Stephens is dead, 
who was major of this regiment, and constable of Dublin Castle. I 
intend to make Major Broughton, now a captain of the regiment, 
major, and to dispose of his company to Mr. Crofts, who, besides 
being your kinsman, I hear from all is a very diligent man, and 
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constantly at his duty. There will be a necessity of having a con- 
stable of the Castle, it being in Ireland of the same nature as the 
Tower of London is in England for State prisoners, or noblemen, 
who should commit any great crimes. Therefore we cannot be 
without such an officer, though it is left out. of the new establish- 
ment. The ancient fee belonging to this place was 201. a year or 
thereabouts. Sir John had 386/. by way of pension, which, I sup- 
pose, ceases now at his death. Col. Jeffreys here I have observed 
to be one of the most active and industrious officers I have ever seen. 
I mention him to you because I think you may at this time need 
some officers. At present he is only lieutenant to Lord Aungier’s 
troop, and deserves undoubtedly a much better command. Him I 
have pitched upon to be Constable of the Castle, but, unless his 
Majesty continues all or part of Sir John’s allowance to this employ- 
ment, I know not how to offer him so small a thing. Sir John had 
likewise the Second Remembrancer’s place in the Exchequer, which 
would have fallen into my disposal, but this (as all other places 
here) is clogged with reversions, and those so firmly settled, that I 
fear nothing but an Act of Parliament can vacate them. I have 
received yours of the 81st, with Prince Rupert’s letter, giving an 
account of the last action. By the circumstances of it I believe some 
other engagement will be, before this can arrive in your hands.

Missing the Bezan at 
Greenwich and returning to find out a passage on Friday night, I 
met with Mr. Gregory’s smack at Limehouse and took her, which I 
send to-night to Chatham to hasten down workmen and provisions. 
If what I desired from Deptford be not on the way, please hasten it 
and the men, especially the mastmakers, and 8 or 10 more of the 
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greater masts with stuff for cheeks and caps. The Prince, Royal 
Katharine, Resolution, Rupert, Cambridge, Revenge, Lyon, Mary, 
Dunkirk, Anne, Hampshire, Assurance, Guernsey, Unicorn, and York 
are come into the Swale to-day, most of them disabled in masts and 
yards with other considerable damage to their hulls. Some are 
unrigged already. I have told the carpenters that, in case they 
industriously assist in the repairs they shall have the same encour- 
agement they had last year, and they have promised to do their 
parts. His Highness has ordered the Mary and Anne to Chatham. 
The Cambridge will be ready in a fewdays. All her masts are set. 
The Guinea had one side careened to-day. I hope the other will be 
done by 8 to-morrow morning that we may get the hulk on board 
such ships as must have their masts taken out. With my next I 
must send a large demand, which I have not yet time to prepare. I 
hope the 100 tons of hemp and a considerable quantity of tar will 
be — to Chatham.

R. Yard to Williamson. Our fleet is at the Buoy of the Nore. It 
is uncertain how long they will continue there, but whatever haste 
they make, it is thought it will be 8 or 10 days before they can 
have taken in their provisions, and refitted the ships damnified in 
their masts and rigging. The weather yesterday and to-day has 
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been very wet and stormy, so that they could hardly work on board 
any of the ships. We have not yet heard from Holland what they 
say of this last engagement, but expect it will be at their old rate. 
A vessel arrived yesterday at Harwich from Dunkirk says he saw 
the Dutch-fleet the day before in the Wielings, and counted but 58 
men-of-war, and amongst them 8 flagships. It is said here the 
French in the first engagement lost a great many men. The King 
has given a warrant to the French for pressing all seamen they find 
here of their own nation to serve on board their ships. The forces 
will all muster on Blackheath the latter end of this week. It is said 
there will be 12,000 foot. A hundred horse are drawn out of the 
several troops of Life Guards to make up one to serve as the Duke’s 
Life Guard in this expedition. Sunday next is the last day limited 
by the Act, and as yet my Lord Treasurer has not received the 
Sacrament, so all people’s expectation must be now suddenly 
satisfied one way or another. In all our inland letters of to-day 
we could find nothing worth communicating. All they told us was 
the taking of 5 or 6 small colliers on the Northern coast. Look- 
ing over the original treaties this morning in the Paper Office, I 
could not see amongst the rest the last treaty concluded by Secretary 
Coventry with Sweden, and by the Earl of Essex with Denmark. 
I tell you of this, that you may instruct me, if they happen to be 
called for. On printing the last relation of the engagement, Mr. 
Bridgeman told Mr. Newcombe he was to account with him for 
things of that kind. I hope this will find you well arrived at 
Cologne.

The Earl of Anglesey to the King. Giving as his opinion on the 
whole matter of his report of the 8rd instant that :—1. The Earl 
Marshal has right and authority to make orders for the joint 
granting of arms by the three Kings of Arms, and to limit them 
thereunto, and to his Lordship’s consent therein. 2. That Garter 
has no inherent power virtute officit to grant augmentations out of 
the Royal Badges without the King’s special grant in particular 
cases or the Earl Marshal’s consent, and he does not conceive that 
a warrant under the Sign Manual alone or under the Signet and 
Sign Manual is sufficient in any such case, when by Letters Patent 
under the Great Seal his Majesty has constituted an Earl Marshal, 
who has right by his place to make orders or statutes, as his pre- 
decessors and he have done, to prohibit granting arms without the 
Earl Marshal’s consent. 8. That it appears by many precedents 
that Garter and his predecessors have granted supporters to the 
nobility, and no proof being made that the Earl Marshal’s consent 
was given or required, he is of opinion that they have been well 
granted. Nevertheless the Earl Marshal, being the superior officer, 
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and all other officers of arms being under his regulation and 
guidance, and he having power to make orders or statutes in 
greater matters, he sees no reason why his Lordship should be 
debarred making them in such cases, and subjecting the grants of 
Garter to his consent, if he judge it of moment to do so. 4. That 
Garter has right, for ought produced to the contrary, to grant arms 
singly, as well as the other Kings of Arms, but that the Earl Marshal 
has power to make orders or statutes for the three Kings joining 
therein, and taking his Lordship’s consent if he please, yet the in- 
conveniences appear so many and great, that no arms should be 
granted but by the three Kings jointly, that though such a tem- 
porary order should be made to assert the Earl Marshal’s power, 
for the better regulating the Office of Arms, he submits, whether 
it be fit to be continued long in that strictness, the requiring the 
Earl Marshal’s consent to all grants of arms made by any of the 
Kings of Arms singly being (in his opinion) sufficient, and to make 
all the Kings’ conjunction therein necessary tending to put a nega- 
tive voice in every King, which would be an encroachment on the 
Earl Marshal’s authority and occasion great difficulties and charge 
to such as shall sue for and merit arms. 5. That it is very 
expedient that all proceedings in matters of chivalry and arms be 
registered, and that the Earl Marshal has authority to order and 
direct the same. 6. That no new fees can be established or the 
old changed, but that the accustomed fees only are justifiable. [14 
page.

Report, dated 3 June, of the Earl of Anglesey on the petition of 
Sir E. Walker, referred to him 80 May:—1. Concerning the 
Earl Marshal's order for joint granting of arms by the three 
Kings with his Lordship’s consent.——Sir E. Walker does not 
deny the Earl Marshal’s right, his ancestor and predecessor in 
the office, Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, having made the same 
order in 1568(?), and Sir Edward’s own grant dated at Oxford, 
26 Feb., 1645, admitting it, and his Lordship since his being 
Earl Marshal having made the like order on 21 May last. 
2. Concerning Garter’s claim of authority to give augmentations 
and supporters without the Earl Marshal’s consent, by the 
King’s special order in writing.—Garter offers for proof an 
augmentation given to William Compton by warrant of the 
King’s sign manual dated 7 Nov., 4° Hen. VIII., and accord- 
ing to the King’s grant thereof, which appears by the copy of a 
memorial thereof in Sir R. Cotton’s library. To this the 
Earl Marshal says he does not dispute Garter’s doing it by 
virtue of the King’s grant in writing in particular cases, which 
is all this precedent proves, but denies that Garter has an 
inherent power virtute officii to do it, without the King’s special 
grant or the Earl Marshal’s consent. This is agreed by both 
the Earl Marshal and Garter to be restrained to the Royal 
badges only. Garter further produced for this a warrant under 
the sign manual dated Oxford, 6 May, 1645, giving him this 
power, and one under the sign manual dated 3 Sept. 1660, but 
at neither time was there an Earl Marshal, nor a Deputy nor 
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Commissioners for the office, and therefore, now there is one, 
Garter submits it to his Majesty’s pleasure, and says he will 
never grant augmentations more, unless the King particularly 
directs him. The Earl Marshal submits whether a warrant 
under the sign manual alone or under the signet and sign 
manual be sufficient in any such case, especially when by letters 
patent under the Great Seal his Majesty has constituted an Earl 
Marshal, and insists on the right of his place to make orders or 
statutes as he and his predecessors have done to prohibit grant- 
ing augmentations without the Earl Marshal’s consent. 
3. About Garter’s granting supporters without the Earl 
Marshal’s consent.—Sir E. Walker says they are no part of 
arms and due of right to the nobility, and have been actually 
granted by his predecessors, for which he produced many pre- 
cedents, and claims the same right by virtue of his office, subject 
to no control or consent of the Earl Marshal. This the Earl 
Marshal denies to be done without the Earl Marshal’s consent, 
and asserts his power to regulate it by statute, he being the 
superior officer entrusted by grant from your Majesty and all 
other officers of arms under his regulation, and he further says 
it does not appear that any of the precedents showed were without 
the Earl Marshal’s consent, and produced a precedent dated 
20 Jan. last, for the Earls of Southampton and Euston, and 
Lord George Fitzroy, and another since for the Ladies Anne 
and Charlotte Fitzroy, by which his Lordship was directed by 
his Majesty to order Garter in these particulars as he did, 
which shews his consent, and that Garter then claimed no such 
right, nor disputed the Earl Marshal's consent or order. 
4. Concerning Garter’s primitive right claimed to grant arms 
without the other Kings’ or Earl Marshal's consent.—Garter 
grounds his authority herein on ancient practice affirmed and 
renewed by King Henry VIII. in 1523, 45 years before the 
Duke of Norfolk’s said orders, and says also that these orders 
for the three Kings to grant arms jointly were never fully 
observed, and precedents were produced of granting them singly 
even for these four or five years whilst they were in part 
practised, and so urges that Garter and the two principal Kings 
have a hundred years’ prescription against these orders and for 
their acting severally to this time, besides the warrant of their 
and their predecessors’ grants by letters patent. He alleges 
also that no Earl Marshal has, since making the said orders, 
either revived them or given judgment against Garter for 
granting arms, but on the contrary produces an Order in 
Council of 24 Feb., 1663[-4], whereby his power to grant 
arms was affirmed, five of the Commissioners for the office of 
Earl Marshal being present. He also urged several reasons 
to evince the inconvenience of joining the three Kings in all 
grants. The Earl Marshal, in maintenance of his right to 
make such order and to limit Garter and the other Kings to 
his consent, says that nothing offered by Garter shows that the 
Earl Marshal consented not to such grants as the orders 
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required, and that therefore ’tis to be presumed he did, and he 
produced Sir E. Walker’s grant of office, limiting his granting 
arms to the Earl Marshal's consent and to be according to the 
said orders of the late Earl Marshal, and the orders of 1616, 
made by the Commissioners for that office, wherein the second 
requires the Earl Marshal’s ratification. He also averred that 
Sir E. Walker was privy and consenting to the statutes or 
orders made lately by the three Kings to grant arms jointly, 
and helped Mr. Dugdale, Norroy, in the draft of them, which 
Sir E:. Walker does not deny, but considering since, as he says, 
that there were some new additions to the old orders concerning 
fees, &c., and that some necessary additions offered by him were 
rejected by the Earl Marshal, he resorted by petition to his 
Majesty for justice. To this his Lordship says that all the dis- 
pute was of the manner not the matter, and that there are no 
new additions in substance but that of fees, to which Garter 
made no exception, and of the words ‘‘over and above the 
charges of writing, printing and registering” which were 
inserted by Sir E. Walker’s desire which he denied not, and 
his Lordship acknowledges he rejected some other additions 
offered by Garter, because they were neither necessary nor con- 
venient. 5. Concerning the registering proceedings about arms 
cc., not particularly referred but debated with the other points.— 
The Earl Marshal claims a right to direct the registering of 
all proceedings for his own cognizance, and public resort to 
them, and shows that the same had been practised by his pre- 
decessors.

I wished him to consider whether, 
if his were remitted, the consequence might not prove an ill prece- 
dent for others to do the like, and hoped he would not for his own 
convenience desire so small a matter, which by the example might 
produce a loss of some thousands a year. He replied his case was 
singular, and could not draw a further inconvenience on his 
Majesty. I always thought, should his Majesty have been pleased 
to favour him in his request, it would yet have been referred hither 
to examine the ground of his claim, and then I should have had 
opportunity of hearing such objections as might have been made, 
and have been able to judge what prejudice, if any, was like to come 
to his Majesty’s affairs by passing the grant, and should have 
accordingly represented my sense on the whole, but I now hear by 
a letter from Lord Ranelagh, that he is very near obtaining a grant 
from the King of as many quit-rents as amount to above 500/. a year, 
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which, as Lord Ranelagh says, will not only include all his own, 
but even a whole country of English will by it become tributary to 
him. My fear lest anything in my above mentioned letter should 
have been an inducement towards satisfying so unreasonable a 
request as this seems, makes me trouble you with this explanation, 
that you may see (if what Lord Ranelagh writes be true) with what 
disingenuity this gentleman has proceeded ; nor should I have been 
over officious to say thus much on this occasion, nor indeed on any 
other, wherein I am not consulted, had I not reason to apprehend 
that my civility has been made use of in this affair in a manner 
differing from my instructions. I can never doubt that whatever 
passes the Seal of England is, and must be, of force here, but if it 
be considered how much affairs here may suffer, if such grants do not 
pass all their due examens, before they be perfected, which is 
almost impossible, unless they are first referred hither, where his 
Majesty’s Counsel at Law and other ministers upon the place, who 
only understand the true nature of these things, may be advised 
with, I think no man will apprehend it can be out of any desire 
in me to bring more power into my own hands, but rather a zeal 
for his Majesty’s service, which makes me offer this method, it 
being certain as to myself that it will only engage me many times 
into giving distaste to persons and creating clamours against me, 
which surely no wise man will be very forward to seek, though this 
I shall never shun, whenever my duty obliges me to undergo it. 
By a King’s letter of 14 June, 1667, the Duke of Ormonde, then 
Lord Lieutenant, was directed to pass patents to the clergy here of all 
the impropriations then in the Crown. The letter itself is large and 
therefore I do not trouble you with a copy, but suppose recourse 
may be had to it in your office. The bishops here have been care- 
less in taking out these patents in time, and this misfortune has 
followed their neglect, that 5007. a year of these impropriations 
intended for the Church, have been begged by Sir Ellis Leighton 
in Lord Berkeley’s time, and a grant passed to him for them (which 
yet, I am told, will scarce hold good in law,) and, lest the like should 
happen in other cases, I am very desirous to be empowered to 
secure these according to his Majesty’s intentions, and to that end 
to have a letter to pass patents for them.

If it had been thought of to have disposed 
of that vacant company to Capt. Cullen, it would have answered 
his Majesty’s letter which he brought me, but I fear that will be 
filled, before this can come to your hands, and if so, he must 
attend some other opportunity which he cannot expect very soon, 
in regard the army is now so small.

Commissioner Beach writes that he has 
written to you about this and also for the shipwrights and caulkers 
we sent to him for, so we hope they are on the way ere this comes 
to you. If not, we most earnestly pray they may receive your 
commands to be here as soon as possible.

and forced him without damage, four that ran aground quickly 
getting off again. Hull, June 11.—Yesterday we heard by the 
fishermen from Bridlington that several privateers were seen off 
Flamborough this week, so that no ships dare go hence. One of 12 
guns boarded an Ostender in the Bay, and plundered her, telling 
them they had taken a vessel from Virginia with tobacco on the coast 
of Scotland, and sent her to Holland. Yesterday a Swede arrived 
from Bordeaux with wine and brandy. Pendennis, 9 June.—Wind 
S.S.E. Last week several small vessels came in here, colliers and 
others. Portsmouth, 12 June.—No news. Wind N.N.E. Swansea, 
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9 June.—The master of a vessel from Youghal says several 
privateers are cruising near Cape Clear, waiting for our Virginia fleet. 
One of his Majesty’s ships had a sight of them, but was fain to with- 
draw, they being too strong. The Hunter is come to Milford to 
convoy some provision ships to Portsmouth, and the west country 
colliers. Bridlington, 9 June. Wind E.N.E.—Last Friday came 
hither a billander. This morning a caper of 14 guns was hovering 
about this bay, and a dogger from the Southward, and three or four 
more are now appearing. Newcastle, 10 June. —Wind N. E., which 
keeps all our vessels in. A privateer of 16 guns came two days 
since near our castle, stood southwards, and was near falling into a 
fleet of 7 or 8 light colliers, who secured themselves in Hartlepool. 
Stockton, 10 June.—The 4th were seen off Sunderland two 
privateers, one of 20, the other of 6 or 7 guns. The 6th they 
chased 6 Newcastle men in Hartlepool and forced two ashore, and 
not being able to recover the ships, they carried the men aboard 
them. Another was seen off Teesmouth. Falmouth, 9 June.—The 
Success returned from Rouen saw at Torbay a French fleet of 46 
ships from Havre, convoyed by three or four French men-of-war. 
A small vessel come here reports that the Virginia fleet of about 20 
sail are passed up the Channel six or seven days past. Plymouth, 
10 June.—Some ships are in sight standing in, supposed the 
remainder of the Straits fleet. Several vessels from several parts 
are here.

matters of State, and so they were dismissed. 

Sir Robert Shirley, Justice of Leicestershire, having put the law in 
execution against some Nonconformists, and accordingly levied the 
fines on them for conventicling, the Nonconformists put an infor- 
mation against him of having spoken very unseemingly and dis- 
respectfully of the King’s authority. Sir Robert was accordingly 
summoned and both parties appeared to-day, when, he declaring he 
never spoke the words he was charged with, and having for his 
witnesses Lord Beaumont and another gentleman of the country, his 
Majesty not thinking fit to have the matter further prosecuted (for 
the Nonconformists would have sworn to their information, but, 


‘it is feared, falsely) declared he believed no such words were 


spoken, and that he knew very well the loyalty and good affection 
of Sir Robert, and so they were dismissed.

Instructions for ascertaining the duty of the Lord High Admiral. 
That he be able at all times to give his Majesty a perfect account of 
the state of the Navy, relating to the condition of both ships and 
yards, with the stores remaining, persons employed, and services to 
be performed. In order thereto, he is to see that all officers 
entrusted with anything to do with stores or moneys, or with men, 
or with estimating, performing or accounting for any work or 
service to be done by themselves or others, perform their respective 
duties with all diligence and good husbandry, in execution of all 
commands from his Majesty or himself. He is once at least in 
every month and oftener as the service shall require, to visit and 
sit with the Navy Commissioners at their public place and time of 
meeting, and demand from each of them an account in writing of 
all matters relating to their respective charges, by which the state 
of each branch of the Office, and his Majesty’s works respectively 


depending thereon may be known distinctly at all times, and he be. 


thereby enabled to inform his Majesty, and issue such orders as 
may conduce to the service. He is to cause an estimate to be 
prepared by the Comptroller of the Navy, signed by three or more of 
the Navy Commissioners (whereof the Treasurer to be one), of the 
charge of each work and service, before he issues orders for doing 
thereof, which estimate being then signed by himself, he is with 
the said Treasurer to present to his Majesty, and the same being 
approved by him, he is to assist the said Treasurer in all his solicita- 
tions with his Majesty and the Lord High Treasurer for obtaining 
seasonable and sufficient supplies of money for each service to be 
proceeded with and carried on. For the more regular dispensing 
whereof when received, and the necessary credit of the service 
depending thereon, he is in no wise to direct or permit the Navy 
Commissioners to apply any part thereof to any other use than what 
it was originally assigned to, or to be paid in any other method than 
that established by his Majesty in Council. Nor is he without 
order from his Majesty to command or allow the Navy Commissioners 
or any inferior officers or persons to do anything on which the use 
or expense of any of his Majesty’s ships, houses, stores, or treasure 
may depend, contrary to the known and allowed practice and precedent 
of the Navy, nor to make or interpose in the making of any con- 
tracts for ships, stores, er ought else relating to the Navy, except any 
contracts for the victualling thereof, the same being always to be done 
by his Majesty at the Council Board, after being first consulted on 
and prepared by the Lord Treasurer and Lord Admiral. He is to use 
his utmost circumspection in his choice of every of the officers of 
the Navy, and particularly to take care that virtue be encouraged by 
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advancing persons according to his knowledge of their deservings 
in their former employments, either from his own observation or the 
report of the Navy Commissioners in relation to officers within their 
inspection or of the flag officers and commanders of the fleet for the 
behaviour at sea of those serving under them, and that no com- 
mission be granted by him on shore without the privity and approval 
in writing of his Majesty.. Lastly in all matters not herein specified 
he is to perform the whole duty of Lord High Admiral according to 
the known and allowed practice thereof, or the orders from time to 
time received from his Majesty, and to see that a perfect and fair 
record be kept by the Secretary to the Admiral of all documents, 
papers and transactions whether by land or sea within his cogniz- 
ance as Lord High Admiral, and that the same be methodically 
digested by the said Secretary and safely laid up in some certain 
and convenient place to be provided for the purpose.

The Lord Lieutenant to the Earl of Arlington. The month’s 
time I respited for the growing pay of the army here in favour of 
the Treasury Commissioners being now almost expired I am about 
to sign warrants for that pay, and the Commissioners tell me they 
are provided with money to discharge it. There are likewise two 
months of the arrear according to his Majesty’s late orders to be 
paid them, one due last Christmas, and another last Lady Day, 
which I have suspended till this time. Now being about to give 
warrants for it, I have considered of some rules, which I think to 
be most equal in the distribution of that money. They are not in 
all particulars conformable to a letter of his Majesty, directing how 
those arrears should be paid; but finding that this letter was by 
Lord Ranelagh’s procurement, and fitted so to his purpose, that it 
was impossible, if I prosecuted the method therein prescribed, to 
prevent their compositions with the army, which was utterly 
against the covenants of their undertaking, on representation thereof 
to you, I received for answer that 1 should not permit any such 
trafficking with the soldiers here, and that it was his Majesty’s 
pleasure that the undertakers should, according to their bargain, 
perform their covenants, without any composition or defalcation to 
them. On this ground I have framed these rules for the payment 
of the arrears which I now transmit, in regard that I have given a 
copy of them to the Treasury Commissioners here, and observing 
their former proceedings, I think they may possibly send them over 
to Lord Ranelagh, and endeavour by his means to obtain some con- 
tradiction out of England, and therefore I trouble you with a copy 
of them now. If these men here have anything to offer against 
them which seems reasonable, I shall alter them myself, but, if 
not, I hope no command out of England will oblige me to put them 
into a capacity of defrauding the army of their dues. I acquaint 
you with this the rather, because I clearly find they have 
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set up their rest upon it, and would struggle hard to gain 
some advantage of this kind. Col. Hamilton being dead, I 
can proceed no further on his Majesty’s letter concerning some 
lands and other revenues here. There has been no stop in his 
business, but only till I can be informed of his Majesty’s title to 
them, which as soon as I can learn, I shall make a return to you, 
which are in the King’s power to give, and upon what score he has 
right to them. The grand obstruction to most of these grants will 
be, that the lands vested in his Majesty by the Acts of Settlement 
and Explanation are given him to be employed to the uses intended 
in those Acts, whereby he becomes only a trustee in relation to 
these estates, and if the uses in the Act expressed are not yet 
satisfied, I appeal to you how far his Majesty can in justice dispose 
of them. I know not yet how much of this intended grant may 
prove under this qualification, but some of it, I am confident, will. 
However, I think his Majesty’s favour ought not to be lessened to 
those whom Col. Hamilton has left behind him, for surely his 
perishing in his Majesty’s service ought to be a great argument for 
the furtherance of his grant. It shall be so with me, who will be 
ready, as soon as I have discovered the title, to represent it to you, 
that his Majesty may be moved for another letter, to pass those 
things which are regularly in his disposal to the use of some of 
Mr. Hamilton’s children, if his Majesty thinks fit. [84 pages. S.P.

About 10 this 
morning were seen 14 of them, great and small, betwixt Bardsey 
Sand and the Whiteing with their starboard tacks on board, 
the wind fresh at S.S.E., so it is tmagined they are making all 
possible speed for their own coast. The passengers in the packet- 
boat from Holland say it was reported that De Ruyter was 
killed in the last engagement.

Truro, 16June.—Tenvictuallers with their 
convoy from Wales and Ireland are now in Mount’s Bay bound 
with provisions for the fleet. Portsmouth, 19 June.—Yesterday 
sailed the Nonsuch with two victuallers, together with 4 others 
that came from Milford convoyed by the Hunter, all bound 
eastward. Harwich, 19 June.—Our packet-boats are stopped on 
the other side. Yesterday I saw owr guard ships at the 
Gunfleet and several ketches and galliots not far from them. 
Bridlington, 16 June.—Friday came into this bay 20 light colliers 
from Yarmouth, where they left 20 more with the Portsmouth 
pink ready to follow. That morning appeared three Dutch 
capers off Flamborough Head, which made our colliers tack and 
come in here. This morning they loosed and went northwards, 
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Stockton, 17 June.—The 14th came in here four hie of this 
place convoyed by Capt. Edwards. Southwold, 18 June.—Since 
Friday we have not heard of any Dutch ships. Several tenders 
belonging to the Fleet passed northwards.

Har- 
wich, 21 June.—One of our packet-boats that came in this morning 
met some Dutch men-of-war at sea, who carried the master into 
their fleet. He was on board De Ruyter, who, after some particular 
questions, dismissedhim. Bridlington, 19 June.—Yesterday morning 
anchored two miles southward of this, under the Head, a small Dutch 
caper. About noon they spied two ketches, tenders to the fleet, with 
several other small vessels, on which the caper weighed and stood 
towards them. We have heard several guns, but know not the 
success. Deal, 22 June.—Nonsuch and Fortune, king’s ships, in the 
Downs. Whitby, 19 June.—No vessels have appeared on our coasts 
for two or three days. The land waters come down in such 
abundance and with such violence as has not been known at this 
time of year in man’smemory.

I have received 
yours of the 17th wherein you tell me that the Duke of Ormonde 
had earnestly recommended the Lord Treasurer to satisfy himself 
of the condition he leaves the Treasury of Ireland in before he lays 
down his staff, and that he has promised to do it, but I fear it will 
not be possible for him to perform it effectually, for such a work as 
this can only be done by viewing the accounts of the Treasury 
Commissioners here, which as yet are not brought in to me further 
than a declaration of their disbursements till Midsummer, 1672. 
Last Thursday arrived the Dragon, convoy to the powder sent 
hither. Two Virginia ships of considerable value, part of the fleet 
whose rendezvous should have been at Galway, are driven in at 
Killybegs, an harbour on the North West of Ireland. They have 
unluckily missed the opportunity of going with the others from 
Galway. I have therefore ordered the Dragon to convoy them 
towards England, and to take with him also the ship stayed at 
Innisboffin, on account of being prize. I have ventured to do so, 
because by the captain’s orders I find he was not to return to the 
fleet, but his station was appointed between the Land’s End and 
Plymouth, and so to convoy such merchant ships as should arrive, 
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as far as the Isle of Wight but no further. The three frigates 
which convoy the Virginia fleet, will, I imagine, be near this 
man’s station during his absence, so I can foresee no inconvenience 
in employing him thus, only it was necessary you should know how 
his Majesty’s ships are disposed of. Some little doubt yet remains 
concerning the ship at Innisboffin, whether something for 
salvage may not be due to the Admiral, but I was loth 
that men who had behaved so well, in recovering their ship should, 
upon such a nicety, suffer the inconvenience and loss of a tedious 
voyage. I have therefore desired Lord Clanricarde to dismiss the 
ship, but to return an account to the Admiralty in England of the 
name and owners of the ship, that, if any dues belong to that com- 
mission they may be exacted from them when they arrive at their 


port. 

The two Presidents’ Courts of this kingdom being vacated there 
will be a necessity of the removal of those records to this city, 
all causes formerly heard there being now to be heard at some of the 
Four Courts here. As to the records of Munster, Lord Orrery having 
made his resignation, we can immediately order them to be brought 
hither, but for those of Connaught, the Presidentship not being yet 
resigned, I know not what direction to give, therefore I take the 
liberty to remind you, that that resignation may be perfected. Now 
I am on this subject I should acquaint you with the condition of the 


Castle of Athlone. I look upon that as one of the most important , 


places in Ireland, being situated in the very centre of the kingdom 
and upon a pass over the Shannon, for both which reasons it has 
always been held a most necessary place to be strongly garrisoned. 
The Castle itself is now so ruinous as to be almost ready to fall 
down. Having been informed there were but few castles of this 
kingdom but had lands belonging to them for their support and 
repair, it put me on inquiry of the lands belonging to this one in 
particular, and upon search I found that the lands, &c., of the 
manor of Athlone were by Act of State, pursuant to a letter of his 
Majesty’s in 1619, annexed for ever to the Presidentship of 
Connaught on the condition of keeping the castle in repair. I 
cannot hear but that it was in good order at his Majesty’s return, 
and though, besides this provision of lands, some concordatum 
moneys, as I am told, have been also allowed the Presidents, yet it 
is now become almost uninhabitable.

The captain says about 20 days ago he met on the Irish coast 
three Dutch capers of 20, 14, and 8 guns apiece, with which 
he was engaged, but they left him. Portsmouth, 26 June.— 
Yesterday a small French frigate of 14 guns came in to clean. 
As soon as this is done she goes out to cruise. The Mermaid 
comes into dock next tide. Aldeburgh, 25 June.-—This morning 
the Crown sailed by northwards, and this evening were seen at 
sea to the E.S.E. three small Dutch men-of-war. Wind S.S.W. 
Stockton, 25 June.—Last Sunday two privateers were seen at sea, 
which chased several light vessels, but missed them all.

A merchant that came im her 
assures me that the whole fleet from Virginia, 25 sail in all, are 
all safe arrived in English ports except the Antego Merchant 
of Bristol, which left her company, and was taken on the Irish 
coast, her men being put ashore at Londonderry. Harwich, 
26 June, between 1 and 2 p.m.—The fleet of which I gave you an 
account last night by express are the Dutch. I saw them this 
morning from the Beacon Hill. They are at anchor where 
they were last night, viz. West of the Shipwash, and open before 
us betwixt Bardsey Sand and the West Rocks. Three of our 
Srigates are still at anchor at the Buoy of the Gunfleet. Three 
of the Dutch were at anchor above a league below them and a 
fourth was cruising wp and down betwixt both.

Chancellor and misrepresented us to his Majesty. First. As to the 
office he calls Chancellor of the Diocese of Durham, there is no such 
office, but Chancellor of the Bishop, when there is a bishop, and 
when there is none there is no Chancellor. Secondly. It is true 
that, when his Majesty shall nominate a bishop, he may signify his 
pleasure to him that Mr. Ireland shall be his Chancellor, but, till 
there is a bishop, there can be no such officer, and if any should 
take upon him to act as Chancellor in any other name but that of 
the bishop, or by any other patent but by that from him all his acts 
are null. Thirdly. The ecclesiastical jurisdiction, which is in the 
Bishop whilst he lives, is in the guardian of the spiritualities, 
sede vacante, all which time the guardian of the spiritualities 
exercises that jurisdiction by his commissary, which the bishop 
does by his Chancellor. Fourthly. When the Dean and Chapter 
are guardians of the spiritualities, they are by law bound to make a 
commissary to exercise the jurisdiction under them within 8 days 
after the vacancy of the see, otherwise their power devolves on the 
Archbishop of the province. Fifthly. Deans and Chapters, who 
are guardians of the spiritualities, usually exercise the jurisdiction 
by one or more of themselves, and not by him who had been 
Chancellor. Sixthly. The Dean and Chapter of Durham have 
usually done so by one or more of their own body, sometimes by the 
Dean, sometimes by two and sometimes by more of the Chapter. 
Though in this last vacancy they made Dr. Burwell their commissary, 
it was not on account of his having been Chancellor to the bishop, but 
for other reasons. Seventhly. On Dr. Burwell’s death the Dean, 
being then at London, wrote with all speed to the Chapter to 
propose some fit persons to him, declining the office himself, and 
they having commended two of their body the Dean sent to the 
Chapter to seal a commission to them, and all this before he or any 
of them had any knowledge of Mr. Ireland, nor could they imagine 
he had any design on the place of commissary when he moved his 
Majesty for the office of Chancellor. On these considerations we 
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appointed these two of our body, but we know of no private or mean 
considerations. I am unwilling to think that he who gave this 
information to his Majesty intended to asperse me as making some 
little advantage to myself in disposing of the office, for though I 
have had a great deal of trouble in asserting the rights of our 
church in a late suit with the Archbishop of York about this 
jurisdiction I never sought nor expected any private advantage to 
myself in this.

The Lord Lieutenant to the Earl of Arlington. I enclose some 
papers brought me by one Connolly, an Irishman, with his examina- 
tion taken before the Bishop of Ferns. They are all the originals 
except one letter, which I reserve for the discovery of the hand, and 
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have transmitted a copy. The plot pretended to be made known by 
these papers seems to me sp very improbable, that I am pretty 
confident it is an invention of this Connolly’s, hoping to get some 
money by the discovery. First, it is clear by the language that it 
can be no English or Dutch man who wrote them, for they are 
perfect Irish English, and in many parts so little sense, that no man 
who would engage in such an attempt, but must be a person who 
could express himself better in writing. Besides, Connolly himself 
and two or three others he brought up to town with him have so 
over acted their parts as makes it pretty clear to me it is a mere 
forgery. However I have sent down into the country for 
Mac Moghan, Connolly’s servant, as also for the pretended friar (if 
any such be taken), who, they say, left these papers in Connolly’s 
garden, with John Oliver and Solomon Richards to whom the letters 
are directed. I shall not omit some further search into the matter, 
for, though I am of the above opinion, I do not think these things 
ought to be altogether neglected, for whoever is not a little awaked 
with false alarms, will perhaps be asleep when a true one comes. 
I should not have troubled you with these papers, had I not heard 
from some of my friends that sometime since I was much blamed 
for not making a stricter inquiry into a plot, wherein Lord Coloony 
was concerned, which truly seemed more ridiculous than even this, 
but you may now by an example see how senselessly busy 
some of these men are, and indeed had I troubled you with a 
narrative of every little plot I have been informed of, it would 
have been endless, for, as these of the Roman persuasion 
have been perpetually forward to invent plots and con- 
Spiracies, which they pretend those of the fanatic party are 
engaged in, so those others have not been unfruitful of the like in- 
ventions against the Romanists, as I could make appear by several 
examinations before Justices sent up to me, concerning arms of 
those of the Roman party, which should be hid in the thatch of 
houses, &c. and days set by them for an universal insurrection to 
murder all the Protestants, but yet I have lived to see several of 
these days pass over without trouble. In all these cases the weigh- 
ing the circumstances and considering and comparing the intelli- 
gences which come from several parts is that which will ever lead a 
man to discover the truth, and these are the measures I have ever 
gone by upon such informations. Some time since I received a refer- 
ence concerning one Stubbers, who petitioned his Majesty complaining 
of some grievance by a decree in Chancery. Thereferenceis from one 
of the Masters of Requests, and seems to direct a hearing of the 
cause before myself and the Council. We have read the petition 
and reference, but I think it a dangerous precedent to the common 
justice of the kingdom, if the Lieutenant and Council here should 
be entrusted with the reversal of decrees and judgments given in the 
Courts of Judicature, and therefore I shall be very tender in pro- 
ceeding upon it. I have sent you a copy of the petition and 
reference, and a state of the case and all the proceedings in Chancery 
received from the officers of that Court. If you will consult Mr. 
Attorney or any of the King’s Counsel in England, you will clearly 
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find that this Stubbers is in contempt, but yet upon his obedience 
he may be admitted to his bill of review, and if after that there be 
cause he has his appeal to the Parliament, when any shall be sitting 
here, but it seems a new thing to me to remedy such matters at the 
Council Table, and I should be very loth that such a power should 
be assumed during my lieutenancy. You may perceive by this how 
inconvenient it is to have such matters go through other than their © 
proper cliannels, which, I imagine, ought to be the Secretary’s office. 
And I the rather instance it, in regard there is something of the 
like kind now before the Lord Chancellor, for upon the petition of 
Patrick Blake a reference was gained 12 Jan., 1667[-8] , and signed by 
Sir John Berkenhead, which would have produced a rehearing of 
that cause contrary to the rules of the Court, but on the application 
of Mr. James Hamilton, another reference, dated 24 May, 1673 and 
signed by your Lordship, prohibits the altering of the usual course 
of proceedings in Chancery, and so consequently contradicts the 
first. Certainly the seldomer the interposition of his Majesty’s 
authority is used in matters of right between man and man the 
better, for, though in some cases a hardship may be relieved by 
this extraordinary means, yet, as to the whole, doubtless the 
ordinary course of justice will be found most equal to the subject.

better opportunity than this, that is to remember your blood, 
lands and [e|states, how you were hanged, quartered, and burnt, 
and them that are left will be so likewise, [wn]less yow will 
prevent in time. We are able enough, [un|less our hearts fail 
us, which I hope you will not be like others that betrayed 
one another, as Gibson and his party is, but now you have good 
back that will not fail you, that you may not care for all 
E[ulrope, for our State has the Spaniards in their hand to 
assist them, which I will show unto you at meeting with 
several others that you and yours shall know. Sirs, concerning 
your instructions I am to copy it here according to my commis- 
sion for the province of Leinster, and for each province in 
Ireland, which I hope you will be careful, and stick to your case 
handsomely, in a way that you shall not be like cowards. 1. You 
are 28 July next to enter into Dublin, and about 6 in the after- 
noon you are to fire your several appointed houses, and so, when 
the houses will be at firing all the town will run to save them or 
to see them, then you are to storm as others with good able party, 
and then take the Lord Lieutenant and all the officers from a cap- 
tain to a corporal within the Castle, or else, if my Lord be not 
within, you must stay till he comes in, if conveniency permits you, 
and turn out all the soldiers loose, saving those that will defend 
themselves, and you must be sure to make a sudden slaughter 
amongst them. 2. Yow are to take the Lord Chancellor, Sir

You are to keep all the vessels that you can 
in Dublin and in Wexford, and in all other places under your

1. Where the vessel brought in as prize belongs to the United 
Provinces or any of their subjects, or any inhabiting with them, 
both ship and goods shall be condemned as lawful prize, except 
letters of safe conduct from his Majesty or his Royal Highness be 
produced and proved to be granted for the said ship and goods. 


2. Where the vessel and goods brought in as prize shall be claimed , 


to belong wholly to his Majesty’s friends, allies, or subjects, 
though claims be allowed to be entered in the Court of Admiralty, 
no claim shall be suffered to proceed but where sufficient authority 
from the owners themselves is produced and proved, but the master 
shall have power to claim the ship for his owners without any special 
procuration from them, and also what goods are pretended to 
belong to himself and mariners. Also for so much of the lading 
as shall belong to the freighters in partnership the claim may be 
made by any one of them or any other having authority from them 
or any one of them, but where the lading belongs to several not in 
partnership, claim shall be made by each for his respective part, 
or by some having authority from the respective persons. 

3. Where any ship shall make resistance, or the master or any of 
his company shall throw away, destroy or conceal any of the 
ship’s papers, or shall have no papers at all on board, or shall 
offer to the Court any false or double writings to clear her or 
her goods, the said ship and goods shall be condemned as good 
and lawful prize. 

4. If any vessel be met carrying arms, ammunition, or provision 
of victuals, or any contraband goods to any port of the United 
Provinces or to any of their territories or plantations, such 
vessel with the said arms cc. shall be seized and brought in, and 
shall be condemned as good and lawful prize. 


5. No claim shall be admitted in the Court till the claimer shall 


give sufficient security for payment of costs and damages, if 
unsuccessful. 
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6. If the claimer shall raise a reduction of the sentence of the 
Admiralty Judge before the Lords of Session, the ship or goods 
so claimed shall be valued and sold, if not sold already, and the 
proceeds of such sale shall remain deposited till the reduction be 
determined, but in this case also security for costs and damages 
shall be given by the claimer. 


7. On notice to the Court of the bringing up of any prize, the 
Court shall send forthwith a publication in writing to be 
affixed on the Mercate Cross of Edinburgh, and the Custom 
House at Leith, that all who pretend to have any right to claim 
may enter their claims in the Court, and, if no person shall 
come in to claim within 14 days after the said publication, the 
Court shall forthwith proceed to adjudication ; and, in case any 
come in to claim, if the goods be perishable the Court shall 
forthwith order an apprizement and sale, and, though they be 
not perishable, yet, if the claimer have a commission to foreign 
parts for the proof of his property, then the Court shall order 
an apprizement and sale as aforesaid. {Nearly 3 pages. S.P.

Inland advices received 28-30 June. Aldeburgh, 27 June.—The 


Dutch fleet came upon this coast on. Thursday morning and 
rides still at anchor at sea about four or five leaques S.E. of 
this. They are thought to be 100 sail in all. One of their 
men-of-war of about 40 guns rode at anchor within shot of the 
town yesterday. This morning he weighed and stood to the 
Heet, carrying with him a Swede, which was at anchor in the 
Bay. Harwich, 27 June, 1 p.m.—The wind has often varied this 
morning. About 10 I saw our guardships in their old station 
and a considerable number of the Dutch. The frigates at the 
Buoy of the Gunfleet are removed higher up, out of our sight. 
The few sails of the Dutch fleet that we can discern seem to me 
somewhat further off than they were yesterday. Harwich, 28 June. 
—About noon yesterday the guardships at the Buoy of the 
Gunfleet removed higher towards our fleet above. This morning 
we saw one of them, as we guess, at anchor by the Spits. The 


four Dutch guardships are where they were yesterday, midway 


as near as I can judge betwixt the Buoy of the Gunfleet and the . 
South West end of the Shipwash. The Dutch are counted about 
80 men-of-war. The weather is very hazy. We can see their 
guardships from the Beacon, but very hardly their fleet, we 


judging they are removed a little further from us. Harwich, 


29 June.—Yesterday afternoon two ketehes came from the fleet 
hither, one for a bowsprit, the other for water, which made the 
Dutch guardships put themselves under sail towards the West 
Rocks, but, seeing no probability of coming near them, they 
returned to their old station. The weather had been so hazy 
these two or three days, that we have not been able to discern 
their fleet. From the Beacon this morning they counted 50, but 
several affirm they are above 70, small and great, and that 
they spread as far as before Aldeburgh. Plymouth, 27 June.— 
To-day the Dartmouth sailed with the Virginia ships to the 
eastward. Falmouth, 25 June——Our ships pass now to and fro 
without molestation, no capers having lately appeared on our 
coast. To-day died at Pendennis Castle Col. Harvey, one of the 
late King’s judges, who was prisoner there. Deal, 29 June.—No 
ships in the Downs. Whitby, 29 June.—Several Dutch capers 
appeared to-day on. our coast, and have taken two colliers 
besides two fisher-boats which they plundered and released.

22 Aug., 1671, in lieu thereof they submitted to an 
additional charter with Sir F. North’s approbation, but departed 
again from this and voted certain by-laws with an oath for their 
observance. From this they again departed, absolutely refusing the 
oath and altering the by-laws so as to made them ineffectual. After 
these and other disappointments his-Majesty’s express command of 
the 12th instant, viz., that they should immediately finish these 
by-laws according to the heads agreed on at their table, and should 
summon all the printers that have set up contrary to law, and either 
suppress them by indictment or secure them by bond, was read to 
them, and a positive answer demanded thereto. To the former they 
say they have done the by-laws. But these are of their own making, 
and worth nothing—not those we agreed on. They refuse the very 
by-laws, which they undertook to make, whereon his Majesty 
put a stop to the quo warranto. To the latter they voted 
that some of them should attend your lordship to know which of 
the printers should be put down, whereas his Majesty requires them 
to do it themselves. This business may be ended if, on their appli- 
cation, your lordship shall refer them to his Majesty’s order, and 
require me to see it executed, or otherwise shall refer the whole to 
the King and Council, that his Majesty may see where the fault lies.

For the 
first part concerning the condition of the Treasury, his Majesty 
said he was sorry it was so low, and that there is no remedy but to 
be good husbands till the war be over. For what concerns the 
vassals of the Dukedom of Lenox, he thinks that if the passing 
of signatours in the Exchequer import the uniting of the superiori- 
ties of that estate inseparably from the Crown, he is not willing 
they should pass in Exchequer, but that a commission should be 
granted by him, as heir to the Duke of Lenox, to the Treasury 
Commissioners to grant charters to the vassals, and if you think 
this way fit, that a commission may accordingly be sent ready for 
his Majesty’s hand, or that you propose what other expedient may 
be fittest. On this occasion his Majesty told me that he had 
promised the estate of the Duke of Lenox in Scotland to the 
Duchess Dowager of the last Duke during her life, and desired that 
a signatour might be made ready for his hand to that effect. The 
Duchess is now out of town, but will return before next post, and, 
after I have spoken with her concerning it, I shall write more fully 
to you.

mariners prisoners two days, till the English Consul procured some 
officers from the Gorina to fetch the master ashore, but the sh.p and 
lading are still detained by the French commander ; and prayed that 


his Majesty would interpose for the petitioners’ relief and that the 


said ship and lading, being in the master’s possession when taken, 
might be restored with what was pillaged :—that Lord\ Arlington 
represent ‘the petitioners’ case to the French ambassador and 
effectually move him to procure the restitution of the said ship and 
goods, in consideration of his Majesty having on all occasions been 
ready to comply with desires of the like nature made on behalf of 
French subjects, though their ships have been taken in the actual

Portsmouth, 1 July.—Yesterday came to Spithead from the 
eastward the Success, said to be bound westward to convoy some 
Virginia ships. Southwold, 30 June.—Yesterday we discovered 
about 15 of the Dutch S.E. of this, plying to windward with the 
wind S. This morning four ketches belonging to the English 
fleet were plying southward, the wind S.W., five of the Dutch 
fleet being then in sight, two of which of about 12 guns apiece 


bore down to them. Several guns passed between them, and our 
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ketches bore up towards Yarmouth, and the Dutch tacked east- 
ward. Lynn, 80 June.—82 seamen have been pressed here and 
sent to the fleet. The Deptford ketch went hence last Friday, 
with about 40 light colliers. Whitby, 29 June.—Yesterday three 
capers forced under our guns the light fleet from Lynn of between 
50 and 60 sail, which stayed at least eight hours and at night 
sailed for Newcastle and Sunderland. These capers have taken 
five vessels, and several of our jisher-boats. Newcastle, 28 June. 
—Nearly 100 small laden colliers are now in port bound for 
London and other ports, which dare not venture to sea without 
convoy. Plymouth, 1 July.—Part of the Straits fleet is now in 
this harbour. A captain of one of the frigates is come ashore. 
In the meantime the frigate keeps under sail with the whole 
fleet, being about 80 in sight till the captain returns, so tt is 
thought they will not stop but go directly forward. - Ports- 
mouth, 3 July.n—The Success is still at Spithead andwill sail 
towards the fleet to-day. Deal, 3 July.—Yesterday came into 
the Downs five Virginia ships with the Edward and James 
man-of-war, and to-day the Plymouth, Phoenix and Dover with 
the Straits fleet. Newcastle, 830 June.—Our coal fleet is still in 
port. I had advice yesterday from Holy Island that our two 
Russia ships which wintered at Archangel are arrived in Scate 
(? Leith) Road. Bridlington, 80 June.—The capers are very 
busy again on our coast, and have taken several colliers. 
Southwold, 2 July—About 9 last night anchored about two 
leagues eastward of this 11 Dutch men-of-war, and this morning 
about 4 weighed and stood off to sea. Aldeburgh, 3 July.—This 
coast has been much troubled by the Dutch since they came over, 
and they have put us in much fear. Yesternight they were seen 
standing towards this town, and to-day they are gone off again. 
Harwich, 830 June.—About 2 or 8 yesterday afternoon it cleared 
up, and we plainly discovered the Dutch fleet to be gone, the 
haziness having wrapt them up from the 25th to the 29th, which 
way they stood we could not learn for want of vessels to send 
out. I was informed last night that from our beacon were, seen 
one or two, as they judged, of his Majesty’s frigates, which came 
down as low as the Gunfleet, but I can discern only one at 
anchor to-day. Some vessels are going hence to the fleet, which 
were kept in during the Dutch lying before us. Wind continues 
S.W. Harwich, 1 July.—About 3 yesterday afternoon sailed 
hence the Barbabella ketch towards the place where the Dutch 
lay at anchor, and so beyond Bardsey Sand. From his topmast 


_he could make no discovery of them, and with this account is 


gone with some other vessels to the fleet. But this morning one 
of our packet-boats come from Yarmouth, where he was forced to 
put in by ill weather, says he yesterday not far from Aldeburgh 
met 18 Dutch men-of-war, and that the whole Dutch fleet was 
off Orford Ness. About 11 this morning from the Beacon Hil 
we saw 12 or 18 Dutch men-of-war off Bardsey Sand.

They sailed very near the lower end 
of the Gunfleet, when suddenly they tacked about, and stood off 
the way they came. Upon this tack we judged them to 
be of the Dutch fleet, which we guess may be near the Galloper, 
for they stood that way. The wind is southerly, borrowing a 
point of the west.

It consisted of so many particulars, 
as it has been some work to inquire into the several natures of 
them, and possibly the value of them all may be greater than you 
imagined, for, had they been all clearly in the King’s dispose, they 
would have amounted, I am told, to above 1,500/. a year. The best 
account I can present you with are the enclosed returns from the 
Civil Survey, and from the Auditor’s office, by which it will appear 
that most of these lands are already passed in patents to others. 
Besides, as to Galway, had a grant passed according to this 
letter, that city had been utterly ruined, for its whole revenue 
had been taken aw ay. I know several of those concerned 
with Col. Hamilton in this grant pretend they asked no 
more than the benefit of the mortgages of parcels of lands 
and customs which the city had engaged to George Browne and 
other forfeiting persons, but the words of the letter are very clear, 
being “‘ To cause a grant for ever of all our right, title, and interest 
either in possession or reversion unto all and singular the lands, &e.

Yesterday the Guinea took a Dutch caper of 3 guns and 43 men, 
which had forced several small vessels ashore, which were however 
secured. Harwich, 17 July—The two Russia ships with other 
vessels from the Northward are passed by for the Thames. Deal, 
17 July.—Yesterday a Dutch caper came into Margate Road and 
took away a French merchantman riding at anchor there. Dover, 
16 July.—A vesselarrived from Nieuport to-day says that yesterday 
the Dutch fleet, 120 sailin all, lay off Ostend, and that two of their 
men-of-war were cruising near Dunkirk. Newcastle, 15 July.— 
Yesterday morning about 50 colliers sailed from our bar, with 
several ketches for the fleet. The Guinea attended the Russia 
ships to the Road, and came back to the mouth of the Tees to take 
with him three ketches laden with butter. I believe the laden fleet 
will fall into their company. Bridlington, 14 July.—Last Satur- 
day the Guinea passed Northwards with 8 or 10 light colliers, and 
yesterday the Portsmouth pink with 16 or 17. The Dutch capers do 
much mischief. Boston, 16 July.—Yesterday abundance of coal 
ships sailed southwards. Lynn, 16 July.—Yesterday a Dutch sloop 
came into our Channel and forced all our fishermen up to town. 
Harwich, 17 July.—No news here. [24 pages. Ibid. No. 188.] 


Prince Rupert to Lord [Arlington]. Wind §.E. and by E. I must 
give you an account of a little accident here to-day and beg you to 
represent the same to his Majesty. About one after dinner the 
Greyhound came sailing quite through the fleet with a flag on the 
maintopmast head, which amused the whole fleet. On this I sent 
one of my lieutenants on board to command the flag to be struck, 
and seeing him come off almost half way to my ship I fired a shot 
before her, so that the flag was struck. Capt. Clements coming 
afterwards on board me, told me it was one of Lord Mulgrave’s 
colours. I laid him in irons for his impudence and had him 
examined by the Judge Advocate, the copy whereof I have sent 
herewith. This being done, I pardon the man, for which I think 
I ought to beg his Majesty’s, where such an affront was offered. The 
Algier struck yesterday on the edge of the Black Tail, though I 
placed the Emsworth sloop there and others on the dangerous sands 
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to direct all the ships that sailed. I cannot say whether she is got 
off or not. About two hours since I sent Monsr. Schomberg his 
commission and the books signed, by Sir Thomas Allin. It was 
this afternoon resolved by a Council of War to sail the fleet out 
to-morrow morning at the West end of the Galloper, to avoid all the 
sands, and thence to send some frigates to discover in what posture 
the enemy is, who are now said to lie to the westward of the Steen 
banck in 15 fathoms, according to whose motion we shall steer our 
course. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 336, No. 139.] Enclosed, 
Examination of Capt. John Clements. Yesterday, the 17th, his 
Majesty commanded me to follow such orders as I should recewe 
from Count Schomberg, whe commanded me to put on the main- 
topmast head one of Lord Mulgrave’s ensigns for a signal, that 
it might be known where the Count was to be found.

The Lord Lieutenant to Lord Arlington. (The first part con- 
cerning the differences in Dublin is printed in Camden, Essex, Vol. I.

I must observe there are two covenants in Lord 
Ranelagh’s patent, in these words :—‘‘ And all other his Majesty’s 
revenue in Ireland certain and casual, ordinary and extraordinary, 
shall . . . during the term aforesaid, be issued out and applied to 
such uses intents and purposes, and in such order and manner, and 
at such times only, as the said Lord Ranelagh, &c. have hereinafter 
covenanted . . . to see done, executed and performed, and to no 
other uses, &c. except what shall be fit and requisite to defray the 
necessary charges and expenses of this present undertaking,” and 
‘That they, the said Lord Ranelagh, &c. shall from time to time, 
as often as they shall be thereunto required, give to the Lord 
Lieutenant . . . and to such others as his Majesty shall appoint a 
just and true account of all and every the proceedings in and about 
the premises and the management thereof”’ ; to which clauses these 
letters ought, as I conceive properly to refer. By the former letter 
the Lord Chancellor, Lord Conway, Sir A. Forbes, the Lord Chief 
Baron, and Sir Theophilus Jones, or any three of them are appointed 
as the persons to take these accounts, but then for their power, they 
are directed to proceed to the examining auditing and stating of all 
moneys paid and disbursed. The like clause verbatim is in the 
second letter. Now I appeal to you, what advantage his. Majesty’s 
affairs can possibly have by such an account, which is indeed not 
properly an account, but only a declaration of disbursements, or how 
can it be known whether, according to the first recited covenant 
they have applied all the money received to the ends of their 
undertaking, unless they do as well charge themselves by their 
receipts as discharge themselves by their payments? This I have 
ever since my coming pressed them to do, but could not yet obtain 
it, only now of late they have promised me to perform it. I mention 
this, conceiving that some care ought to be taken in the penning of 
letters sent hither, that they may not be worded for the convenience 
of the parties concerned, as I fear these have been by Lord 
Ranelagh’s instance. Thus much only I must needs say in behalf 
of Lord Ranelagh’s undertaking that I am very confident they have 
brought in the money quicker, than I could possibly have done, had 
it been left to me, as formerly it has been to other Lieutenants, but 
as these Commissioners of the Treasury have been thus far of use to 
his Majesty’s affairs, wherein I have constantly given them all 
assistance imaginable, so I cannot but propose it as highly necessary 
for his service that they duly every half year give an account as well 
of their receipts as disbursements, that so it may appear, whether 
they have disposed of all the money according to the ends of their 
undertaking.

but also protest against all those, whoever they be, who shall 
wrong our corporations and the whole City by endeavouring to 
set up any assembly in it against law, and particularly against 
the Acts of Settlement and Explanation and against our charter 
and privileges, and against those of the City more particularly, 
who have advised that we might be compelled thereunto by threats 
of our superiors, or questioned and made to answer for our not 
appearing in the Townsell (Tholsel) last Thursday, we being 
resolved to give no answer but what we shall be advised to by 
our several corporations first consulted solemnly with, and, in 
the meantime, let our adversaries, who are as inconsiderable in 
their number as they have been in their attempts, know that the 
attempt of compelling to do what is unlawful will serve only as 
drink to a man in a dropsy or fever, rather to swell us wp into 
greater discontents or inflame us with new heats than drive us 
from our unalterable detestation of the new Rules, so far as they 
impose hardships on us above those who have the most rebellious 
corporations in the whole kingdom. 


All we, being Presbyterians or allied unto them in most of our 
opinions, and being also members of corporations in this City, 
declare that we think ourselves as much obliged as those of the 
Protestant Church, who are more countenanced by law and the 
magistrate than we seem to be, to yield obedience to all just com- 
mands of authority, yet we concur with our fellow members o7 
this City who are of the Protestant Church, so far as to decline 
meeting in a general Assembly as the same is declared to be con- 
stituted by the Lord Mayor é&c., and declare that, though we be 
altogether unsatisfied with the new Rules, yet there is nothing in 
them so offensive to us as the new oath therein imposed, which is 
a greater burden to our consciences than we are able to bear. 


We, the Catholick members of some corporations of this City, who 
have not met on account of the new Rules, though least innumber 
and more inconsiderable than the rest of our brethren of other 
persuasions, are as forward as any of them to declare the sincerity 
of our desire to show ourselves submissively pliant to all rules of

authority, so far as the laws of the kingdom shall require and

You must have received a gentleman, by whom I have informed 
you that in some days money for the troops will be wanting. Sir

far as I can learn, sent a courier before mine, and as far as I can 
judge by some conversations of his, he is strongly a friend of Prince 


Rupert’s, and tries to excuse that prince’s violent passion. I will ° 


say no more of it, and I am persuaded that the King will recognize 
that I-go only for the good of his service and without any bad 
ambition. I beg you to be assured that I shall apply myself with 
complete care and application to the good of his service in everything 
that I can. Postscript. The officer of artillery has just made me 
excuses for his conduct, and informed me he has found the tent 
poles in the hold of a vessel, so that I need say nothing to Sir T. 
Schitsley (Chicheley), who is well disposed, but is very ill served.

Others 
said they were about the Rumbles, on which I resolved to discover 
the truth of their station and strength. Accordingly about 8 
yesterday morning, wind S.W., I found them and anchored within 
3 or 4 leagues of them, where they rode at anchor in Schonvelt, 
their whole fleet consisting of about 95 or 100 sail, whereof about 
80 men-of-war. About 8 last night I weighed and stood about two 
leagues to the northward. About 12 I anchored again, the wind 
N.W. About 7 this morning I weighed, and finding all the Dutch 
loose and standing towards us, about 4 leagues distant, I resolved to 
steer along their coast to the northward. On this they stood after 
us. About 2 [ commanded Sir E. Spragge, having the weather- 
gage, to tack. In this time the wind veered to the 8.W., by which 
they got the weather-gage of us, and, when they had taken a view 
of our whole fleet, having a fresh gale of wind, they tacked, setting 
all the sail they could, and stood off towards their old banks and 
sanctuary of Schonvelt. I am now sailing along their coast to the 
northward. I have sent three frigates and two doggers to the Maes 
to get what intelligence I can that way. I desire you to present 
this with my most humble duty to his Majesty. [14 page. Ibid.

About 4 
the enemy tacked, and bore away towards their own coast, and we kept 
on this course towards the Broad Fourteens. Their fleet seemed very 
inconsiderable to ours, and, if they would have been drawn out to sea, 
which was his Highness’ design, as I suppose, no doubt we should have 
had much the odds in matter of force on our side. I beg that what 
I write to you, my name may not be used in the report of, because 
through ignorance of the sea matters I may be liable to many mistakes 
and to write of them, not as they will be told from those whose business 
tis more properly to give account of them. I should not presume 
to trouble you with them, but from the obedience I owe to your 
commands. It’s the opinion of very few here that we shall be able 
to draw the enemy to give us a fair battle for it, and, till that be 
done, there is not much to be expected, I fear, of any other 
considerable advantage upon them. Therefore I pray God send his 
Majesty a good peace, which I assure you is as well the prayer of 
almost “ I have spoken with of that matter.

But we presume not to 
advise anything hereon, because the Lord Lieutenant has pursued 
your Majesty’s commands, this being the variation in the above 
royal letters. We also observe in the said Rules that the oath of 
Allegiance is without any dispensation enjoined to all magistrates, 
and therefore we conceive it is meant the oath of Allegiance usually 
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administered before the late rebellion, and because the Rules 
extending to the generality of small corporations mention but two 
points, the one, for qualifying magistrates, and the other, for 
encouragement of aliens, we conceive in all other points of govern- 
ment the regulation is to be made according to their own 
charters.

In my last of the 22nd I 
gave you an account of my last sight of the Dutch fleet, and in- 
deed of my last hearing from them, for though I have sent scouts 
abroad and to Schonvelt, I cannot yet hear any certainty, but con- 
clude them to be there. In my last I also gave an account of that 
whole proceeding, and doubtless had I not had his Majesty’s positive 
restraint from attacking them in Schonvelt, or had not the wind 
on their setting sail after us so strangely veered, I had given a good 
account of them. I then likewise gave an account of my steering 
along the coast of Holland northward. I am now before the Texel, 
which is 6 leagues S.E. from us, and we ride along the coast in a 
line N.N.E. and §.S.W., the White to the\Southward of us, the 
Blue to the N., and I with my squadron in the centre. I have sent 
a small vessel, a good sailer, express with this, and desire to receive 
his Majesty’s positive commands by this bearer as to these par- 
ticulars and with all possible speed. Whether I shall send for the 
land forces? (If I receive his Majesty’s commands herein, I intend 
to send four frigates to convoy them and to stand half seas over to 
receive them.) Whether I shall attend the Dutch East India fleet, 
if I get intelligence of them, and in what ports I may attack them ? 
Whether I shall attack the enemy in Schonvelt, in case they come 
notout tous? Though I presume in these desires hazards may 
appear and attend, yet I shall use all my care to obey, in case his 
Majesty shall think fit to command me, and if he shall on second 
thoughts command me to attack the enemy in Schonvelt or to put 
in execution any other of these desires, 1 request no time may 
be lost, the season being far spent, and consequently we cannot 
expect much more fair weather. I have only now one small concern 
more worth your knowledge. I sending yesterday the Crown 
towards the Texel, she, making a sail, in a few hours got up with 
her and took her. She proved to be a Bristol ship of 12 guns taken 
by a Dutch privateer off Jamaica, laden with sugars and logwood 
(about 250 tons). She was sent round Scotland for Amsterdam 
with a lieutenan and 18 seamen. The privateer who was her convoy 
being not far off I am in hopes to find also, this being the 10th of 
Irench and English she has taken in those parts. She carries 40 
guns. The Dutch have much lightened her; what remains shall 
be taken care of and sent for England. I only beg you further 
that I may hear as often as possible, for it will be a great guide to 
me in my transactions here. I have not heard from you since I 
sailed out of the river.

The Charles bears a very 
reasonable sail, yet will be serviceable. The Gillingham frigate gets 
up her anchors as fast at present as any of the great ships, and, I 
doubt not, when her guns are loose will sail as well. Heaven send 
us but such weather as hitherto we have had. I most humbly 
beseech your Majesty to dispatch this bearer back with all speed 
with your pleasure, which, whatever it be, shall be most exactly 
obeyed by me.

About 14 days since we sailed out again with the whole 
fleet, and this day sennight discovered them in their old hole 
at Schonvelt behind their sands. It not being thought fit 
as yet to attack them in, last Wednesday morning we sailed 
off with a gentle sail, either to entice them or provoke them 
out to sea.

The Lord Lieutenant to Lord Arlington. I have received yours 
of the 14th with the order of Council concerning farthings, wherein 
I cannot but observe a plain misrecital of our letter, which conse- 
quently produces a direction impossible for us to fulfil, for it seems 
to direct us to make use of such expedients as we shall think most 
proper for furnishing this kingdom with the farthings coined in 
England, whereas our letter desires, that, if we cannot be so con- 
veniently supplied with those same farthings from thence, we may 
receive his Majesty’s allowance to use such other means for our supply, 
as we shall think agreeable to the kingdom’s wants. That you may see 
I am right I enclose copies both of our letter and the order. As for 
our drawing our farthings out of England, it is impossible any private 
man should undertake it, and I think it as unreasonable that the 
King should be at the charge, for whoever does it must pay money 


for them in England and consequently be at the loss of the exchange, - 


amounting at least to 10 or 12 in the hundred. I do not 
wonder that those who are sharers in coining these farthings in 
England should desire, if they could, to put the expense of bringing 
them hither upon the King, but I think it a little strange that this 
was not perceived by the Council, when the order was agreed on. I 
am utterly ignorant how far the present grant for coinage of farthings 
extends, or whether Ireland as well as England is to be served with 
them by those patentees, but sure I am, if Ireland be in their grant, ’tis 
fit they should perform their undertaking and not suffer the kingdom 
to lie under the cheat of the small money, which, to the great 
prejudice of the whole nation, is now put upon them. I have a 
good deal considered the matter, and have, since my coming, heard 
several proposals relating to it, particularly one, of which Sir Edward 
Ford, long since dead, was the author, and Lord Inchiquin and 
others should have been sharers in it, and this is by little marks 
and other devices to know and prevent counterfeits; but I am clear 
of opinion that no trick will ever avail to hinder such frauds, and 
therefore there is but one way to obviate such abuses, which is by 
making the metal very near the intrinsic price set upon it, and on 
that ground I have desired the very same farthings, which are 
coined in England, may be sent us, fearing some might get a grant 
to utter farthings here of a slighter value. When I proposed my 
own undertaking to serve this kingdom with small money, my 
intention was, that if another would have gained 4,000I., I would 
have contented myself with two, out of which I purposed (though 
altogether unknown to him), to have given Sir Arthur Forbes, whom 
I find a very worthy man, and no other thing ready to gratify him 
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with, a considerable share; but, my desire being chiefly for the 
public good, I beseech you to move his Majesty that it may be speedily 
put in some way or other, whatever he pleases, for the kingdom so 
abounds with counterfeit money of this sort, as ’tis a most insuffer- 
able grievance, all that list setting up to coin what farthings and 
half-pence they will, and put them upon the people, which truly 
we know not how absolutely to call in, till some public ones 
be allowed: Lord Orrery has had several letters from his Majesty 
for the remittal of his year’s value, amounting to 9001. The 
consideration of this, as in all cases of the like nature, I referred to 
the Commissioners of the Treasury, to know whether, if I ordered 
this remittal according to the letter, they would not expect a 
defalcation from his Majesty. Their return is something ambiguous, 
yet I perceive, if I should direct it, they will reserve themselves 
a capacity of claiming a defalcation on that account. I therefore 
desire you to acquaint his Majesty with the state of this affair, and 
to know whether he continues this his favour to Lord Orrery, not- 
withstanding he foresees the money must be discounted to him at 
the conclusion of Lord Ranelagh’s undertaking. Yesterday in 
Council we read the letter from his Majesty in justification of Lord 
Ranelagh, the Commissioners of the Treasury andthe Farmersof the 
Revenue being present. The Farmers desired to have a copy, which, 
finding it not attested as entered at the Signet Office we denied 
them, but ordered the King’s Counsel at law to proceed according to 
the directions therein. Mr. Godolphin has a request from his 
Majesty, which he has sent over to you. I have found him a very 
ingenious and faithful servant, and would be very glad to do some- 
thing for him, which the reversions on all places here have hindered 
me, both to him and all others who depend on me. If you think fit 
to get what he now proposes passed, I conceive it will not injure 
any. The most likely to be prejudiced are the Farmers here, whom 
I have already spoken with and have their allowance, but before it 
shall be executed I shall likewise hear all objections that merchants 
or any others concerned may have against it.

parts with Dutch colours, and from her paying obedience and 
consulage to the Dutch consul there, besides divers Dutch 
colours being found on board, the said general immediately 
sequestered the commanders of the English merchant ships then on 
shore, and with his whole fleet of 20 galleys and two galleasses in 
the night forcibly possessed himself of the said prize, threatening, 
if Capt. Walsh opposed him, he would not only destroy the King’s 
ship, but detain and carry to Corfu all the English merchant ships, 
and whereas the said letter further represents, that about six weeks 
ago, when the Amity, a small English merchant ship, was trading 
in the Zante road, her boat was set upon by that of the customers, 
and two Englishmen were dangerously wounded and one killed, 
but the murderers having taken refuge in the State’s ships of war, 
no justice could be had against them; it was ordered that Lord 
Arlington prepare a letter for the King’s signature to the Republic 
of Venice complaining of the said injuries and affronts, which his 
‘Majesty highly resents, and expects that speedy justice be executed 
on those that set on the English boat, and that the said Dutch prize 
or the value thereof be restored.

notwithstanding the King’s interposition and letters in that former 
case, and prayed his Majesty’s letters to the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany :—that Lord Arlington prepare a letter for the King’s 
signature to the said Grand Duke, demanding entire restitution of 
the Bassa’s goods and moneys with reparation for damages, and 
that the said offender may receive condign punishment, and further 
desiring, that the commanders of the said corsair and the 
Mediterranean and the goods in both ships be secured till the 
business be examined and restitution made as aforesaid. ([Jbid.

Nothing being still done, 16- June, the 
inhabitants petitioned his Majesty in Council again with a copy of 
the said order annexed, on which it was ordered that the obstructions 
from London Bridge to Dowgate Dock be forthwith removed and 
the quay laid open, and the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs were directed 
to see the same executed accordingly. They have accordingly in 
person warned the parties whose fences were standing to pull them 
down before Monday, June 28 (sic), at furthest, and they accordingly 
came on that day and warned them again to pull them down, or 
let them stand at their peril; for that they must return the names 
of the offenders to the King and Council, but notwithstanding the 
fences and obstructions remain standing.

It seems from 
his letter they would have chosen me had they known of it. To 
say they did not imagine when-I asked to be chancellor, I meant to 
be commissary, is to suppose I moved the King for an uncertainty. 
I did not know indeed there was such a thing to be asked, nor that 
their statutes obliged them to so quick a choice. As soon as I did, 
I made all civil application for it, with a letter to the Dean from 
Lord Arlington, and have not been guilty of the least disrespect. 
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The Dean told me he was sorry it was out of his power, but, if the 
King’s letter came, they knew not how to oppose it, which was 
the ground of seeking a mandate which was accompanied 
by a most obliging letter from Lord Arlington, to both 
of which the above was the answer.. I must insist they are 
under their promise of resigning at the King’s feet; the delay 
of their immediate obedience has been dispensed with in order to it, 
and now it is what is desired and expected of them. As to my 
aspersing the Dean, I meant only what I had heard from his own 
mouth, that having been at great expenses in a suit with the Arch- 
bishop they thought to exercise this office by some of themselves.

There’s no doubt but Lord Ossory on his part did 
well, for he is well paid off. I hope you will send us your pleasure 
for our flags. Sir Edward being unfortunately drowned, I hope 
there will be no dispute to have Sir Robert Holmes in his place.

P. B.* to Sir Charles Lyttelton. 10 Aug.—Our whole fleet 
had the wind of the enemy’s and were plying hard to prevent 
their getting between us and the Texel, when by order of Prince Rupert 
you went for England with the East India Prize, and yet in the 
night, while we were uncertain of their position, a little veering of 
the wind helping them, they weathered us all, and so in the morning 
we found them the assailants, who overnight we were afraid dared 
not stand on the defensive. 11 Aug.—As soon as it was light 
enough for us clearly to discern one another, and to bring our 
fleets into the order of battle, which the darkness of the night had 
somewhat discomposed, the Dutch began to bear down upon us, and 
we, meeting them as far as the wind would permit, showed ourselves 
very ready to receive them. Of our fleet the French squadron led 
the van, the Blue brought up the rear, and were attacked by Bank- 
aert with the Zealand Squadron and Van Tromp with that of 
Amsterdam ; while the two great admirals, Prince Rupert and De 
Ruyter, in the middle of their fleets encountered each other. What 
passed between the van and the body of each fleet I am able to give 
no account of (more than that about 8 the whole were engaged) 
because they made sail all the time they were fighting, but Sir E. 
Spragg and Van Tromp, three hours together, lay braving one 
another with their topsails to the mast. Tromp was well seconded 
by several stout ships from which a gun was not fired at anybody 
but Sir Edward, as long as they could bring any to bear on him, 
which, I conceive was the chief reason our ship was disabled 
so much sooner than any other in the fleet, for in those 
three hours our mainstay was shot in pieces, and almost all 
the rigging, and our main and mizen masts disabled, a 
great part of the fine cabins beat into chips, and many 
valiant men sent into the other world without any ceremony besides 
peals of thundering ordnance. Sir Edward all the while stood 
fearless on the quarterdeck and did not seem troubled at anything,

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but that for want of the wind he could not make a closer fight than 
his enemy would give leave, who would not come within less than a 
cable’s length. About 11 Sir Edward bore up a little to mend his 
rigging, bring new sails to the yards, &c. In the meantime the Royal 
Charles and others took his place, and Lord Ossory and they, with 
the help, of a fireship that was just going to lay Tromp on board, 
put him and his division quite to leeward of us a little before 12. 
Sir Edward being glad he should now have an opportunity to fight 
at his own distance resolved to be yardarm and yardarm with the 
enemy, and make short work of what they always endeavoured to 
lengthen. He presently sent his lieutenant, Horner, to signify his 
intentions to Lord Ossory, and quickly after his own main and 
mizen masts went by the board, and disappointed a design which 
would certainly have proved fatal to the greatest part of the 
squadron he engaged with. ‘To Capt. Fowler he then recommended 
his lame ship, and with a promise of speedy relief left her, and went 
on board the St. George, at that time a little to windward, and the 
nearest ship to us of any considerable force. The first thing-he 
did, after putting up the flag, was to back astern, and so get to 
leeward between the enemy and us, in attempting which he lost 
his foretopmast, and received much damage in his rigging, and, 
worst of all, most of the men being unacquainted with sea service 
did not stand by their guns with the courage he expected, at which 
he was sensibly troubled, and resolved not to stay where he could 
not effectually follow the business he came for. The Royal Charles 
which had done some very good service and yet remained undisabled 
he thought fit to decide the old quarrel in between him and his 
consort Van Tromp, as he used to call him, who by this 
time had also tired one horse, and had mounted another. 
To that end he called for a boat to the next ship, the St. 
George’s being all lost before, and stayed a little to take his flag 
with him, fearing he should find the Royal Charles unsupplied, 
which some think was observed by the enemy, and occasioned the 
disaster that soon followed, for scarce was he got a cable’s length 
before the bullets began to fall thick about his boat, and one found 
easy passage through her to let in that good servant, bad master, 
the watery element. A few minutes sooner his page begged with 
tears that the Dreadnought instead of that little boat might be his 
conveyance to the Royal Charles then about a quarter of a mile 
distant, and his lieutenant seconded the motion as a far safer way ; 
but Sir Edward, scorning to be governed by arguments of fear, and 
hating the delay which that shifting might occasion, rejected the 
advice at the cost of his own life and the lives of most who were 
with him. He had often endeavoured but never attained any skill 
in the useful art of swimming, yet his lieutenant, coxswain, and 
armourer kept him a good while from drowning, and (when the 
Bristol’s boat came to their relief) with great hazard to themselves 
they saved his body, though his glorious soul had forsaken that 
habitation. 

Van Tromp, discovering by the want of our flag, that our 
Admiral had paid his debt to nature, began to reckon that the 
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Royal Prince, being extremely disabled, would now at an easy rate 
fall into his hands, and so with his squadron attacked us three 
times very smartly, but in the end had little reason to boast of the 
attempt. After two close engagements to leeward, in one of which 
Admiral Kempthorne was our rescue, the third time he weathered 
us, about 4, and came within his ship’s length by our side, when 
he found all the guns of our lower tiers doubly loaden to give him 
a welcome. Besides his Vice-Admiral and several others he brought 
up two fireships, which attempted to board us. One came on our 
weather quarter where was nothing to fasten and so was put off with 
ease. The other came stem for stem with us, and not a foot to leeward 
of the bowsprit. She hitched her sheer hooks in part of our 
foreshrouds, but the boatswain, standing on the forecastle, cut them 
away, and the shoe of the anchor helped to put her clearly to leeward 
of us. Thus the two overgrown bavins burnt together for company, 
leaving Tromp the displeasure and us the satisfaction to see him 
make bonfires at his own cost, which he had designed we should 
pay for. Certainly never was good ship in more eminent danger of 
boarding, sinking and burning, nor did ever gallant men demean 
themselves in it with more resolution or less show of fear. This 
was the last time he intended to trouble us, for he was so close plied 
by Lord Ossory and others, that by 5 he was just in a running 
condition. About that time Prince Rupert with the Red, and 
De Ruyter with the two squadrons of his fleet, having tacked some 
time before, were come near us. De Ruyter made all the sail he 
could to bear down on our squadron and destroy our ship, which 
now had got the Ruby and Hampshire towing her out of the fleet. 
At the same time Tromp tacked again to join his Admiral, and we 
must at last have been made a sacrifice, if the Prince, Capt. Legg 
and others had not bore down, and Lord Ossory (who fought all day 
very gallantly) luffed up just between us, and continued so fighting 
till night, before which his Highness had sent the Monmouth and 
Pearl to help, tow, and convey us away from further danger. The 
French all this while lay clearly to windward, and why they made 
no use of such an advantage I never knew, nor am I concerned to 
enquire. 

I make no mention of-particular captains, though many very 
well deserved it, because I never had skill enough, especially in time 
of fight, to know one private ship from another. As to the 
conclusion of the fight I must also be silent, for by that time we 
were at too great a distance to distinguish more than that our 
valiant defenders were deeply engaged. Headed ‘‘ Narrative of the 
late fight . . . . so far only as concerns Sir Edward Spragg.”

Yesterday he told 
me he would tell me in a day or two, when I should go.

John Paige to Williamson. I have been for some time with my 
wife at Tunbridge to pass away the summer, as having little to do 
in these dangerous times, which has been the cause of my long 
silence, and since my coming home little has offered worth your 
notice, save the good news of four of our East India ships being 
arrived at Kinsale. They came from Surat 13 Jan. last, and arrived 
at St. Helena 22 April, where, finding the island taken by the Dutch, 
they fired several guns from the fort at them, having never a Dutch 
ship in the road. They were answered by our ships again, upon 
which they steered for Barbados, where they arrived 9 June and 
left 17 June. I enclose the cargoes of three of them both in English 
and French. The other is not yet come to hand. The four may 
be computed to be worth about 250,000/. We expect six more from 
the coast of Coromandel, worth above 300,000/. God send them 
well. To-day is come an express from Prince Rupert, who has sent 
a Dutch East Indiaman as prize to Harwich. Her burden and 
lading are not known. I hear the Prince has given his Majesty 
notice how the prisoners have informed him that Capt. Munday, 
commander-in-chief of the four men-of-war, has retaken St. Helena, 
and in all probability has taken five Dutch Indiamen, which came 
in this ship’s company from Batavia. From Yarmouth, Harwich, 
and other places to the northward they write they have heard many 
guns both Sunday and Monday last, so it’s concluded the fleets were 
engaged, but as to the success we know not. God grant us victory 
over our stubborn enemies, otherwise it’s to be feared they will not 
stoop to any reasonable terms. Our Kast India Company followed 
your directions in applying themselves to his Majesty, who ordered 
Lord Arlington to advise you the needful about that affair.

husbands and Henry Wybrants have during the present war lived 
in Holland subjects to the said States, notwithstanding the 
proclamations to call them home to their obedience, and have there 
put the proportion of the said estate that belonged to the said 
Daniel, the younger, and now belongs to his children, into the hands 
of the said States, to assist them in their war, and will not give the 
petitioner or her children any account or share of the same, that 
the said Henry, executor to his mother, since the time limited by 
the said proclamations for returning is passed, has lately come from 
Holland to Ireland without his Majesty’s leave or removing his 
concerns from Holland, and is suing the petitioner for what the 
father left in Ireland, but will give no account nor share of the 
estate in Holland to the petitioner or her children, but suffers much 
of it to be destroyed by water, refusing to dispose thereof when well 
offered for it, and that the petitioner is informed that the part ofthe 
said estate in Ireland, belonging to the persons so living in Holland 
against the said proclamations, and consisting wholly of debts and 
chattels, is forfeited and by the Court of Prerogative there is 
sequestered to his Majesty’s use, and therefore praying a grant to 
the petitioner and her four small children of the part of the debts 
and chattels of the said Alderman Wybrants, senior, devised to the 
said Henry Wybrants and the four daughters or their husbands or 
any of them in recompense for their proportion of the estate in 
Holland so given and detained from them, inasmuch the said 
Daniel, the younger, continued always with his family in his loyalty 
and obedience, when all the rest of the family (except Peter, 
who has his proportion of the estate in Holland, and joins in suing 
the petitioner) removed into Holland, and continue there during the 
present war, and also because the said Daniel, the younger, and his 
children have sustained great loss by great sums lent to serve his 
Majesty in Ireland by the said Daniel, the elder, and never repaid.

She met 
a Spaniard which came out, who assured him the Dutch lost 18 
captains. I beseech I may receive your pleasure with all speed.

Prince Rupert to Lord [Arlington]. Wind §.S.W. a very fresh 
gale. I had resolved to have appeared again on the coast of 
Holland, but the great storms since the last engagement and the 
damage our ships received by their coming so suddenly after it, with 
the great want of victuals, have necessitated me to this coast and to 
alter that resolution. The whole fleet having not above seven days’ 
provisions and several ships being not in a condition to keep the sea, 
I think it neither safe nor prudent to expose the great ships to want, 
or to the storms this season usually brings. We have here a very 
fresh gale or rather a small storm, and it blows so in our teeth that 
we can make but very little way.

Account of the retaking of St. Helena and the capture of three 
ships of the Dutch East India Company. 

The 4th of May last we arrived at dawn in sight of St. Helena, 
and two hours later decided what we had to do to retake tt. For 
this purpose 200 of the land forces were ordered to embark under 
their flags on board a vessel, from which they could be put ashore, 
while we attacked any ships that might be in the road. At 11 
a.m. the Assistance made sail, in order that the following night 
we might approach near enough to reconnoitre the forces that 
might be in the road, and all our other ships furled all their sails, 
and so remained till the evening, and came to join us in the night. 
At 7 next morning all our ships being about 5 miles to windward 
of the island, our shallop came on board, and having injormed us 
there were no ships in the road we put 200 more men on board 
the Castle fireship, and left her with another ship to land our 
400 men to the windward of the island in Prosperous Bay. Our 
four men-of-war made sail towards the forts, under which we 
anchored at about 1 p.m., and, after engaging them for four hours, 
we ran to the West, where we anchored again, not doubting that 
our men had before that time been landed and had gained the hills 
in order to appear behind the forts the next morning, at which 
time we had decided that the William and Thomas and another 
ship should go in against the fort. The Dutch the moment they 
saw us returning capitulated and surrendered the island, 
on condition that they should not be plundered. This was 
accepted by us, they being not yet informed that we had any forces 
on shore. At sunset we took possession of Fort James, and dis- 
patched a trumpet to Capt. Keigwin, who ‘commanded our forces 
on shore, to inform him of what had passed, and to prevent our 
people carrying on any hostilities against the inhabitants on their 
march to the fort. ' 

The 11th between 7 and 8 p.m. a ship appeared on the horizon, 
which we cut off, and about 11 got so near her that we captured 
her, and found she was a ship of the Dutch East India Company, 
which had been sent on before, with a new Governor of the Island. 

Very early on the 26th those on the hill saw (‘‘virent,” 
probably a mistake for ‘“mirent,” “‘ put”) our flags at half 
mast, which let us know that six sails were in view. At 10 a.m. 
we were informed that jour had taken one course and the other two 
another, which appeared at the same time in view from the two 
ends of the island. As soon as they saw us, they sailed close to 
the wind, and we immediately pursued, that is the Assistance, 
William and Thomas, Castle jireship, and another merchant ship 
on the Eastern side after the said four ships, and the Mary and 
Martha and two other merchant ships on the Western after the other 
two but, as the wind was strong, we could do nothing with them. In 
the night the Assistance came up with their Vice-Admiral and the 
William and Thomas with their Admiral, and kept close to them 
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all night, and the morning of the 27th mastered them separately, 
each ship having separated from the other, believing they would 
thereby escape us. The said four men-of-war, the fireship.and 
three prizes of the Dutch East India Company are since safely 
arrived in our ports with five ships of our East India Company 
which came along with them. |French.

would not be heard of, and therefore we desire that in future you 
may take notice of them, and, as we know the said Earl will be 
careful that the management of it will be free of abuses, so we 
require you to take strict care that the prices established be not 
exceeded and that all ways be gone about for the accommodation of 
our people and the encouragement of that bargain. Therefore it is 
our will and pleasure that you forthwith pass the said Earl’s tack, 
and give him from time to time all due encouragement as occasion 
shall require.

A brief relation of the engagement by Prince Rupert. Monday, 
11 Aug., at daybreak, we saw the Dutch fleet about 14 leagues to 
windward, the wind then E.S.E., fair weather, and not far from the 
shore, at which time both their fleet and ours stood northward. 
About 6 I put abroad the signal for our fleet to tack to the south- 
ward, which they did. Then the French had the van, myself in the 
middle, and Sir-E. Spragg in the rear. About the same time the 
Dutch bore down upon us, and De Ruyter sent the Vice-Admiral of 
Zealand with 7 more men-of-war and 8 fireships to engage the whole 
French squadron. Admiral Tromp with his squadron, being about 
26 men-of-war and 7 fireships, engaged Sir E. Spragg and the Blue 
squadron, who had their foretopsails to the mast to stay for them, 
contrary to my express order and their own duty. De Ruyter and 
Bankaert with all the rest of the fleet, men-of-war and fireships, 
came on upon me and my squadron, and about 8 the fight began. 
Before 9 there fell a fog with small rain, which continued 
till 12 ; then it cleared up, and the wind came to the South, which 
put the French, being ahead, to windward of the Dutch, when all 
the French squadron having the wind, instead of tacking and 
engaging the enemy, as I expected from them, stood away to 
the §$.E., the wind then §.8.W., and stood full two leagues 
away, before they tacked again, and the Vice-Admiral with 
his eight ships had left them, and come down upon us. At 
that time I saw Sir J. Chicheley, Rear-Admiral of the Red, 
to leeward of me a great way. The whole force of De Ruyter’s and 
Bankaert’s squadrons lay upon my division and Sir J. Harman’s, 
and the enemy had cut off Sir J. Chicheley and his division from 
me, so that about 12 I had upon me De Ruyter and his squadron 
on my lee quarter, an admiral and two flags more on my weather 
quarter, and the Zealand squadron on my _ broadside to 
windward. Having fought thus some time with both my broadsides 
to windward and to leeward, I edged down towards the Rear- 
Admiral of the Red, forcing the enemy to give way, and so joined 
them. After which, about 2, I discovered the Blue squadron at a 
great distance near 8 leagues to leeward, bearing N.N.E. and I not 
knowing in what condition they were, and finding the guns well 
plied made all the sail I could to them, both to join the fleet, and 
to help them if necessary, wind then §.8.W. De Ruyter no sooner 
perceived my resolution but he bore away with his whole fleet to 
Tromp’s relief, so we ran down side by side within range of cannon 
shot without firing on either side, and as we were sailing down we 
saw a great many of the Blue squadron, which we judged had 
received some damage, to windward of the body and likewise some 
of the Red. To which I fired a gun to make them bear down to us, 
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notwithstanding which they did not. About 4 we came near the 
Blue squadron, when we found the Royal Prince wholly disabled, 
her main and mizen masts and her foretopmast shot away, 
and divers more disabled, Lord Ossory, the Vice-Admiral 
of the Blue, lying astern of the Royal Prince, between her 
and the enemy, bending his new sails and mending his 
rigging, and two frigates by him, on which I sent 
immediately two frigates to take the Royal Prince in tow, Tromp’s 
squadron lying eastward of them, some of them disabled of their 
topmasts and yards, part of his squadron with Vice-Admiral 
and Rear-Admiral standing eastward close by a wind with all the 
sail they could to gain it, so tacked again upon the Blue. When 
we came near them about 4 De Ruyter fired a gun, on which Tromp 
tacked. De Ruyter bore down with all the sail he could to make 
himself master of our lame ships, on which we lay by before to 
windward of Sir J. Kempthorne, to get our fleet in order to attack 
the enemy again, I putting out the usual signal to bring all ships 
into the general’s wake or grain, which is the blue flag upon the 
mizen peak, and sent ketches, sloops and boats to the ships to wind- 
ward to command them in. Whereupon we bore up, and steered in 
between De Ruyter and our lame ships, and fired guns to some of 
our own ships to windward to bear down, but none of them came 
near to assist me, except Sir J. Kempthorne and Lord Ossory, so I 
had great reason to believe that, except I had come in so happily to 
their relief, the Blue squadron had been totally lost, since they 
were so disabled, that no more of them but those two flags only 
gave me any assistance, after [came down. About 5,-De Ruyter 
with all his flags and fleet came side by side close up with me, so 
there began a very sharp encounter. In this evening engagement 
I had none to second me, besides the Vice-Admiral and Rear- 
Admiral of the Blue but Sir J. Harman, Capt. Davis in the 
Triumph, and Capt. Stout in the Warspite, and of my own division 
Sir J. Holmes in the Rupert, Capt. Legg in the Katharine, Sir John 
Berry in the Resolution, Sir J. Ernle in the Henry, Sir R. Strick- 
land in the Mary, Capt. Carter in the Crown, a fourth rate, and 
Capt. Booth in the Pear, a fifth rate, in all not above13 or 14 ships. 
The fight was very strong and close. I forced the enemy into a 
very great disorder and then sent two fireships amongst them, 
which increased it, and if the French lying within distance to wind- 
ward had obeyed my signal and borne down upon the enemy, 
according to their duty, I must have routed and torn them ‘all to 
pieces. It was the greatest and plainest opportunity ever lost at 
sea. The fight continued after sunset till the day was near spent 
when I edged off with an easy sail, so as to carry off the disabled 
ships. The Dutch also laid their heads to the eastwards, and so 
the battle ended, when a messenger came from Comte d’Estrées to 
receive orders to know the meaning of the blue flag being on the 
mizen peak, which I wonder at, seeing there was no instruction 
plainer to be understood, or more necessary among the general 
instructions for fighting, which he had laid before him, and besides 
it wanted neither signal nor instructions to tell him what he should 
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then have done, the case was so plain to every man’s sight in the 
whole fight. When dark night came, the enemy stood off to their own 
coast, which I had reason to be glad of, resolving, if I could avoid 
it, not to venture a new engagement next day, unless I could have 
better assurance not only what the Comte d’Estrées, but many of 
our own captains meant to do, who had failed me so in this: In 
this battle neither French nor English lost one ship of war nor do 
I think the Dutch have great reason to rejoice, and, considering all 
things, I think it the greatest providence that ever befell me in my 
life, a I brought off the fleet so. [S.P. Dom., Car. LI. 336, 
No. 811. 


Description of the engagement. The Dutch having the wind of 
us, and being close under their own shore, wind S.E., and our fleet 
standing towards the entrance of the Texel, the Prince about 6 made 
a sign for the van and rear to tack, and, as soon as all the fleet 
were about, the enemy coming very near us, almost within shot, 
Sir E. Spragg had some ships of Lord Ossory’s division betwixt him 
and the enemy, so he stayed till they had stretched out into a line 
ahead of him. About 7 the fleet began to engage, our line being 
of great length, so De Ruyter engaged with Prince Rupert, and 
Bankert’s division fell to the share of Comte d’Estrées, who in two 
hours got the weather gage of that part of the enemy, and Tromn’s 
engaged the Blue Squadron, whose Rear-Admiral engaged with 


Lord Ossory, Tromp himself with Sir E. Spragg, and his Vice-— 


Admiral with Sir J. Kempthorne. Tromp with his whole division 
fired at Sir E. Spragg, not regarding his seconds, so that 
in four hours he was forced to change his ship and go on 
board the St. George, and after the disabling her and going 
into a third rate was unfortunately drowned. Before this the 
wind shifted, and a great shower of rain fell. The general 
was then beset by the enemy on both sides, De Ruyter being right 
astern of him, and the French to windward of the enemy and but 
Martell and his division engaged. Then Sir J. Chicheley was forced 
out of the line by some damage he received, and was followed by a 
Dutch Vice-Admiral and nine other ships, Tromp all this while 
lying upon Sir E. Spragg’s maimed ship, striving what he could to 
destroy her, but she was relieved the first time by Sir J. Kempthorne, 
after which Tromp attempted her with his whole division again, 
and brought fireships on her, but could not prevail. At which time 
the General bore down for the rescue of Sir J. Chicheley, and to see 
what condition the Blue Squadron were in, so the Dutch and English 
came down within half shot and did not fire. About 6 De Ruyter 
bearing down, thinking to destroy the disabled Royal Prince, and 
coming a great way ahead of his own fleet, was bravely hindered of 
his design by Lord Ossory, who clapped between the Royal Prince 
and De Ruyter. At which time some of the Red Squadron were 
endangered, being in the crowd of the enemy, so that the General 
was forced to send fireships for their relief, which using their 
endeavours by setting their ships on fire made the enemy give way, 
and the General bearing down to get his fleet together, the Dutch 
lay by, and so we parted that night. [1} page. Ibid. No. 312.] 
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An account of the engagement. About 4 a.m. we had the Dutch 
fleet S.E. of us, and Camperdown over them, two leagues off, wind 
E.S.E., the land bold and high. We stood into the shore till 7, then 
the Hollander bore upon us flag to flag within half shot, we lying 
ahead. The St. Michael about 8 received several shot in sails and 
rigging. About 9 we received two shots, one forward, the other abaft 
under water, so that we could not come to stop it, which soon sank 
us, but we got aboard the John’s Advice. Two of their squadrons took 
our Red and White to task, whilst the other fought us, being separated 
at least a league from the fleet. At 10 the St. Michael lost the clue 


of her maintopsail and bore up (soon fixed and in to Sir E. Spragg © 


again). At 11 Tromp’s flag came by the board. At 12 Sir E. 
Spragg lost his main and mizen masts, but soon spreads his flag on 
the St. George, which in an hour lost her foretopmast, and he remov- 
ing in his barge to the Bristol, the boat was staved and he drowned. 
The wind at S.W. we stand N.W. a league or two to windward of 
the Blue, the French to windward of both fleets, neither have they 
done anything worth speaking this day, whilst the Blue and Tromp 
were intermixed. About 2 our General and the Dutch bore up N.E. 
to be spectators of the Blue and Tromp, who still fight desperately. 
Side by side they come not firing a gun, though in shot. Now the 
Royal Sovereign lost her foretopmast. One Dutchman was burnt 
by a fireship of the Red. The Royal Prince is got in tow of 3 or 4 
frigates, and about 5 the Red and Dutch begin their firingafresh. At 
6 the French bare away, being at least a league to windward, on the 
Hollander, but, before they came in shot, brought to, and lay there 
firing to little purpose. At 7 I saw two ships on fire, but know not 
what they were; nor did they fight afterwards, but laid their 
heads to windward with sails to mast, we going off W. by N. 
We have lost Sir E. Spragg, Sir W. Reeves mortally wounded, the 
captain of the Edgar slain, Capt. Howard’s arm gone, Sir J. 
Kempthorne wounded in the hand and several others as yet not 
known. Tuesday they lay by to fit and mend their shattered 
rigging, and at 4 Wednesday morning bore away for the Holland 
coast, we in sight. Not one man-of-war is lost on our side, but fire- 
ships, &e. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 336, No. 313.]

In my last I told you that the 
Prince was come up from the Buoy of the Nore, and that the Duke 
of Monmouth intended to go to sea, but I could not then inform 
you in what capacity, nor can I yet, except that there has been 
much discourse these two or three days that he shall command. the 
fleet in chief, assisted by Sir John Harman, who is to be with him 
on his ship. The reason of this change, if really intended, is by 
some said to be that the Prince is unfortunate, his actions, though 
always accompanied with the greatest gallantry, still wanting 
success, but the true cause will be that he is not acceptable to the 
French, for whom, to speak the language of the town, we have so 
much kindness and respect, that our only business, though to the 
prejudice of our own affairs, is to please them, with which opinion 
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people are so strangely led away, that they are ready to adore those 
they think oppose the French interest at Court, so that any great 
man might at a cheap rate make himself their darling. But after 
all I do not hear that anything is positively resolved on concerning 
the Prince’s staying at home. Towards the end of this week his 
Majesty goes down to see the fleet. Many are still of opinion that 
the main fleet will not go out any more this summer, but that only 
a squadron will be sent to convoy home our fleet of merchantmen 
from Ireland. Our letters to-day from Kinsale dated the 23rd say 
that the fleet were then there, expecting a fair wind to sail. The 
merchants extremely long, and not without good reason, to hear of 
their arrival near home, the alarm last week of Tromp’s having gone 
through the Channel having made us very apprehensive that the 
enemy, if they have an opportunity, will yet attempt the destruction 
of such a considerable fleet, though it is hoped such care is taken on 
this side as to prevent any such design. The season being far spent, 
and all thoughts of making a descent in Holland being laid aside, 
the camp at Yarmouth is broken up, and the troops dispersed into 
their winter quarters. Last Saturday the Earl of Mulgrave came 
to town, and this afternoon Count Schomberg. The generality of 
the people are very inquisitive concerning the negotiations at 
Cologne, and not a little troubled to hear of the small hopes there 
are of the success of the treaty. The truth is, all sorts of people 
seem weary of the war, and would look upon him as a very welcome 
messenger, who should bring the news of the conclusion of a peace, 
and, notwithstanding they so much desire it, they will be displeased 
if it be not made on good terms, and be ready to say, as some 
already do: Is this worth the King’s losing his credit, and ruining 
the Bankers, and with them so many families? To-day marched 
hence 30 horse, drawn out of the King’s troops of Guards, to com- 
plete the troop now in the French service commanded by Lord Duras. 
In the City they begin to be very solicitous for coals against the 
winter. They have been all this summer between 40 and 50 
shillings, and it is feared the price will now begin to rise much 
higher, for besides the winter season, all the Northern coasts are so 
infested with capers that the navigation is much disturbed. The 
inland letters bring nothing worth communicating. [4 pages.

The abuse of farthings now used is very great, as 
I formerly represented when I pressed for sending over some new 
ones, but then, if we pay silver for them, it will so drain the 
kingdom of money as I much fear how the revenue will be collected, 
for though I sent but for 3,000/. to come over at first, 1 am confident 
twill take ten or twelve thousands pounds to sapply the necessary 
uses of small money here. I shall therefore offer this expedient, 
that, since his Majesty, as I am told, intends to fortify the harbour 
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: at Kinsale, if he would send over the necessary money in copper, 
f the officers of the Treasury may take care to distribute them into 
the country, so as to discharge that undertaking with it. I heartily 
wish this proposal may take effect, for the scarcity of silver is so 
very great, as ‘tis impossible either farmers or Commissioners of 
the Treasury can hold out if the silver be drawn from hence.

Relation of the French Squadron, sent to Prince Rupert by Monsr. 
Martell, Vice-Admiral. Aug. [32] the two fleets came in sight 
of each other over against the Texel, and, because they could not 
begin the fight but very late, Prince Rupert, though he had the 
wind, thought fitter to defer it till next morning than to want 
time to finish it, intending to give a deciding battle. The fleets 
kept together all night, during which the wind being changed 
the Dutch began to have a fair wind, who, not willing to lose the 
advantage, were seen at daybreak to dispose themselves to fight. 
Hereupon De Ruyter showed us an artifice of his, for, to make 
us believe he would attack us in the same manner he had for- 
merly done, that is a line keeping the wind, he drew his whole 
fleet in front, and so bore down the wind to us, who had the 
van, and were standing close by the wind, and while he was 
athwart us he sent the Vice-Admiral of Zealand with 8 men-of- 
war and three fireships only, to amuse the whole French squadron, 
while Tromp and he passed on to fall with greater force on the 
other two squadrons. Monsr. Martell being cannon shot nearer 
the commanded party than any of the ships of his division, the 
enemy’s Vice-Admiral sent five of his party and a fireship to 
force him back, but finding so vigorous a resistance that they 
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could not do it, and that Monsr. Martell was so fortunate as to 
disable one of the enemy’s ships, the rest were forced to retreat 
with her for her guard, but without effect, for presently she 
appeared to us to be on fire, which might be caused by some fire- 
balls shot into her during the disorder she was in. By this we 
had leisure to mend our tackle that was much torn, which being 
done with all possible diligence, we made to the Vice-Admiral 
intending to board him, but he chose rather to bear up, and pass 
through the whole division of Monsr d’Estrées. This is the 
success of our ship as to her particular, for the captains of our 
division by some secret orders they will persuade us to have 
received jrom Monsr..d’ Estrées would follow none of our 
motions, but left us exposed to the fire of five ships for three 
hours together, besides a fireship they had ready for us, had 
we been disabled. 


To return, the enemy’s Vice-Admiral passed happily through the 


division of Monsr. d’Estrées with three of his ships, which 
received but one broadside from Monsr. d’Estrées, to which 
having returned another with much resolution he retired to the 
body of his ships with that other he had fought with, and took 
another course to avoid us. This being all finished by 11 the 
whole squadron united again, and with a fair wind made 
towards the place where we left his Highness. Prince Rupert, 
seeing us coming with that fair wind, gave us the signal to bear 
into his wake. Monsr. Martell laid his sails to the mast and 
expected Monsr. d’Estrées would advance with his whole 
squadron, and fall altogether with his fair wind on the body of 
the enemy and send his fireships among them, but instead he 
kept the wind, and contented himself with letting his ship fire at 
more than a cannon and a half distance from the enemy. 
Monsr. Martell saw very well how shameful this was, but 
having express order to attempt nothing without the particular 
order of Monsr. d’Estrées, and besides having been so ill- 
attended that morning by the captains of his own division that 
he could have no assurance they would follow him, he shrugged 
up his shoulders, and forbade any firing from his ship. In the 
English quarters the fight must have been very great, having 
sustained all the enemy’s force except the 8 commanded ships, 
and this they did with an incomparable resolution. Prince 
Rupert received there the least damage, though he had 
De Ruyter and the Admiral of Zealand upon him, but Sir E. 
Spragg and Tromp engaging personally side by side their 
damage on both parts was greater, and their ships lost all their 
masts. Sir EH. Spragg having got into his pinnace to gain 
another ship was drowned. But 5 or 6 English captains 
besides were slain, and one French captain, Monsr. d’ Estival, 
and 8 fireships were burnt without effect. By a Swedish vessel 
since come from the Texel we hear that the Dutch have lost one 
man-of-war, and had two Vice-Admirals killed, that Tromp’s 
ship and two others come in there lost their masts, and 
that they had as many fireships burnt without execution ; thus

things were something equal that day. I doubt not the English lay 
the fault on us, and say we were the only cause the Dutch were not 
utterly destroyed in this last business of the night, but they may 
also take it very ill, that Monsr. d’Estrées, seeing Monsr. 
Martell and his division of 12 ships strong enough to meet the 
Zealand party, would idly attend the same with his own division,

You have the prayers and well 
wishes of many that long to see you or hear of your return, which 
by town talk you are upon, yet I venture this. I hope mine of the 
22nd came to hand, giving an account of Capt. Munday’s taking

East India ships of our own into Kinsale, 15 or 16 Aug. To-day 
our letters from Kinsale of the 22nd say the whole fleet there, con- 
sisting of five men-of-war and one fireship, nine East India ships of 
our own, and the three Dutch prizes, and at least 30 merchant ships 
besides, bound homewards, having stayed there so long, at length 


_ be blessed with a good wind to bring them to our desired harbours 


without interruption. Were you disguised and in some places and 
with some persons, you would have town talk to make your blood 
boil in your veins, but, in a word, had the French Admiral done so 
well at sea as the Duke of Monmouth did at Maestricht, it is all 
knowing persons’ opinion, both engaged and spectators, but his 
Highness had had as good success over the Dutch fleet, as the 
French King had of that garrison; but, though the burden was 
heavy, yet not a man-of-war was sunk, or many men lost.

The Lord Lieutenant to Lord Arlington. Yesterday I received 
five of yours all together. In that of the 6th you tell me of a letter 
of his Majesty in favour of Mr. Shadwell for the Recordership of 
Galway. There has been a contest ever since my arrival between 
him and a Mr. Sprigge, and I formerly received letters of his 
Majesty, not only in behalf of Mr. Shadwell, but another contra- 
dicting that, in favour of Mr. Sprigge. At present I fear nothing 
can be done, Mr. Sprigge being already chosen and according to 
the rules confirmed by the Council, so that for this year I know 
not how we can legally alter it, but, if I mistake not, this city 
chooses a Recorder every year, and therefore against the next, he 
may, if he think fit, renew his claim. That of the 9th assures 
me of the safe arrival of the great fleet of merchantmen from 
Kinsale, which is so good news as rejoices every man here. It also 
acknowledges the receipt of several of my letters, in one of which 
I moved his Majesty concerning copper farthings to be transported 
hither for erecting a fort at Kinsale, and I would heartily wish it 
might be allowed. It would be of great relief to this poor kingdom 
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in case his Majesty would be pleased to send us this copper money 
without obliging the return of the like sum of silver into England. 
I am very glad his Majesty remembers his promise that he would 
not burthen that fund designed for the Marine regiment with any 
foreign payments, as also that he continues his resolution when the 
exigency of his service requires it (as in this at Kinsale) that he 
would, however, use that money on the public account, notwith- 
standing the interposition of any private gifts or gratuities. But 
let me observe that, when a fund is once overcharged, and 
warrants signed on his Majesty’s letters for the payment of the 
money, it is then out of the King’s power to reserve any of the said 
sum preferable to others, for which the officers of the Treasury have 
good warrants to make payments. We may be morally sure that 
the Commissioners of the Treasury will not neglect their advantage, 
nor so much deviate from the practices of their predecessors, as not 
in the first place to discharge these private moneys, according to 
the methods of former precedents, that is to say by compounding 
them for one half or one third, and then accounting the whole to 
the King ; whereas those sums for the public use being such, out of 
which no private profit can be reaped, will undoubtedly remain 
unsatisfied. Besides it is so indecent to have the Lieutenant’s 
warrants on his Majesty’s letters carried up and down to be bought 
and sold (as they will be by this means) that I conceive in all 
respects, as well for the King’s honour as his benefit, it were much 
to be wished, that the Lieutenant would spare the signing of any 
warrants till he knew there was money in the Treasury to discharge 
them. I can do no other on this subject than speak plainly to your 
Lordship, well knowing that this has been one of the principal 
means of bringing that great debt upon his Majesty in this 
Kingdom, which now lies on hjm, and will infallibly have the like 
effect for the future, if not timely and carefully looked to. Hitherto 
I have forborne signing any warrants on the letters lately received 
(which are to the best of my remembrance, 2001. per annum each 
to Mrs. Perkins and Mrs. Hubblethorne, 2,000/. to Colonel Fitz- 
patrick, and 1,000/. to Captain Brabazon), and intend to con- 
tinue to do so till I receive an answer of this letter, wherein 
I have shewn the unjustifiable advantages the officers of the 
Treasury will make by such overcharges, the disparagement to his 
Majesty's orders, and the mischievous inconvenience to his affairs 
which such a method would bring. After this representation, 
if his Majesty shall yet resolve to have these grants made 
good in this manner, I shall submit to his pleasure, and pass 
warrants accordingly. As to the part relating to Col. Fitzpatrick, 
more particularly recommended in your letter, he is now out of 
town, but, before he went, having shewed him how much that fund 
was overcharged, he himself seemed at present not to be desirous to 
proceed in this grant, till there were more immediate hopes of 


- getting his money. I formerly had a letter from his Majesty 


empowering me to receive some money due on the balance of Sir 
G. Carteret’s account to be employed on such public uses as I shall 
think fit. I supposed then it might have amounted to 3,1001., but 
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the whole will not come to above 2,000/. 1,200/. of it I have 
already secured, and have disposed 500l. of it to the cleansing of 
the harbour at Kinsale. The remainder, if his Majesty pleases, 
may be employed towards the fortifying of that place ; only; I shall 
desire 400/., which I have laid out for the repair of Charlemont, in 
case I find the concordatum moneys (of which I assure you I have 
been exceedingly sparing) will not hold out to defray that expense. 
But of these public moneys I shall send a particular account of all 
that comes to my hands, only I thought fit to let you know this 
much, that on the whole I presume I may get by that letter fourteen 
or fifteen hundred pounds towards this work at Kinsale. As to 
what concerns the mill and fishing in the Phenix Park, I shall, 
within a few days, send over the state of the King’s title to it, under 
the hands of some of his counsel. 

That of 13 Sept. informs me that the matter concerning the 
exportation of woollen yarn out of this kingdom is referred to the 
Council of Trade, as also that you have received some information 
that this which went under the pretence of woollen yarn was great 
twists of wool as large as ropes, which, being unwound, would 
become wool again. I am apt to believe the suggestion is not alto- 
gether untrue, for some intimation of that kind came to me, and I 
am now inquiring into it, and, as soon as I receive an account, you 
shall know the truth. The news of another Virginia fleet come 
into Kinsale proves, as you suspect, not to be true, for our last 
letters from there tell us the harbour is now clear of all ships. 
However I have sent away the orders to lie there ready for Capt. 
Gardiner, in case he should arrive, and if any time should intervene 
before his coming thither, such as should give opportunity to any 
squadron of the Dutch, or a considerable number of their capers to 
appear on our coasts, I shall be watchful to give him early notice, 
that he may either obey or suspend this order, as shall be found 
most reasonable at that time. I the rather acquaint you with this 
my intention, because I hear a great- number of privateers design 
to infest us this next winter. I hope his Majesty will think early 
on the guard of these coasts by sending some convenient number of 
his lighter frigates hither, which is not only a security to the people 
here, but of great importance, as late experience evidently shows, 
to the trade of England. I enclose a copy of a letter from Viscount 
Clare to Sir H. Ford, that it may not rise up in judgement here- 
after against me, should I be thought negligent in pursuing its 
contents. The truth is, this lord has, in an action this last winter 
of stopping a shtp in the Shannon, almost ruined the trade of 
Limerick, and in that affair behaved with much disre- 
spect towards‘ me, for which reasons I cannot give him 
much credit, nor do I, I confess, apprehend, as the state of affairs 
now stands, (Holland being in no capacity of making an invasive 
war on us) any extraordinary danger of traders holding correspon- 
dence by means of some merchants of Flanders with those of 
Holland, provided it be only in order to trade, and I am sure this 
sort of trafficking here was indulged in the late war, and, I am told, 
is even now connived at in England. Nevertheless I will not 
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neglect to make some inquiry into-the matter, yet such as shall be 

tender enough towards the distountenancing of trade. [6 pages.

Yorke’s former ship, which I can prove the owners recovered as 
belonging to Hollanders, and that Mr. Yorke sent then a 
Zealander in her, who was in arms and in great esteem amongst 
them, and a prisoner here, as a testimony of his zeal to serve 
that state. Two days ago at the opening of the commission for 
examining witnesses between Mr. Yorke and me, there appeared 
no interrogatories to examine my witnesses. I know not by 
whose contrivance this happened, but my witnesses returned 
without being examined, and Mr. Yorke’s commissioners 
proceeded with theirs, having his agent for their clerk, though 
the other commissioners protested against him, yet they would 
have no other. I am sending one to make affidavit of these 
things, and to get the interrogatories for my witnesses, and I 
pray his Excellency not to permit a publication of Mr. Yorke’s 
commission till my witnesses be examined.

The Prince 
of Orange is said to be in Brabant, and expected at Antwerp to 
confer with the Conde de Monterey about their common interest, as 
the late treaty between Spain and Holland has made it, and what to

the said address, we, by his command, signify the same to you as 
follows :—First, in relation to the first Article for maintaining the 
Acts of Settlement and Explanation, and the recalling the Com- 
mission of Enquiry, we acquaint you, that the said Commission 
was by his Majesty’s command long since superseded, that the 
least umbrage might not remain of any other intention in his 
Majesty than what he has constantly declared, to maintain the said 
Acts, and the ends thereof for the better quieting and establishing 
the possessions of his subjects in that kingdom. 

To the second, it is his Majesty’s express pleasure that no Papist be 
either continued or admitted to be a commander or soldier in that 
kingdom, and if you find any such now in service you are to dismiss 
them forthwith, and it is his further pleasure that, according to 
former precedents, you cause the Papists so to be disarmed as that 
they may not be dangerous to the government, and that such arms 
as shall be taken from them be brought into the public magazine. 

As to the third, that no Papist be either continued or hereafter 
admitted to be judges, justices of the peace, sheriffs, &c., we are to 
signify, that, as his Majesty had never information that any of the 
judges were Papists, and has cause to believe there is none, so it is 
his express command that no Papist be continued or admitted to 
any of the offices mentioned in the said Article, in order to which 
you are desired to take especial care that all such officers take the 
oaths enjoined by law in that Kingdom, and which ought to be taken 
by such as execute the said offices. 

In reference to the fourth Article, it is his Majesty’s express 
pleasure and command, that you, by advice of the Privy Council 
there, issue a proclamation commanding in particular Peter Talbot, 
pretended Archbishop of Dublin, and all other titular Popish arch- 
bishops, bishops, vicars-general, abbots, and all others exercising 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction by the Pope’s authority forthwith to depart 
out of that kingdom, or otherwise that you cause them to be pro- 
secuted according to law, and that all convents, seminaries, and 
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Popish schools be dissolved and suppressed, and the regular priests 
commanded also to depart upon the like penalty. 

As to the fifth Article concerning the not admitting Irish Papists 
to inhabit corporations without being duly licensed, his Majesty’s 
pleasure is that you take special care that no Irish Papist be 
admitted to inhabit in any corporation, but only such and in such 
manner as the laws in force allow, and is warranted by or in pur- 
suance of the Acts of Settlement and Explanation. 

As to the sixth Article his Majesty has commanded us to signify 
to you, that he granted that letter of 28 Sept. 1672, for the peace 
and quiet of that kingdom, as he then apprehended, but recommends 
it to you and the Council there to consider what effects it has or may 
have in that kingdom, and that you forthwith return your advice and 
opinion thereon, that so he may take further order therein, as he 
shall see cause. 

Thus you have what was judged fitting to be signified upon this 
Address, which many affairs of importance have delayed till this 
time. It concerns you to be the more careful and vigilant in the 
execution of what is now given you in charge in such manner as 
may best conduce to the encouragement of the English Planters 
and Protestant interest there, and the suppression of the insolency 
of Irish Papists, wherein we doubt not your wisdom will appear 
suitable to the great trust his Majesty has honoured you with.

Many months ago I 
acquainted you with a letter of his Majesty’s, procured, I believe, at 
the instance of Lord Orrery, directing Lord Berkeley or other chief 
Governor to pardon two condemned pirates. I have since used 
some diligence to find out the persons confederate in that wicked 
action for which these men were condemned, and that I may know 
his Majesty’s pleasure whether he will have any further proceed- 
ings therein, | herewith present you with a brief narrative of the 
business. Near Dingle in Kerry were taken on suspicion of piracy 
in August 1670, Francis Bodkin and several others of his company, 
and their ship of about 35 tons burthen, with three guns, and some 
few arms were also seized in the port, but Bodkin and all save 
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about nine escaped out of prison, and, those nine being tried at 
Cork on a commission under 28° Henry VIII. for trial of pirates, 
six of them were convicted and sentenced to death for robbing a 
Dutch vessel on those coasts, viz., for taking out of her without any 
satisfaction some victualls and other goods, though of no great 
value, but were reprieved by Lord Berkeley, then Lord Lieutenant. 
Two of them, being inconsiderable men and that I might have the 
benefit of their testimony, upon his Majesty’s forementioned letter 
are pardoned, the rest remain reprieved. Bodkin, the captain, and 
some others of those that escaped were indicted before the same 
commissioners for the said fact, and also for taking a tobacco ship 
on the western coasts of Ireland, and on those indictments are 
since outlawed. Before I passed these pardons, Bodkin was 
retaken, who, though he were not in this ship at the time they 
plundered the Dutch vessel, yet he commanded when they took the 
Virginia tobacco ship, and it is very much suspected they flung all 
the men of this Virginia ship overboard, for though these criminals 
say that, so soon as the men of the Virginia ship saw 
them come up to them, they all quitted their ship and put them- 
selves into their longboat and rowed ashore, yet I cannot learn 
for certain that any of therm were ever heard of, and ’tis generally 
said these pirates sent this Virginia ship into Scotland and sold her 
there. It also appears there were several merchants, some now in 
Sligo from whence this pirate vessel sailed in July before, and some 
about Dingle, who were privately contributory to setting her forth, 
and were to be sharers in her prizes, and her design then declared 
was to take all the Dutch at any time they could meet with, Bodkin 
then owning that he had letters of marque from the King of Spain 
against them to reimburse himself of 30,0001. he had lost by them, 
or to that effect. And it is evident by proofs these persons had 
other shipping abroad, and the chief business of this vessel was to 
convey those men and the provision to that shipping, there being 
laden aboard very much provision, more than was necessary to 
have supplied her for any voyage whatever. Admitting their own 
story it seems to me a most insufferable insolence in these men, on 
the King of Spain’s commission, to stop or examine any of his 
Majesty’s subjects upon our coasts; but it is most certain their 
whole design was piracy. "Tis now above three years since these 
facts were committed, therefore I conceive it requisite I should know 
whether his Majesty would have any further proceedings on the 
‘evidence I have collected, and I the rather move you for some 
directions, because these crimes committed on the sea, being matters 
relating to the Admiralty, must be tried by a special commission, for 
the ordinary Courts are not empowered to adjudge marine causes. 
So soon as you have an opportunity to acquaint his Majesty with 
this matter I desire you would use it, that I may be instructed what 
to do, for ’tis some little expense to keep the witnesses in town.

I received your letter and the papers 
enclosed, on perusal of which I am amazed at the obstinacy of the 
Dutch in refusing the fair and easy terms offered by our master, 
and at the folly of some among ourselves, who will not understand 
the justness of the King’s proceedings. The hopes the Hollander 
may have from our Parliament I am confident will prove altogether 
vain, for I believe the Parliament men are convinced of the necessity of 
bringing the Dutch to honest terms. So far as my interest reaches 
I every day improve it in satisfying all I discourse with of 
the unreasonableness of our enemies and that it is only their fault 
we have not a good peace. The people of London are indeed 
very solicitous for peace, but wish it may be lasting, and they 
are peaceable while they have it not. Now and then an 
unlucky loss makes them grumble, but ’tis quickly over, because 
their losses come by their own default, or that of the commanders 
of their ships. ‘This was the case of the Virginia fleet, for, if they 
had kept close to their convoys, in all probability there had been 
little or no loss. This was the condition of a small but rich ship 
five or six days ago from Port (? Oporto) that would venture through 
the whole Channel, and would not call at Plymouth, so she was 
taken not far from Dover, and 10,000l. in silver in her. The 
government of the City is in a fair way of prospering this next year, 
and of being very serviceable to his Majesty, for after many elections 
we got two honest, stout, and prudent sheriffs, and Sir W. Hooker, 
after some opposition, was chosen Mayor, and, since his Majesty 
has honoured the City with his presence for the last two years on 
the Lord Mayor’s day, the Court of Aldermen have concluded to 
intimate their most humble desires of his coming again to that 
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solemnity, so we are like to have many fine shows in a short time, 
for next Thursday the Artillery, having got six great guns out of 
the Tower and a mortar piece, intend to make great conquests and 
great triumphs, and on Tuesday, the 14th, when the slain artillery 
men will be brought again to life and can eat, there will be a mighty 
feast at Drapers’ Hall, where will be his Royal Highness, &c. About 
the 28th the Duchess of Modena is expected, and ’tis said she makes 
her passage from Calais to Whitehall by water. The 29th is 
the day of the Lord Mayor’s installation, a mighty day for 
custard and minced pies, and, which is admirable, on the 
14th, when the Artillery are madly killing one another, 
doth Sir W. Hooker, the Lord Mayor Elect, more madly, 
being 60 years of age, marry the youngest sister of my Lady 
Dawes, a lady of about 26; an act of strange courage, but, I 
perceive, when the spirit of government comes upon some persons, 
it not only enables them to govern but to get men to be governed. 
Thus Sir John Smith, being sheriff of London, and having the stiff 
blade laid on his shoulders, presently got a subject of the Lady 
Jenny. I think October is lke this year to be a merrier month 
than May. I now, begging your pardon, take up a little more 
seriousness, and tell you I have some things to impart, which I wish 
I could speak and not write, and which I am not willing to write, 
without some encouragement from you that they would not miscarry. 
To-day I received another letter from you with the papers enclosed 
which I shall employ according to your commands. I wish my in- 
fluence were such that I could persuade the people to a satisfaction 
in the justness of the proceedings of their governors. With very 
many prudent persons I find ’tis not in vain to discourse, for they 
are willing to be convinced of the necessity of the present transac- 
tions. God lengthen out his Majesty’s years, and grant that his 
afflictions attending even his restoration may be for ever removed, 
and that his days may be calm and prosperous beyond any of his 
royal ancestors, and that your Excellency may be a happy instru- 
ment of promoting this for your Master.

Last Wednesday, the 29th, being 
within a league of Nieuport, for which he was bound, he met two 
French privateers, who commanded him on board, to whom he 
not only replied he was the packet-boat and had the mails on board, 
but also hung out his colours, and told them if he should delay by 
going on board, he should be put by his port and forced back for 
England, the wind being then E. Notwithstanding, they forced the 
deponent to come on board, abused him and threatened to cut him, 
and after searching for goods in his vessel and finding none the 
dismissed him. Thereby the deponent wholly lost the benefit of the 
tide so that he could not get into Nieuport, and was forced to ride 
at anchor all night, and endanger not only the loss of an anchor 
and cable, but the loss of the vessel and the passengers’ lives. [Ibid.

Paper concerning the Mastership of the Ordnance. The artillery 
arms, &c., under the charge of the Master of the Ordnance in Ireland 
have of late been out of order and become unserviceable by the 
neglect of those that were entrusted with them, but more regarded 
their own profit than the King’s service, as too plainly appears by 
the late wastes in the stores here. For reformation thereof there is 
an absolute necessity that the place be supplied by some person of 
honour and interest qualified for that great trust and command and 
also to be one of the Privy Council according to former practice, 
that he may assist them at all debates concerning the Army and 
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other affairs of the peace and safety of this kingdom, as it has been 
in all times since an army was maintained here by the English 
Crown, so that this place cannot rationally be supplied by a deputy 
from the Master of the Ordnance of England, who shall not be of 
quality for this great trust, nor of ability and credit in all exigencies 
or want of ready money to supply ammunition, arms, &c., and 
procure them where they may be had at the best and cheapest 
rates, till there be moneys in the Treasury for payment. The good 
husbandry will be very considerable that all such provisions, to be 
paid for out of the revenue here, should be bought at the cheapest 
markets. Much more might be said in this juncture of war of the 
necessity of repairing the forts, especially on the sea ports, and 
mounting the ordnance, which generally lie on the ground unservice- 
able, and not on carriages. A vigilant Master of the Ordnance 
might greatly contribute to putting those in a better posture both of 
defence and offence and to the safety of the Kingdom.
